SCHOOL    COMMITTEE'S  REPORT 

To  the  Citizens  oj  And  over: 

The  School  Committee  is  a  poHcy  making  body.  At  each  meet- 
ing- of  the  Committee  the  superintendent  reports  on  activities 
within  the  schools.  The  administration  of  the  schools  lies  with  the 
superintendent  and  the  principals.  The  Committee  of  nine  members 
divides  itself  into  three  committees :  Financial  and  Advisory ; 
Teachers  and  Curriculum ;  and  Buildings  and  Grounds.  These  com- 
mittees confer  with  the  superintendent  in  regard  to  the  annual 
budget — the  month  by  month  expenditures  of  the  department,  the 
maintenance  and  repairs  to  our  school  buildings,  the  hiring  of 
teachers,  the  purchase  of  textbooks,  and  questions  of  policy  in  re- 
gard to  the  curriculum. 

Our  public  schools  are  essential  in  creating  and  defending 
values  of  great  importance  to  the  welfare  of  our  communities  and 
our  country.  In  the  schools  each  nevv  generation  learns  its  first 
lessons  in  responsible  citizenship.  Boys  and  girls,  men  and  women 
grow  in  their  understanding  of  the  American  way  of  life,  and  the 
American  system  of  government.  Leadership  is  discovered  and  de- 
veloped for  the  building  of  a  better  and  a  stronger  Democracy.  The 
United  States  needs  all  its  citizens  with  their  abilities  and  capacities 
developed  to  the  utmost.  In  large  part  this  is  the  responsibility  of 
the  public  schools. 

The  School  Committee  takes  great  satisfaction  in  accepting  the 
annual  report  of  Mr.  Kenneth  L.  Sherman,  who  has  just  completed 
his  first  year  as  superintendent.  The  committee  hopes  the  towns- 
people will  read  the  report  with  interest  and  approval,  for  it  re- 
veals improvement  within  our  schools  and  sets  clearly  before  us  the 
goals  ahead. 

June,  1941,  marks  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Nathan  C.  Hamblin  as 

principal  of  the  Punchard  High  School  after  31  years  of  service. 

Air.  Hamblin  is  an  outstanding  schoolmaster,  a  citizen  respected 

and  loved  by  all  who  know  him.  The  School  Committee  accepts 

the  report  of  I\Ir.  Hamblin  and  would  express  for  itself  and  for 

the  citizens  of  the  town  their  gratitude  for  his  devoted  service  to

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REPORT  OF 
THE  SUPERI.X  TEX  DENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  tJic  School  Committee  of  Andover 
Ladies  and  gentlemen : 

1  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  fifty-first  annual  report  of  the 
Andover  schools,  which  covers  my  first  full  year  as  superintendent 
of  schools. 

In  examining  critically  the  status  of  Andover's  public  school 
system,  preparatory  to  making  this  report,  I  have  been  impressed 
by  the  fact  that  we  are  particularly  fortunate  in  at  least  four  things : 
the  location  and  charm  of  the  physical  plant ;  the  vision  and  energy 
of  the  personnel  in  planning  and  building  for  the  future  while  main- 
taining a  high  standard  in  the  present :  the  earnestness  of  the  school 
committee  in  making  their  decisions  and  striving  to  be  informed  on 
educational  and  administrative  matters  ;  the  attitude  of  the  com- 
munity at  large — proud  of  our  accomplishments,  patient  about  what 
it  fails  to  understand  or  approve,  through  its  civic  organizations 
generous  in  support,  indift'erent  seldom,  interested  and  co-operative 
for  the  most  part.  For  all  of  these  factors  we  of  the  schools  are 
grateful. 

During  1940  we  have  tried  to  establish  a  few  new  features,  but 
our  main  efforts  have  been  applied  to  the  task  of  pushing  forward 
along  the  lines  already  indicated  as  being  of  vital  importance  to  the 
healthy  growth  of  our  school  program. 

DEPARTMENTAL  PROGRESS 

HEALTH  PROGRA^I 

A\'orking  co-operatively,  the  department  of  physical  education, 
the  dental  hygienist,  the  school  nurse,  and  the  school  physician  have 
developed  a  correlated  health  program  which  is  sound  and  prac- 
ticable. A  health  survey  conducted  in  the  elementary  schools  has 
resulted  in  the  development  of  a  definite  outline  and  schedule  to  be 
used  by  each  teacher.  This  schedule  calls  for  the  monthly  weighing. 
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measuring,  and  charting  of  each  elementary  school  pupil.  A  Health 
Council,  made  up  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  a  representa- 
tive of  the  School  Committee,  the  school  doctor,  the  school  nurse, 
the  dental  hygienist,  classroom  teachers,  principals,  the  Cafeteria 
^lanager,  and'  the  Physical  Education  Department,  was  organized 
to  study  health  problems  of  the  schools.  The  results  of  our  P.  F.  T. 
(Physical  Fitness  Testing)  have  shown  the  progress  of  our  pro- 
gram, while  stimulating  the  individual's  interest  in  his  own  health 
needs. 

The  intra-mural  sports  program  has  become  of  increasing  in- 
terest to  our  young  people.  The  enlargement  of  our  field  of  sports 
to  include  inter-scholastic  competition  in  track  and  gymnastics  has 
been  a  pleasing  expansion  of  varsity  athletics. 

The  statistics  resulting  from  a  dental  survey  conducted  in  Punch- 
aid  High  School  this  year  indicate  that  the  health  program  of 
earlier  years  has  been  of  real  value.  Emphasis  is  now  placed  upon 
educating  children  to  understand  that  optimum  general  health  and 
dental  health  are  inseparable  and  that  dental  health  hinges  on  the 
prevention  of  dental  defects.  Vision  tests  given  in  the  high  school 
have  also  been  reassuring.  Msual  defects  revealed  by  the  tests  have 
been  followed  up  by  Dr.  Emmons. 

Other  health  activities  have  been  more  or  less  routine ;  state  and 
local  clinics  have  been  held,  the  usual  physical  examinations  given 
by  Dr.  Blake,  and  efforts  made  to  reduce  contagious  disease. 

ADULT  EDUCATION 
Established  in  1938  under  requirements  of  state  law,  our  Adult 
Education  program  has  made  steady  growth.  This  year,  the  Alien 
Registration  Act  and  other  legislation,  together  with  an  increased 
interest  in  self-improvement,  have  served  to  bring  about  an  en- 
larged enrollment  in  the  Americanization  classes  for  aliens.  At 
the  same  time,  many  citizens  have  availed  themselves  of  the  other 
courses  offered  free  of  charge  under  the  County  Extension  service. 
In  days  of  such  political  stress  as  these,  it  is  comforting  to  see  so 
many  democratic  agencies  set  up  and  so  widely  used. 
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PRACTICAL  ARTS 

Perhaps  the  most  notable  feature  of  the  practical  arts  program 
is  its  flexibility.  With  recognition  of  the  need  for  opening  up  a 
greater  number  of  skilled  vocational  lines  to  our  young  people  has 
come  the  attempt  to  make  our  program  fill  that  need  as  far  as  fa- 
cilities permit.  The  test  of  our  success  will  come  with  the  assign- 
ment of  young  people  trained  under  this  plan  to  employment.  The 
first  group  designated  as  a  Practical  Arts  class  was  graduated  last 
June. 

W  ith  the  exception  of  one  classroom,  the  entire  John  Dove  build- 
ing has  been  assigned  to  the  Practical  Arts  Department,  making 
five  additional  rooms  available  for  shop  work. 

A  rearrangement  of  the  teaching  load  in  this  department  has 
given  Air.  Gahan  the  entire  shop  program  for  Punchard  High 
School.  The  Junior  High  School  shop  work  is  taught  by  Mr.  Keiler 
and  Miss  Bailey.  Miss  Bailey  also  teaches  the  Alechanical  Drawing 
courses  in  both  schools. 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS 
Reading 

The  core  of  interest  in  the  elementary  school  program  this  year 
has  been  reading.  Most  authorities  agree  that  reading  is  one  of  the 
most  fundamental,  if  not  the  most  important,  of  the  subjects  of 
study  in  the  curriculum.  Much  of  what  is  taught  in  our  schools  is 
presented  in  books  and  other  written  materials ;  therefore  reading 
becomes  the  essential  tool  for  much  of  our  formal  education.  This 
means  that  the  non-reader  is  blocked  in  learning,  while  the  pupil 
who  can  read  well  possesses  important  learning  equipment. 

During  the  last  decade  the  enrichment  of  the  course  of  study  and 
the  growing  complexity  of  social  life  have  greatly  enlarged  the 
demand  for  reading  of  the  study  type ;  during  the  same  period  the 
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increase  in  leisure  time  has  brought  about  a  decided  upward  trend 
in  recreational  reading.  These  facts  must  be  kept  in  mind  when 
the  place  of  reading  in  the  whole  curriculum  is  being  determined. 

Our  reading  program  of  instruction  is  planned  to  provide  train- 
ing in  the  reading  abilities  needed  to  succeed  in  study ;  specifically, 
we  aim  for  acquisition  of  the  basic  skills  of  recognition  and  com- 
prehension by  the  end  of  the  sixth  grade,  We  are  continually 
"taking  stock" — discovering  and  remedying  reading  difficulties,  in- 
creasing proficiency  in  a  wide  variety  of  reading  habits  and  skills 
at  several  levels  of  difficulty,  W  e  know  that  most  failures  in  the 
elementary  grades  are  caused  by  failure  to  learn  to  read.  By  taking 
precautions  to  prevent  reading  failures  and  to  establish  a  more  defi- 
nite program  for  those  who  need  remedial  work  we  are  striving  to 
make  it  possible  to  shift  our  emphasis  from  corrective  to  preventive 
work  in  reading. 

JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Xo  major  changes  have  been  made  in  the  junior  high  school 
curriculum  during  the  past  year,  but  several  courses  of  study  are  in 
process  of  revision.  The  shift  from  a  six  to  a  seven  period  day, 
made  in  September,  allows  for  more  flexibility  in  scheduling  classes 
and  more  practicable  arrangements  for  supervised  study  and  extra- 
curricular activities. 

Changes  in  personnel  have  been  few.  With  the  adjustment  neces- 
sitated by  the  introduction  of  entirely  new  plans  or  faculty  mini- 
mized, the  junior  high  school  has  been  able  this  year  to  consolidate 
somewhat  the  plans  originated  earlier. 

SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

1940  has  been  a  year  of  considerable  progress  toward  the  goals 
we  hope  to  achieve  in  the  senior  high  school.  The  principal  innova- 
tions have  been  the  health  surveys  mentioned  earlier  in  this  report 
and  the  survey  of  graduates  and  drop-outs  for  five  years  back  con- 
ducted in  the  interest  of  our  developing  guidance  program.  The 
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thirty-first  annual  report  of  the  principal  is  included  with  this  re- 
port. We  regret  that  this  is  his  last.  With  Mr.  Hamblin's  retire- 
ment the  schools  of  Andover  lose  a  scholar,  a  gentleman  and  an 
administrator  with  vision.  May  his  years  of  leisure  be  many  and 
pleasant. 

LOOKING    TO    THE  FUTURE 

SUPERMSIOX 

Supervision  might  be  defined  as  a  form  of  adult  education,  its 
aim  to  foster  the  continuing  growth  of  teachers,  that  they  may  per- 
form better  what  they  will  undertake  anyway.  Our  teachers  need 
and  would  welcome  the  stimulation  and  aid  of  some  more  creative 
and  democratic  supervisory  plan  than  has  yet  been  worked  out.  The 
need  to  keep  expenses  from  mounting  too  high  would  suggest  the 
wisdom  of  combining  certain  positions  to  make  supervision  finan- 
cially possible. 

In  the  past,  supervision  at  all  school  levels  fell  upon  the  super- 
intendent. Your  present  superintendent,  having  received  most  of 
his  school  experience  at  the  secondary  school  level,  would  wish  to 
take  a  more  active  part  in  supervision  at  the  secondary  school  level. 
At  the  elementary  level  it  would  seem  wise  that  either  of  two 
policies  be  developed :  that  in  time  an  elementary  supervisor  be 
appointed,  or  that  principals  be  released  from  some  of  their  teach- 
ing load  to  give  more  time  to  supervision  and  leadership  of  class- 
room teachers,  who  are,  after  all.  the  front  line  of  our  public  school 
educational  organization. 

CURRICULUM  REM  SIGN 

The  present  wide-spread  movement  in  curriculum  revision  that 
provides  a  field  of  creative  work  on  the  part  of  teachers  is  un- 
paralleled in  the  history  of  education. 

The  technological  procedures  involved  in  curriculum  construc- 
tion are  now  familiar  to  all,  and  teachers  practically  everywhere 
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have  been  greatly  stimulated  by  participating  in  the  solution  of 
curriculum  problems. 

The  superintendent  as  a  supervisor  has  made  a  start  in  this  direc- 
tion with  the  appointment  of  certain  committees  for  survey  and 
report,  the  first  of  which  resulted  in  the  excellent  piece  of  work 
done  by  ]\Iiss  Catherine  Barrett,  ]^Iiss  Anne  Harnedy,  and  I\Ir. 
Joseph  Doherty.  on  time  allotments  in  the  elementary  schools. 

A  committee  consisting  of  ^liss  Lilian  Fox,  ^liss  Beatrice  Ste- 
vens, and  ^liss  Eunice  Stack  have  been  at  work  on  revision  of 
the  course  of  study  in  English  throughout  the  system. 

The  junior  high  school  courses  in  science  and  mathematics  have 
been  the  subject  of  research  by  Mr.  Tames  Hart  and  ]\Iiss  Evelyne 
Oliver  respectively. 

RE^IEDL\L  READING 

In  adopting  as  ours  the  widely  accepted  slogan  ''Every  teacher  a 
teacher  of  reading"  we  are  looking  to  the  day  when  our  remedial 
reading  program  will  have  eliminated  the  problem  of  the  non- 
reading  pupil.  In  working  toward  that  goal  we  are  fortunate  to 
have  the  services  of  Mrs.  Margaret  McKim,  who  is  organizing  a 
remedial  reading  plan  based  on  the  best  authorities  in  the  field  and 
adjusted  to  our  peculiar  needs. 

GUIDANCE 

One  of  the  most  forward-looking  of  this  year's  special  projects 
is  the  guidance  program.  Building  on  the  sound  foundation  laid  in 
past  }-ears.  we  are  expanding  the  high  school  facilities  for  both 
educational  and  vocational  guidance,  with  material  assistance  from 
the  community  on  the  latter  phase.  A\'orking  with  industrial, 
])usiness.  and  civic  groups  we  hope  to  achieve  a  guidance  set-up 
which  will  function  reasonably  well  in  helping  our  young  people 
to  "make  a  life  as  well  as  a  living." 
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REPORT    OF  PRINCIPAL 
OF    PUNCHARD    HIGH  SCHOOL 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the  Trustees 

of  the  Punchard  Free  School. 
Gentlemen : 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  my  thirty-first  annual  report  as 
Principal  of  the  Punchard  High  School. 

The  number  of  pupils  enrolled  is  less  than  that  of  last  year,  due 
almost  entirely  to  the  smaller  number  of  entrants  from  the  ninth 
grade.  The  total  enrollment  to  date  is  368.  Some  years  ago,  a  fall- 
ing off  in  the  enrollment  of  the  grade  schools  was  noticeable.  That 
no  longer  continues,  but  we  are  experiencing  its  results  in  the  upper 
grades.  The  sag  is  a  temporary  one,  of  course. 

Last  June  the  graduating  class  included  10  members  who  had 
continued  the  Practical  Arts  curriculum  during  their  Avhole  three 
years.  The  results  have  been  more  satisfactory  than  we  anticipated. 
There  are  two  difficulties  which  will  probably  exist  for  some  time. 
One  is  the  mistaken  choice  of  curriculum  which  some  pupils  make, 
due  partly  to  home  pressure,  and  secondly,  the  tendency  to  place 
in  this  course  pupils  who  have  no  academic  interests,  but  who  also 
lack  mechanical  skills.  It  is  too  often  taken  for  granted  that  be- 
cause a  boy  is  not  successful  in  academic  work,  he  must  necessarily 
be  clever  with  his  hands.  A\^e  are  still  without  adequate  arrange- 
ments for  girls  in  this  group.  W^henever  there  are  enough  to  warrant 
the  attempt,  there  should  be  arrangements  made  for  a  broader 
course  in  Domestic  Science,  an  opportunity  for  high  school  girls  to 
take  Sewing,  Dressmaking,  and  Millinery  so  that  a  thorough  prepa- 
ration for  helping  at  home  or  maintaining  a  home  of  their  own  may 
be  given. 

There  have  been  few  changes  in  the  course  of  study  this  year. 
We  are  still  trying  to  enrich  existing  courses  rather  than  introduce 
new  ones.  Some  such  efforts  have  been  made,  notably  in  Shop 
Mathematics  and  Social  Science. 
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A  Camera  Club  and  a  Travel  Club  have  been  organized  this  fall. 
The  Service  Club  and  the  Library  Club  continue  their  good  work. 
So  many  of  our  pupils  come  by  bus  that  extra-curricular  groups 
find  it  hard  to  arrange  for  meetings  which  all  interested  can  attend. 

The  Goldsmith  Library  has  been  greatly  benefited  by  the  co- 
operation of  ]\Iiss  Putnam,  librarian  of  ^Memorial  Hall  Library. 
The  books  have  been  newly  cataloged,  and  we  have  been  helped 
by  a  constant  supply  of  books  from  the  town  library.  ^liss  Putnam 
has  given  most  generously  of  her  time  in  assisting  ^liss  Fox,  the 
school  librarian,  and  individual  pupils. 

As  the  result  of  the  untiring  efforts  of  ^liss  Sweeney,  our  Music 
Supervisor,  a  girls'  band  of  65  pieces  was  organized,  drilled,  and 
uniformed  this  year.  Only  one  girl  had  had  previous  experience  in 

playing  musical  instruments.  The  results  are  marvelous.  The  band 
has  looked  well  and  played  well,  and  has  established  a  fine  reputa- 
tion for  itself  and  the  school.  The  girls  themselves  have  thoroughly 
enjoyed  their  work  and  the  public  has  been  most  enthusiastic. 

On  Armistice  Day  before  our  football  game  with  Methuen,  Com- 
mander Raidy  in  behalf  of  Post  Xo.  2128,  A'eterans  of  Foreign 
\\a.vs,  presented  the  school  with  a  new  American  flag  and  a  Punch- 
ard  banner.  These  flags  borne  by  the  two  color  guards  and  the 
massed  blue  and  gold  of  the  band  uniforms  made  a  brilliant  picture 
on  the  field.  We  are  grateful  for  the  gift. 

On  the  evening  of  December  11,  a  happy  crowd  of  over  five  hun- 
dred gathered  in  the  Gymnasium  for  dinner  and  assembled  later  in 
the  Auditorium  in  celebration  of  the  completion  of  thirty  years' 
coaching  of  Mr.  Lovely.  The  members  of  the  Band,  the  football 
squad  and  the  cheerleaders  were  guests,  with  special  recognition 
for  what  the  band  has  done  to  keep  up  public  interest  in  our  school. 
The  spirit  of  the  evening  was  not  only  enthusiastic,  but  showed  the 
deep  personal  regard  in  which  Mr.  Lovely  is  held. 

The  Faculty  Manager,  Mr.  Doherty,  will  submit  his  annual  re- 
port immediately  after  the  close  of  the  old  fiscal  year.  It  will  prob- 
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ably  be  in  in  time  to  be  incorporated  with  this  report  and  requires 
no  comment  from  me.  Athletically,  we  have  passed  through  one  of 
the  phases  which  every  small  school  has  to  experience.  The  class 
of  1940  contained  a  large  number  of  athletes  who  made  our  teams 
in  three  sports  outstanding.  This  fall  it  was  necessary  to  begin  to 
build  again.  All  of  the  members  of  the  squad  were  inexperienced. 
The  spirit  of  the  group  was  fine  and  their  record  an  excellent  one 
under  the  circumstances. 

In  view  of  coming  changes,  I  have  confined  this  report  to  state- 
ments of  fact  rather  than  recommendations  for  the  future.  This  is 
my  last  report  to  you.  Next  June  I  shall  have  reached  the  age  at 
which  retirement  is  compulsory  under  our  State  laws.  It  is  with 
mingled  feelings  that  I  look  forward  to  a  relief  from  the  responsi- 
bilities which  I  have  borne  for  so  many  years.  ]\Iy  greatest  regret 
arises  from  the  severance  of  relationships  with  fellow  workers  and 
successive  generations  of  young  people.  Life  in  Andover,  from  the 
standpoint  of  a  public  school  teacher,  has  been  far  pleasanter  than 
in  most  places.  The  unfailing  consideration  shown  me  by  Superin- 
tendent. Trustees,  and  School  Committee  has  been  largely  respon- 
sible for  this  happiness,  I  bespeak  for  my  successor  the  same  help- 
ful cooperation  which  has  been  mine.  I  trust  that  the  pleasant 
personal  relations  which  I  now  have  with  all  of  you,  ]\Ir.  Superin- 
tendent and  members  of  the  governing  boards,  will  continue  even 
though  our  official  ties  are  broken.

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SCHOOL  COMMITTEE'S  REPORT 

To  the  Citizens  of  Andover: 

\\t  have  been  building  in  the  United  States  over  the  past  200 
years  a  society  of  self-governing,  responsible  people.  What  success 
we  have  had  has  been  due  in  part  to  our  American  public  schools. 
Our  strength  as  a  nation,  during  this  war  and  in  the  period  that 
follows,  will  depend  more  than  ever  upon  the  ability  of  the  public 
school  system  to  develop  in  all  its  children  clear  thinking,  good 
character,  an  understanding  of  and  a  devotion  to  the  rights  and 
responsibilities  of  citizenship  in  a  democracy. 

To  accomplish  these  goals  we  must  make  certain  that  our  children 
continue  to  have  the  right  to  read  and  study  under  wise  and  able 
teachers.  We  must  ensure  to  teachers  and  children  alike  the  right 
to  investigate,  think,  and  create  in  laboratories,  libraries,  shops,  and 
classrooms. 

In  some  countries  children  are  not  allowed  to  think  for  them- 
selves ;  they  are  required  to  accept  without  question  what  their 
political  leaders  want  them  to  be  taught.  In  America  we  know  our 
way  is  better.  We  want  our  children  to  realize  that  they  will  be 
most  useful  when  they  are  able  to  think  independently,  clearly,  in- 
telligently, and  when  they  are  willing  to  carry  their  full  share  of 
our  common  social  responsibilities. 

The  School  Committee  accepts  the  report  of  Mr.  Kenneth  L. 
Sherman,  who  has  completed  his  second  year  as  Superintendent.  It 
is  with  pride,  as  well  as  regret  at  the  loss  of  his  valued  leadership, 
that  the  committee  granted  Mr.  Sherman  leave  of  absence  for  the 
duration  of  the  war  from  his  responsibilities  here  in  Andover,  that 
he  might  accept  the  commission  of  Lieutenant  in  the  United  States 
Xavy. 

We  are  fortunate  in  procuring  the  services  of  Mr.  Edw^ard  I. 
Erickson  as  Acting  Superintendent  of  Schools.  Under  Mr.  Erick- 
son's  supervision,  the  Andover  Schools  will  continue  to  be  im- 
proved and  strengthened.

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REPORT  OF 
THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Coiuinittec  of  Andover 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  fifty-second  annual  school  report, 
my  second  as  superintendent  of  schools  for  the  town  of  Andover. 

The  seriousness  of  existing  world  conditions  makes  the  training 
of  youth  a  matter  of  grave  concern  to  all  who  have  a  stake  in  our 
democracy.  Particularly  are  the  schools  faced  with  the  questions  of 
what  and  how  to  teach  in  order  that  the  young  of  today  may  be- 
come responsible  citizens  tomorrow. 

The  direction  and  force  of  effort  in  the  Andover  school  depart- 
ment during  the  past  year  have  been  toward  consolidation  of  the 
program.  A  number  of  new  plans,  as  well  as  adjustments  in  older 
ones,  deemed  worthy  oi  incorporation  at  an  earlier  date,  have  now 
earned  an  assured  place  in  our  school  organization.  The  guidance 
program  introduced  last  year  is  no  longer  an  experiment.  The 
health  outline  developed  as  a  result  of  last  year's  health  survey  is 
now  in  regular  use.  A  number  of  adjustments,  recommended  by  the 
committees  of  teachers  who  for  the  past  two  years  have  been  work- 
ing on  curriculum  revision,  are  now  included  in  the  program.  The 
stabilizing  effect  of  such  consolidation  we  believe  to  be  extremely 
valuable  in  times  so  troubled  and  uncertain  as  these. 

THE  READING  PROGRAM 

Again  this  year,  as  last,  particular  emphasis  has  been  directed 
toward  a  reading  program.  More  and  more  modern  educational 
programs  recognize  the  importance  of  reading.  Reading  is  the  basic 
tool  of  formal  education.  The  finer  the  workman's  tools  the  better 
he  is  able  to  turn  out  a  good  piece  of  work. 

An  adequate  instructional  program  in  reading  should  contain : 
(T)  instruction  on  basal  reading  which  deals  with  the  reading- 
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studying  abilities ;  (2)  children's  literature,  sometimes  called  recrea- 
tional or  leisure  reading;  (3)  the  work-type  oral  reading. 

The  essential  purpose  of  the  program  in  basal  reading  is  to  help 
boys  and  girls  acquire  the  ability  to  understand  what  they  read  with 
sufficient  speed  and  facility.  Therefore,  both  sides  of  reading  must 
be  stressed :  namely,  the  mechanics  of  reading  and  the  meaning  or 
thinking  side  of  reading. 

In  Andover,  at  the  present  time,  the  Elson-Gray  Basic  Readers, 
sometimes  called  the  Curriculum  Foundation  Series,  is  the  basal 
reading  system  in  grades  one  through  three.  This  Elson-Gray  pro- 
gram was  introduced  in  the  Andover  Schools  by  former  superin- 
tendent, the  late  Henry  C.  Sanborn,  in  September,  1938.  This  series 
of  books  is  considered  to  be  outstanding  because  it  is  so  rich,  ap- 
pealing, and  interesting.  Content  which  arouses  active  interest  in 
reading  and  enriches  the  experience  of  children  assures  the  de- 
velopment of  those  techniques  and  abilities  which  children  need  in 
order  to  read  with  facility,  understanding,  and  appreciation.  This 
series  of  readers  provides  instruction  in  the  mechanics  of  reading, 
including  systematic  phonetic  training.  The  growth  is  so  gradual 
that  the  children  feel  that  they  are  really  progressing  when  they 
can  read  a  book  in  a  very  short  time.  Under  this  system  of  reading, 
in  which  extreme  care  is  taken  in  the  initial  stages  of  instruction, 
each  child  is  well  prepared  to  attain  success.  Approval  and  satis- 
faction rather  than  failure  and  reproach  are  associated  in  the  child's 
mind  with  his  early  reading  experiences. 

During  the  fall  of  1940  a  committee  consisting  of  Miss  Lilian 
Fox,  Miss  Eunice  Stack,  and  Miss  Beatrice  Stevens  was  appointed 
to  revise  the  course  of  study  in  English  throughout  the  system. 

As  an  outgrowth  of  that  committee  a  reading  committee  consist- 
ing of  Miss  Louise  Sherman,  Miss  Catherine  Barrett,  Miss  Jessie 
Brown,  Miss  Mary  Burke,  Miss  Mary  Collins,  Miss  Anne  Har- 
nedy,  and  Mrs.  Georgianna  Hilton  was  appointed  to  increase  the 
efficiency  of  reading  as  a  tool  subject. 
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All  the  elementary  teachers  have  met  in  groups  according  to 
grades  in  order  to  work  out  plans  for  strengthening  the  weaknesses 
in  reading  as  they  found  them  within  their  grades.  An  enlarged 
phonic  program  has  been  suggested.  Emphasis  is  also  being  placed 
on  fitting  reading  to  the  child  so  that  it  best  meets  his  individual 
needs.  This  is  taken  care  of  largely  through  grouping  within  the 
classrooms.  The  outcome  of  these  grade  discussions  will  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  English  committee.  In  the  future  the  reading  com- 
mittee will  endeavor  to  co-operate  with  the  grade  teachers  in  the 
selection  of  books  best  suited  to  their  grades.  They  will  also  attempt 
to  co-ordinate  all  reading  activities  throughout  the  elementary 
grades. 

DEPART.MEXTAL  WORK 

Wt  cannot  be  sure  of  protecting  our  children  from  difficulties 
which  may  be  ahead,  but  we  can  work  to  make  them  strong  to  meet 
whatever  the  future  may  hold.  Poor  teeth,  hearing,  and  eyesight 
being  the  most  common  defects  revealed  by  physical  examinations 
in  the  schools,  efforts  are  being  made  to  remedy  these  deficiencies. 
Weighing  and  measuring  of  children  continues.  In  the  elementary 
schools  a  physical  education  activity  program  has  been  carried  on 
by  cadet  teachers,  while  the  classroom  teachers  have  carried  on  the 
health  program.  Throughout  the  system  the  sports  program  has 
been  made  as  varied  as  possible,  for  the  sake  of  physical  develop- 
ment and  with  the  idea  that  it  might  serve  as  an  hysteria-preventa- 
tive  in  emergency.  A  rearrangement  of  the  boys'  locker  room, 
executed  by  the  practical  arts  department,  has  considerably  im- 
proved the  junior-senior  high  school  physical  education  plant. 

In  the  practical  arts  department  the  boys  and  girls  are  given 
training  designed  to  prepare  them  for  successful  activity  in  home- 
making,  in  commercial  production,  and  in  industry.  The  present 
defense  demands  would  seem  to  indicate  the  wisdom  of  adding 
metal  lathe  work  and  welding  to  the  shop  program. 
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Expansion  of  the  adult  education  program  made  necessary  the 
provision  of  new  quarters.  The  second  floor  of  the  John  Dove 
School  building  now  provides  excellent  facilities  for  this  work. 
English  and  citizenship  courses  are  offered  the  non-citizens  at  sev- 
eral centers  in  the  community,  and  a  varied  program  of  adult 
courses  is  in  operation  at  the  John  Dove  School. 

The  guidance  department  established  in  the  high  school  last  year 
has  organized  a  well-rounded  program  of  interviewing  and  counsel- 
ing. Particular  attention  is  given  to  advising  seniors  regarding  their 
further  educational  plans  or  employment.  Undergraduates  are  aided 
in  arranging  their  high  school  program  to  fit  their  vocational  plans. 
Placement  of  students  in  part-time  and  graduates  in  full-time  work 
is  another  service  of  the  department. 

A  number  of  musical  opportunities  are  offered  our  student  body. 
Vocal  music,  music  theory,  and  music  appreciation  begin  in  the  first 
grade.  Class  instruction  in  instrumental  music  is  made  available  at 
a  small  fee.  Glee  clubs,  music  clubs,  orchestra,  and  girls'  band  afford 
further  opportunities  for  participation  in  musical  activities. 

In  art  a  more  creative  method  of  presentation  has  been  used  this 
year.  The  child  is  left  free  to  express  his  ideas  without  undue  re- 
straint, and  yet  the  basic  skills  and  knowledge  are  not  neglected. 
Recently  an  extension  of  hand  crafts  has  been  made  with  the  idea 
that  such  activity  might  be  highly  valuable  to  the  child  housed  for 
reasons  of  health  or  defense. 

Andover  school  children  are  undoubtedly  enjoying  many  fine 
educational  opportunities.  This  is  due  to  the  co-operative  efforts  of 
the  school  committee,  the  teachers,  the  parents,  and  the  general 
public.

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REPORT  OF  PRINCIPAL 
OF  PUNCHARD  HIGH  SCHOOL 


To  the  Superintendent  of  SeJwols  and  the  Trustees 

of  tJie  Piinehard  Free  School. 
Gentlemen : 

I  herewith  present  to  you  my  first  report  as  principal  of  the 
Punchard  High  School  from  September  8,  1941.  The  helpfulness 
of  the  whole  school  department  has  been  very  encouraging  to  me 
during  these  first  few  months.  The  fine  spirit  of  co-operation  that 
the  faculty  and  the  student  body  have  shown  is  extremely  gratify- 
ing, and  has  been  of  invaluable  assistance  to  me.  ^Ir.  Hamblin's 
friendly  advice  has  been  a  great  source  of  comfort  to  us  all. 

The  total  enrollment  to  date  is  339.  Since  the  beginning  of  the 
last  school  year,  sixty-one  pupils  have  left  school.  Thirty-six 
went  to  work,  twenty  transferred  to  other  schools,  four  went  into 
the  United  States  Service,  and  one  left  because  of  illness.  There 
is  no  doubt  that  many  of  our  pupils  will  continue  to  leave  school 
when  they  reach  the  age  of  sixteen,  now  that  there  are  so  many 
opportunities  to  get  work.  Our  enrollment  will  be  aft'ected  some- 
what by  the  declaration  of  war  on  Japan.  The  older  boys  are  very 
restless.  Several  have  already  enlisted.  Following  the  procedure 
adopted  by  most  educational  authorities,  we  have  advised  the  boys 
to  stay  in  school  until  their  course  is  completed.  We  have  em- 
phasized the  point  that  every  American  has  a  duty  to  perform,  and 
that  duty  is  to  do  to  the  best  of  his  ability  the  task  that  is  before 
him. 

We  have  had  to  add  several  clases  to  our  curriculum  this  year 
because  of  the  demand  on  the  part  of  the  pupils  for  certain  courses 
not  ordinarily  given  in  the  tenth,  eleventh  and  twelfth  grades.  A 
class  in  first-year  Latin  was  formed  and  the  subject  was  taken  up 
by  nineteen  pupils.  A  class  of  first-year  algebra  was  oft'ered  and 
twenty  pupils  took  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  begin  the  sub- 
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ject.  The  demand  for  typewriting  by  groups  other  than  those 
taking  the  commercial  course  led  to  the  formation  of  a  special  class 
in  that  subject.  The  class  now  has  about  thirty  members.  An 
elective  course  in  first  aid,  given  one  period  a  week,  has  proved 
very  popular.  Sixty-five  boys  and  girls  enrolled  for  this  work. 

Thirty  pupils  recently  signified  that  they  would  be  interested  in 
a  two-year  course  in  Spanish  if  it  were  started  next  year.  The 
junior  year  would  seem  to  be  the  best  year  for  such  a  class.  Two 
years  of  a  language  are  needed  for  college  credit.  There  continues 
to  be  a  pressing  need  for  more  courses  in  household  economics  for 
our  girls. 

The  Science  courses  are  proving  more  and  more  attractive  to  our 
boys  and  girls.  Seventy-one  pupils  enrolled  in  the  biology  classes 
and  fifty-six  elected  chemistry.  There  is  a  great  need  for  labora- 
tory space  and  equipment  to  meet  the  requirements  of  our  biology 
courses  if  they  are  to  continue  to  increase  in  effectiveness.  The 
chemistry  divisions  are  now  rather  unwieldy  for  our  laboratory 
accommodations  and,  if  they  increase  in  size,  it  will  be  necessary 
to  make  a  third  division.  The  Physics  and  Elementary  Science 
classes  continue  to  have  about  the  same  number  of  pupils  from 
year  to  year. 

Our  guidance  department  is  continuing  the  good  work  started 
last  year.  Some  time  has  been  allotted  to  the  guidance  councilors 
from  their  regular  schedule  of  classes,  and  they  have  been  relieved 
of  certain  routine  duties  in  order  to  have  more  time  for  guidance 
work.  Considerable  time  is  now  being  given  to  individual  confer- 
ences with  pupils.  The  students  are  aided  in  making  personal  ad- 
justments and  are  given  more  assistance  in  planning  future  courses 
to  meet  their  requirements. 

We  have  altogether  too  many  pupils  making  grades  below 
seventy  percent  in  their  classes.  This  fact  is  especially  noticeable 
in  such  subjects  as  the  languages,  shorthand,  and  chemistry.  Sub- 
jects similar  to  these  require  that  a  child  know  that  he  knows  his 
lesson  from  day  to  day.  Many  of  our  boys  and  girls  in  high  schools 
are  not  willing  to  put  the  time  required  into  preparation  that  would 
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make  them  masters  of  a  subject.  Exposure  to  a  subject  is  hardly 
enough.  If  we  are  to  advance  as  a  nation  of  students,  more  parents 
of  school  children  must  take  a  personal  interest  in  supervision  and 
see  to  it  that  their  off-spring  do  homework  and  plenty  of  it.  Learn- 
ing demands  hard  concentrated  work  of  any  human  being.  Every 
teacher  in  our  school  is  in  the  building  at  least  one  afternoon  per 
week  to  assist  children  who  need  help.  Every  teacher  is  ready  and 
glad  at  all  times  to  make  additional  appointments  with  pupils  who 
desire  special  attention.  They  are  also  pleased  to  confer  with 
parents  in  regard  to  mutual  problems. 

The  girls*  band  had  a  very  successful  season.  They  made  a  fine 
impression  upon  people  outside  of  Andover.  We  had  many  ex- 
pressions of  appreciation  from  school  and  civil  authorities  of  other 
communities.  Several  persons  told  us  that  they  had  never  seen  a 
more  lady-like  or  better  l^ehaved  group  of  young  women.  They 
were  a  credit  to  the  school  in  all  respects. 

The  football  team  showed  steady  improvement  under  our  new 
coach.  The  morale  and  spirit  of  the  team  remained  high  in  spite 
of  the  fact  that  it  was  not  possible  to  get  a  fixed  line-up  until  Xo- 
vember.  This  was  due  to  the  prevalence  of  minor  injuries  which 
aft'ected  men  in  key  positions  all  during  the  months  of  September 
and  October. 

We  were  gratified  at  the  good  attendance  at  the  annual  game 
with  Johnson.  The  athletic  association  has  enough  money  to  fi- 
nance the  school's  basketball  and  baseball  schedules.  We  hope  we 
shall  not  run  into  some  unexpected  expenses  during  these  seasons. 

The  teachers,  in  addition  to  their  regular  school  load,  have  been 
engaged  in  extra  curricular  activities  too  niniierous  and  varied  to 
mention  here.  Every  student  activity,  whether  it  be  class  play, 
prize  speaking,  dance,  class  meeting,  or  social,  is  under  the  direct 
supervision  of  one  or  more  teachers.  The  character  and  person- 
ality of  our  teaching  force  is  a  great  factor  in  the  training  of  our 
youth  in  the  democratic  principles  of  good  citizenship.

My  dear  Mr.  Sherman : 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  my  first  annual  report  as  Principal 
of  the  Junior  High  School. 

The  number  of  pupils  enrolled  is  somewhat  smaller  than  last 
year,  the  entering  class  being  smaller  than  in  previous  years.  Our 
enrollment  as  of  this  date  is  427. 

The  personnel  of  the  teaching  staff  changed  considerably.  Miss 
Dorothy  Donovan  was  appointed  as  a  teacher  in  the  Business  De- 
partment to  succeed  ^liss  Evelyne  Oliver,  who  resigned  to  be 
married.  Miss  Evelyn  Banning  is  now  teacher  of  Latin  and  Alge- 
bra, replacing  Aliss  Ida  Grover  who  is  on  a  leave  of  absence,  due 
to  ill  health.  ]\Irs.  ^Margaret  Tate  was  transferred  to  the  Special 
Class  in  the  Junior  High  School  from  the  John  Dove  School  to 
replace  Mrs.  Alberta  Espey,  who  is  now  teaching  academic  sub- 
jects. Miss  Florence  Bower  is  the  new  Dental  Hygienist  in  place 
of  Miss  Donna  DeRochemont  who  left  to  accept  a  position  at  For- 
sythe.  It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  report  to  you  that  all  of  these 
teachers  have  done  an  excellent  piece  of  work  in  their  various 
positions. 

It  was  with  regret  that  we  learned  of  the  resignation  of  Mrs. 
Margaret  Tate,  to  take  effect  December  23  of  this  year.  Mrs. 
Tate  has  served  the  Town  of  Andover  well,  and  in  the  short  space 
of  time  that  she  was  with  us  and  it  was  our  privilege  to  know  her, 
we  learned  to  respect  her  judgment  and  accept  her  advice.  Ill 
health  caused  her  resignation.  We  wish  her  many  happy  years  of 
retirement.  Miss  Alary  Angus  was  elected  to  fill  this  vacancy. 

A  committee  is  organizing  a  Junior  High  syllabus  that  will  in- 
clude a  syllabus  contributed  by  each  department  concerning  its  own 
work.  P)asically,  the  purpose  of  this  syllabus  is  to  co-ordinate  the

work  between  departments  ;  that  is,  to  prevent  duplication  of  work 
and  to  keep  each  individual  teacher  informed  of  the  work  being 
done  in  all  other  departments.  Jn  addition  it  is  felt  that  such  a 
syllabus  will  be  of  great  value  in  assisting  any  new  teachers  enter- 
ing the  system  in  adapting  their  work  to  the  already  existing  cur- 
riculum. This  syllabus  will  also  be  available  for  study  by  any 
individuals  interested  in  knowing  the  material  we  teach  in  the 
various  departments  of  the  Junior  High  School. 

The  work  in  the  English  Department  has  been  similar  to  that 
of  last  year.  The  course  of  study  has  been  revised  to  bring  it  up 
to  date  and  to  have  it  in  the  same  form  as  all  the  English  outlines 
from  Grade  One  through  Grade  Twelve. 

In  December  Ruth  Innes  and  Jean  ^Nlulvey,  ninth  grade  students, 
went  to  Boston  to  give  book  reviews  before  the  ^Massachusetts 
branch  of  the  Xew  England  Library  Association. 

The  Iowa  Silent  Reading  Test  was  given  to  all  members  of  the 
ninth  grade.  Results  at  the  time  of  writing  had  not  been  accumu- 
lated. 

The  Junior  High  School  intra-mural  athletic  program  has  been 
functioning  as  in  the  past.  All  sports  in  season  have  been  made 
available  to  both  boys  and  girls. 

The  members  of  the  Junior  High  have  done  a  noteworthy  piece 
of  work  for  the  Red  Cross.  Baskets  were  packed  l)y  all  home  rooms 
for  Thanksgiving  and  a  number  were  given  at  Christmas.  At  the 
time  of  this  report  students  had  completed  approximately  forty 
sweaters  and  about  seventy-five  were  in  progress.  This  is  in  ad- 
dition to  the  work  done  in  the  sewnng  classes. 

It  seems  fitting  that  I  should  close  this  report  with  a  sincere  and 
definite  promise  to  you,  as  Superintendent,  and  to  our  Committee, 
that  the  Junior  High  School,  pupils  and  teachers  and  others  con- 
nected with  the  school,  "stand  ready"  to  serve  the  community  and 
our  country  in  any  way  whatever,  and  to  co-operate  with  you  in 
any  necessary  activities  caused  by  the  present  national  emergency.

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SCHOOL  COMMITTEE'S  REPORT 

To  the  Citizens  of  Andover: 

Today,  more  than  in  any  period  of  our  history,  we  should  be  ask- 
ing ourselves  "what  are  the  main  objectives  of  our  system  of  public 
school  education  and  what  should  our  Andover  schools  be  trying  to 
do  for  our  children?" 

To  teach  the  fundamental  skills  of  reading,  writing, 

language  and  mathematics. 
To  build  healthy  bodies  and  keen-thinking  minds. 
To  provide  vocational  and  educational  guidance. 
To  develop  the  qualities  that  make  for  sound  citizenship. 
To  inspire  ethical  idealism  and  cultivate  character. 

These  have  always  been  the  main  goals  of  American  education. 
If  the  United  States  is  to  work  out  intelligently  and  successfully  the 
crucial  problems  that  face  us  at  home,  and  if  our  nation  is  to  play 
an  important  and  responsible  part  in  world  affairs,  we  must  build  a 
body  of  citizens  who  will  understand  the  forces  at  work  in  the  world, 
who  can  make  intelligent  judgments  and  wise  decisions.  For  this 
reason,  the  American  people  know  that  these  aims  of  education  were 
never  more  important  than  they  are  today. 

The  war  has  made  necessary  changes  and  additions  in  the  curricu- 
lum of  our  Andover  schools.  New  courses  in  mathematics,  commu- 
nication, and  aeronautics  have  been  introduced  into  our  high  school 
during  this  past  year  as  an  aid  to  the  boys  who  are  going  into  the 
armed  forces  of  our  country.  Courses  have  been  established  for  girls 
dealing  with  problems  of  homemaking.  Our  physical  education  pro- 
gram has  been  stepped  up  in  order  to  increase  the  physical  efficiency 
of  students. 

It  has  been  our  policy  to  encourage  pupils  to  stay  in  school  until 
they  are  called  into  the  armed  services  in  order  that  they  may  avail 
themselves  fully  of  every  educational  opportunity. 
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Some  of  our  teachers  have  gone  into  the  armed  forces  and  the 
Committee  has  filled  these  vacancies  with  the  best  teachers  available. 

The  Committee  is  proud  of  the  way  in  which  teachers  and  students 
alike  have  participated  in  such  war  activities  as  the  sale  of  war 
stamps,  issuing  of  war  ration  books  and  first  aid  classes. 

It  is  important  that  the  buildings  and  equipment  are  maintained 
in  good  condition.  Everything  possible  should  be  done  to  keep  the 
plant  in  repair,  since  it  is  far  more  economical  to  make  certain  im- 
provements rather  than  to  delay  year  after  year.  The  allowances  in 
the  school  budget  for  general  and  special  repairs  are  necessary  ones. 

The  Committee  accepts  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Mr.  Edward  I.  Erickson,  who  has  completed  his  first  year  as  Acting 
Superintendent,  and  commends  to  your  attention  his  report  and 
those  of  the  principals  of  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools.

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REPORT  OF 
THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Andover 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

During  the  past  year,  with  our  nation  engaged  in  warfare,  the 
schools  faced  many  new  problems.  As  military  preparedness  in- 
creased, there  as  a  possibility  that  educational  pursuits  would  seem 
of  minor  importance.  Although  the  work  of  the  schools  is  not  as 
colorful,  in  many  ways,  as  most  war  activities,  public  school  educa- 
tion continues  to  be  a  fundamental  of  our  way  of  life. 

All  departments  of  the  Andover  School  System  have  co-operated 
in  a  fine  manner  to  meet  the  increased  demands  of  war  and  to  prepare 
our  students  for  the  peace  which  is  to  follow.  The  aims  and  ob- 
jectives of  the  instruction  have  been  the  training  of  youth  for  the 
immediate  tasks  at  hand  as  well  as  to  equip  them  with  the  knowledge 
and  experience  to  live  in  the  world  of  the  future  as  worthy  citizens. 

The  teaching  of  the  basic  skills  is  the  essential  task  of  the  schools, 
and  it  is  our  policy  to  see  that  this  job  is  thoroughly  done  by  means 
of  the  best  accepted  methods  of  the  day.  In  order  for  pupils  to 
succeed  in  school  work  it  is  necessary  that  they  possess  a  good 
foundation  in  reading  habits  and  abilities.  Hence,  instruction  in 
reading  continues  to  be  our  greatest  concern  throughout  the  elemen- 
tary grades.  Materials,  procedures,  and  proper  direction  are  being 
furnished  for  the  effective  training  of  pupils  toward  the  desired  goals. 

Reports  of  previous  years  have  discussed  many  common  practices 
of  the  elementary  and  secondary  levels  of  learning.  Therefore,  a 
description  of  these  activities  seems  unwarranted  at  this  time.  This 
annual  report  can  best  serve  its  purpose  by  briefly  emphasizing  cer- 
tain phases  of  the  school  program  which  are  most  directly  related  to 
the  strengthening  of  the  war  effort. 

I  commend  to  your  attention  the  reports  of  the  principals  of  the 
high  and  junior  high  schools,  which  indicate  methods  used  to  gear 
the  programs  of  these  units  to  this  wartime  period. 

Our  schools  have  done  a  tremendously  fine  job  in  adapting  our 
regular  services  to  war  needs.  The  many  projects  successfully 
carried  through  have  attested  the  patriotism,  the  adaptability,  and 
the  efficiency  of  our  teachers.  They  have  deservedly  received  the 
plaudits  of  our  highest  officials  for  their  conduct  of  the  various 
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rationing  registrations,  scrap  drives,  sale  of  war  stamps,  and  other 
similar  activities.  It  is  commendable  that  these  extra  demands  have 
been  met  by  teachers  and  students  alike  with  a  minimum  of  interrup- 
tion or  diminution  in  performance  and  efiSciency. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that,  in  spite  of  the  scarcity  of  teachers  so 
apparent  today,  we  have  been  most  fortunate  in  securing  the  services 
of  capable  replacements  as  the  need  for  them  arose.  To  prevent  our 
being  handicapped  in  this  respect,  it  should  be  our  policy  to  adhere 
to  our  regular  salary  schedule  in  order  to  protect  those  teachers  who 
have  been  so  diligent  in  these  trying  times  and  to  guarantee  our  being 
able  to  fill  vacancies,  as  they  appear,  with  experienced  teachers. 

The  fact  that  our  buildings  are  being  more  and  more  appreciated 
is  proved  by  the  use  made  of  them  during  the  past  several  months. 
Besides  functioning  as  ration  registration  centers,  the  plant  has  been 
utilized  by  citizens  for  many  activities.  It  has  been  customary  for 
the  buildings  to  be  used  for  various  functions;  such  as,  Red  Cross 
Surgical  Dressing,  Andover  Service  Men's  Fund  Committee,  Civilian 
Defense  Units,  Nutrition  and  Home  Nursing,  Parent-Teachers'  As- 
sociation, Community  Orchestra,  State  Guard,  Adult  Education 
groups,  and  others  too  numerous  to  mention.  It  is  well  that  our 
buildings  are  regarded  as  community  centers,  and  it  is  also  worth 
noting  that  the  janitorial  staff  has  been  most  faithful  in  giving 
service  to  the  many  organizations.  Furthermore,  one  should  not 
overlook  the  fact  that  the  added  expense  of  the  heating,  lighting,  and 
general  upkeep  of  the  buildings  has  been  absorbed  in  the  regular 
budget. 

Praise  should  be  extended  to  those  responsible  for  the  operation  of 
the  school  cafeteria.  Everyone  is  aware  of  the  crisis  in  food  supply. 
Yet,  those  who  patronize  the  cafeteria  daily  find  well-planned,  re- 
freshing, and  economical  luncheons  capably  served  in  a  clean  and 
wholesome  manner.  The  number  of  pupils  of  all  grades  using  the 
cafeteria  has  increased  steadily  this  year. 

The  health  program  has  included  high  school  students  this  year. 
Red-green  color  blindness  tests  were  given.  Fourteen  boys  were  dis- 
covered to  be  defective,  a  number  which,  according  to  authorities,  is 
about  the  usual  proportion.  It  is  advantageous  to  pupils  and  parents 
that  reports  from  the  school  nurse  and  dental  hygienist  be  heeded  as 
much  as  is  practicable. 
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The  physical  education  department  is  constantly  aiming  to  fulfill 
its  purpose;  namely,  to  build  stronger  and  better  bodies  for  all 
students.  Several  adjustments  in  personnel  and  program  have  been 
made  due  to  present  day  conditions. 

The  work  in  the  elementary  grades  has  been  consolidated  under 
one  teacher.  Formerly,  two  practice  teachers  had  been  hired  to  carry 
on  this  work. 

A  well-rounded  intra-mural  program  functions  in  the  junior  high 
school  with  the  assistance  of  several  members  of  the  staff. 

Changes  in  the  schedule  of  the  high  school  students  have  been 
effected.  The  procedures  follow  the  advice  of  leading  military  and 
health  specialists.  The  purpose  is  to  improve  upon  the  stamina,  en- 
durance, and  health  consciousness  of  the  young  people  in  order  to 
fit  them  for  any  duty  they  may  be  called  on  to  perform. 

Not  only  has  the  guidance  department  functioned  in  its  proper 
sphere,  but  those  responsible  have  intensified  its  services  to  the 
pupils.  Particular  emphasis  has  been  given  to  adjusting  and  advising 
students  in  the  light  of  war-time  needs.  Besides  a  system  of  individual 
counseling  of  all  pupils,  the  department  has  been  instrumental  in  the 
establishment  of  various  courses.  New  cumulative  record  cards  were 
introduced  this  year  into  the  first  six  grades.  An  extension  of  these 
records  will  provide  the  school  system  with  a  useful  and  adequate 
history  of  every  pupil.  Valuable  information  about  each  pupil  is 
being  accumulated  through  the  administration  of  intelligence  and 
achievement  tests  in  all  grades. 

Evidence  shows  that  the  practical  arts  department  is  contributing 
in  a  substantial  way  to  the  war  effort.  As  an  illustration,  the  shop 
classes  have  constructed  scale  model  aircraft  to  be  used  by  the  United 
States  Bureau  of  Aeronautics  for  training  air  and  ground  personnel 
in  recognition,  range  estimation,  and  "cones  of  fire."  Planes  built 
represented  those  used  by  the  countries  at  war.  A  letter  has  been 
received  from  the  Massachusetts  Division  of  Vocational  Education 
commending  the  department  for  its  work  in  this  connection.  Com- 
parisons show  that  many  of  the  fundamentals  recommended  for 
Shop  Pre-Induction  Training  Courses  are  already  being  covered  by 
the  various  classes  as  they  now  are  organized. 

Changes  have  been  made  in  the  home  economics  classes,  in  the 
junior  and  senior  high  school,  in  order  to  include  various  problems 
of  the  home  in  addition  to  the  work  of  previous  years. 
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Future  plans  for  the  development  of  the  practical  arts  department 
should  include  work  in  machines  and  electricity  for  the  high  school 
boys  and  more  extensive  domestic  arts  classes  for  the  older  girls. 

Today,  music  furnishes  an  important  means  of  building  morale 
for  the  members  of  the  armed  forces.  Similarly,  the  music  depart- 
ment continues  to  occupy  a  definite  role  in  the  program  of  the 
schools.  Not  only  does  the  instruction  tend  toward  a  stimulation  of 
a  greater  knowledge  and  appreciation  of  the  subject,  but  it  suggests 
an  invaluable  leisure  time  activity  which  leads  to  relaxation  through 
music.  Membership  in  the  various  musical  organizations  of  the  de- 
partment provides  the  pupils  with  greater  opportunities  for  advanced 
instruction. 

A  curtailment  of  the  adult  education  program  became  necessary 
during  the  year.  The  enrollment  of  the  various  classes  had  decreased 
to  such  a  point  that  it  was  unreasonable  to  continue  with  the  depart- 
ment as  organized.  Efforts  were  made  to  consolidate  classes  in  order 
that  the  work  might  be  continued.  Instruction  in  Basic  English  and 
citizenship  were  offered.  However,  after  several  attempts  had  been 
made  to  continue  these  adult  courses,  it  was  deemed  wise  to  suspend 
operations  due  to  lack  of  interest. 

The  challenges  of  1942  have  been  met  squarely  by  the  entire 
school  personnel  in  a  manner  that  causes  one  to  face  the  future  with 
hope.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  all  who 
have  helped  in  making  this  past  year  a  successful  one. 

In  conclusion,  may  I  call  your  attention  to  the  following  excerpts 
from  the  "Educational  Bulletin,"  December  1,  1942,  of  the  Iowa 
Department  of  Public  Instruction:  "There  are  some  things  which  the 
American  people  must  give  up  to  make  our  war  effort  more  effective. 
There  are  other  things  which  we  must  retain  and  strengthen  if  our 
war  sacrifices  are  to  be  justified.  We  must  retain  and  strengthen  our 
public  school  program.  To  fail  here  will  cost  us  bitterly  in  terms  of 
juvenile  delinquency  now  and  in  the  defeat  of  our  high  hopes  for 
tomorrow.  .  .How  futile  our  every  war  effort  if  the  citizens  of  to- 
morrow are  not  fitted  for  their  rightful  places  in  the  world  that  is 
being  shaped  with  so  much  'toil,  and  blood,  and  tears.'  "

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Report  of  Principal  of  Punchard  High  School 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the  Trustees 
of  ihe  Punchard  Free  School 

Gentlemen : 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  my  second  annual  report  as  Principal 
of  the  Punchard  High  School. 

The  total  enrollment  to  date  is  323.  This  is  sixteen  fewer  than 
last  year.  This  year's  Senior  Class  is  the  smallest  we  have  had  for 
years.  There  are  81  members.  The  class  which  enters  next  fall  has 
136  members  now.  Xext  year  there  will  be  a  membership  of  about 
350.  The  temporary  sag  in  enrollment,  mentioned  a  few  years  ago 
by  Mr.  Hamblin,  is  due  to  end  with  this  graduating  class.  No  one 
can  predict  what  effect  the  war  will  have  on  the  size  of  high  school 
student  bodies  for  the  next  few^  years. 

\^'e  lost  some  efficient  teachers  during  the  past  year  and  w^e  have 
been  very  fortunate  to  find  capable  replacements.  Mr.  Hart  was 
appointed  teacher  of  Chemistry  and  Physics  to  replace  Mr.  Kishon. 
Mr.  Riel  has  taken  over  Mr.  Doherty's  classes  in  Biology  and  Science. 
]Mrs.  Kishon  was  named  substitute  to  the  position  given  up  by  Miss 
Armitage.  Mr.  McKiniry  was  elected  to  the  physical  education  post 
formerly  held  by  Mr.  Willgoose. 

Our  student  body  has  been  a  very  busy  one  during  the  past  few 
months.  About  sixty  percent  of  our  students  are  employed  in  part- 
time  work  outside  of  school  hours.  Many  of  the  remainder  work  at 
home  for  their  parents.  We  find  it  difficult  to  obtain  boys  and  girls 
for  jobs  at  the  present  time.  Yet,  in  spite  of  all  the  extra  work  being 
done,  we  are  gratified  to  find  that  the  scholarship  has  not  suffered  as 
much  as  one  might  expect.  The  majority  of  our  boys  and  girls  are 
shouldering  the  new  burdens  without  shirking  their  regular  work. 
There  were  ninety-two  members  of  the  school  on  the  honor  roll  for 
the  last  ranking  period. 

The  appeal  has  come  from  one  source  or  another  that  the  high 
schools  aid  in  the  war  effort  by  placing  special  emphasis  on  certain 
activities  directly  affecting  our  young  men  and  women,  and  their 
contributions  to  the  winning  of  the  war. 

Physical  fitness  is  demanded  of  all  youth.  The  toughening  up 
process  must  start  in  high  school.  Our  senior  and  junior  boys  have 
had  their  physical  education  programs  increased  from  two  to  five 
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periods  a  week.  The  senior  and  junior  girls  have  four  periods  of 
gymnasium  each  week.  The  sophomore  boys  and  girls  have  three 
periods  per  week.  We  have  emphasized  certain  branches  such  as 
electricity,  machines,  radio,  etc.,  in  our  regular  science  courses. 
These  will  be  helpful  to  the  boys  when  they  enter  the  service.  Two 
new  courses  were  started  last  fall:  radio  communication  and  aero- 
nautics. 

We  have  a  large  class  in  first-year  algebra  in  addition  to  our 
regular  mathematics  courses.  Next  term  we  plan  to  start  several  re- 
fresher courses  in  mathematics  and  we  hope  in  the  near  future  to  be 
able  to  give  a  course  in  basic  mathematics  for  those  not  prepared  to 
take  the  sciences. 

Our  mechanical  drawing  and  manual  training  departments  are 
v*orking  together  again  this  year  making  airplanes  for  the  govern- 
ment. The  mechanical  drawing  pupils  are  giving  special  attention  to 
blue  print  reading. 

Many  of  our  girls  are  now  taking  afternoon  courses  in  first  aid 
and  home  nursing. 

The  home  making  course,  started  last  fall,  has  proved  very  popular 
and  is  being  carried  on  efficiently  under  the  guidance  of  Miss  Gates. 

Each  class  in  sophomore  English  has  one  period  a  week  allotted 
to  the  study  of  oral  English  under  Mr.  Stevens.  We  are  fortunate  to 
have  a  man  so  well  versed  in  the  mechanics  of  speech,  w^orking  w  ith 
this  large  group. 

Most  of  our  sophomores,  not  in  the  college  preparatory  group,  arc 
taking  a  course  in  Occupations  and  Geography.  The  classes  are 
taught  by  our  guidance  teachers,  Mrs.  Carter  and  Mr.  Manning.  It 
has  been  a  fine  opportunity  for  giving  valuable  group  guidance  to  a 
large  number  of  our  entering  class. 

We  were  able  to  carry  on  most  of  our  extra  curricular  activities 
last  fall.  Our  football  team,  under  head  coach  Riel  and  assistant 
coach  McKiniry,  lived  up  to  their  early  season  promise  by  winning 
over  Methuen  and  Johnson  in  the  climax  games. 

The  band  with  many  new  members  in  its  personnel  continued  to 
make  us  all  very  proud  of  them. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you  and  the  members  of 
my  faculty  for  the  co-operation  given  me  during  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  PRINCIPAL  OF  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL

Dear  Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  the  report  of  the  Andover  Junior 
High  School. 

The  number  of  pupils  enrolled  is  somewhat  less  than  that  of  last 
year.  Our  enrolment  as  of  this  date  is  386. 

Several  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  personnel  of  the  staff  of 
the  junior  high.  Mrs.  Cecilia  A.  Derrah  resigned  at  the  conclusion 
of  thirty-eight  years  of  loyal  service  in  the  Andover  schools.  Follow- 
ing a  leave  of  absence,  Miss  Ida  Grover  and  Miss  Mary  G.  Bailey 
returned  to  a  full-time  teaching  schedule.  ^Ir.  James  Hart  w^as  trans- 
ferred to  the  senior  high  school.  Mr.  Ralph  Sturke  resigned  to  accept 
the  Superintendency  of  Schools  in  North  Reading.  Mr.  George 
Snyder  was  appointed  to  teach  the  ninth  grade  social  studies  classes. 
Mr.  Milton  C.  Blanchard,  principal,  enlisted  in  the  Naval  Reserve; 
Miss  Evelyn  I.  Banning  was  appointed  to  assume  the  duties  of  Acting 
Principal. 

The  Junior  Red  Cross  performed  its  usual  splendid  community 
service.  At  Thanksgiving  time  baskets  were  filled  for  needy  families. 
In  addition  to  the  membership  drive,  which  resulted  in  the  raising 
of  S24.26,  the  year's  contributions  included  160  knit  sweaters,  10 
baby  jackets,  and  the  collection  of  21  books  for  soldiers  in  camp. 
Most  of  this  work  was  carried  out  through  the  enterprise  of  the 
Junior  Red  Cross  representative  elected  in  each  home  room. 

Much  impetus  was  given  this  last  year  to  the  school's  participation 
in  the  war  effort.  The  sale  of  defense  stamps  from  the  first  of  the 
year  to  November  9,  when  the  school  officially  joined  the  nation- 
wide Schools  At  War  program,  amounted  to  $2,677.70.  Since  that 
date,  the  junior  high  students  have  purchased  $1,357.20  in  stamps 
and  bonds,  more  than  enough  to  meet  the  December  goal  of  an 
Army  jeep.

Whenever  possible  in  the  curriculum,  the  correlation  of  teaching 
material  and  war  aims  has  been  realized.  In  mechanical  drawing, 
blue  prints  have  been  made  for  government  use ;  in  shop,  model  air- 
planes. Business  students  have  handled  the  sale  and  recording  of 
stamps,  whereas  English  classes  have  utilized  the  war  program 
through  compositions  on  war  topics,  pep  talks,  and  the  writing  of 
letters  to  former  members  of  the  faculty.  Art  classes  have  made 
posters,  and  home-making  divisions  recently  completed  dim-out 
curtains  for  the  gymnasium.  The  entire  school  has  been  kept  in- 
formed through  assemblies  and  home  rooms,  thus  unifying  the 
Schools  At  War  program.  It  has  been  hoped  that  an  enlightened 
student  body  will  thus  be  able  to  meet  the  requirements  of  a  chang- 
ing world  with  greater  understanding  and  less  emotional  strain. 

The  school  librarian  has  also  recognized  the  importance  of  those 
subjects  directly  connected  with  the  war  effort  and  has  contributed 
to  it  by  making  this  material  available.  An  efficient  library  club, 
composed  of  student  members,  has  assisted  Miss  Evelyn  R.  Robinson 
in  this  library  service.  As  a  result  of  this  student  assistance,  the 
library  has  been  kept  open  the  entire  school  day.  Through  the  co- 
operation of  Miss  Miriam  Putnam,  the  loan  of  books  from  the 
Memorial  Hall  Library  made  possible  a  circulation  figure  of  5,188 
books  at  the  junior  high  library  this  last  year. 

To  you,  and  to  the  School  Committee,  I  pledge  the  continued 
loyalty  and  co-operation  of  the  Junior  High  School  students  and  the 
teaching  staff.

To  THE  Citizens  of  Axdover: 

Both  parents  and  teachers  seek  an  answer  to  the  all  important 
question,  *'In  what  kind  of  world  will  our  children  live?" 

Of  one  thing  we  can  be  certain.  It  will  be  a  world  in  which  our 
national  welfare  will  depend  in  large  measure  on  our  relationship 
with  other  nations.  A  just  and  durable  peace,  for  which  we  all  long, 
can  be  built  only  when  we  have  a  strong  enough  desire  for  effective 
international  cooperation  and  an  understanding  of  the  problems 
which  are  involved.  We  must  learn  how  to  build  such  a  world;  we 
must  learn  how  to  live  together. 

During  the  past  two  years  much  of  our  concern  has  been  with 
the  way  in  which  our  schools  have  been  serving  the  war  effort. 
Today  we  have  reason  to  believe  that  our  boys  and  girls  below  the 
high  school  level  will  graduate  into  a  world  at  peace,  not  a  world 
at  war.  We  must  prepare  our  children  to  meet  problems  which  will 
confront  them,  and  the  responsibilities  they  must  carry. 

Educators  from  twenty-three  nations  met  in  September  1943  at 
Harpers  Ferry,  West  Virginia,  and  this  is  what  they  said: 

*'Both  the  desire  for,  and  the  competence  to  achieve,  a  free 
and  peaceful  world  depend  in  large  part  upon  the  purposes 
and  quality  of  education." 

We  know  that  the  Axis  nations  have  trained  their  children  in  a 
narrow  nationalistic  citizenship.  If  we  are  to  have  peace  we  must 
train  ourselves  and  our  children  in  world  citizenship. 

We  learn  our  lessons  on  how  to  live  together  in  the  home,  in  the 
school  and  in  the  community.  Our  children's  ability  to  live  with  the 
other  peoples  of  the  world  depend  on  what  they  are  taught  both  at 
home  and  in  school. 

It  is  our  responsibility,  therefore,  as  citizens  to  make  sure  that 
our  children  have  teachers  whose  vision  is  broad,  whose  training  is 
adequate,  and  whose  leadership  is  respected  in  the  community. 

Mr.  Frederick  C.  Smith  has  been  a  member  of  the  school  com- 
mittee for  twelve  years,  ten  as  chairman.  The  committee  regrets 
his  retirement  from  the  board  and  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation 
for  his  fine  and  faithful  leadership.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 

To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Andover: 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  the  fifty-fourth  annual  report  of 
the  Andover  schools. 

At  the  outset  I  would  like  to  quote  from  the  editorial  page  of  a 
recent  edition  of  the  Journal  of  Education.  It  appears  to  be  most 
pertinent  at  this  time. 

"Those  responsible  for  school  schedules  and  results  find  it  no 
easy  matter,  these  days,  to  decide  between  emergency  demands 
and  the  duty  to  guard  permanent  values. 

On  the  one  hand  are  undeniable  facts  that  a  war  must  be  won 
^nd  that  the  schools  can  and  should  make  vital  contributions  to 
that  end.  On  the  other  hand,  school  heads  cannot  overlook  the 
danger  that  all  normal  standards  of  value  will  be  set  aside  in  favor 
of  victory  in  battle, 

Pre-training  and  other  forms  of  cooperation  with  the  war 
effort  should  be  given  their  due  support  by  an  institution  such  as 
public  education  which  will  not  itself  survive  in  any  true  sense 
unless  victory  is  achieved.  In  addition  and  by  intensified  emphasis 
jand  earnestness,  all  that  the  school  can  offer  by  way  of  deep-down, 
purposeful  educating  of  citizens  for  the  brighter  world  of  tomorrow 
should  be  maintained  with  unfailing  persistence." 

The  reports  of  the  principals,  which  follow,  indicate  some  of  the 
efforts  made  to  modify  our  program  in  the  light  of  present  condi- 
tions. At  the  same  time,  excerpts  from  the  various  department 
summaries  are  included  in  the  body  of  my  report. 

There  have  been  several  changes  in  personnel,  other  than  those 
mentioned  in  the  principals'  reports,  which  should  be  brought  to 
your  attention. 

Four  teachers  left  during  the  year  to  enter  military  service. 
Miss  Gwen  Armitage  joined  the  AYAVES,  and  Mr.  Howard  Hen- 
nigar  entered  the  Naval  Reserve,  The  duties  of  both  teachers  were 
absorbed  by  adjustments  within  the  system.  Miss  Mary  Bailey 
resigned  her  position  to  enter  the  \YAVES  and  Mr.  Edward  Man- 
ning, after  serving  for  most  of  the  year,  resigned  to  enter  the  army. 

Miss  Ruth  Westcott  assumed  the  duties  of  school  nurse  in 
September  to  replace  Miss  Edith  Moreton.  Miss  Mary  McCarthy 
was  placed  as  an  additional  teacher  at  the  Bradlee  School.  Mrs. 
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Louise  McQiieston  was  assigned  to  teach  a  special  class  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  number  of  pupils  had  exceeded  state  limits.  Miss 
Barbara  El  dredge  was  secured  for  the  two  lower  grades  at  the  West 
Center  School  since  Miss  Olive  Eldridge  had  been  transferred  to 
the  Jackson  School  due  to  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Eleanor  Shan- 
non. Mrs.  Louise  McNally  took  over  the  duties  as  physical  educa- 
tion teacher  in  the  elementary  grades  formerly  performed  by  Miss 
Sallie  Robertson. 

Over  a  two-year  period  the  total  enrollment  in  the  public  schools 
has  decreased  by  approximately  one  hundred  pupils.  The  greatest 
shrinkage  has  taken  place  in  the  junior  high  school  grades.  At  the 
same  time  there  has  been  a  slight  drop  in  the  high  school.  These 
decreases  have  been  partially  offset  by  an  increase  in  the  lower 
six  grades.  For  example,  with  the  opening  of  schools  in  September 
we  were  faced  with  a  sharp  rise  in  first  grade  enrollments  which 
made  it  necessary  for  us  to  make  certain  adjustments  in  order  to 
alleviate  the  situation.  It  would  be  safe  to  predict  that,  during  the 
next  few  years,  the  enrollments  in  the  upper  grades  will  remain 
fairly  constant  while  the  lower  grade  figures  should  gradually 
increase. 

Fifteen  boys  entered  military  service  while  students  of  the 
school  during  the  year.  Six  of  these  boys  were  awarded  their 
diplomas,  in  absentia,  at  the  June  graduation  of  the  Class  of  1943, 
and  by  the  end  of  the  year  19-t3,  one  more  member  of  the  Class  of 
1944  had  left  school  to  enter  the  service  of  his  country.  A  list  of 
these  young  men  follow :

Besides  the  foregoing,  the  response  of  the  pupils  to  the  scrap 
drives,  the  United  AYar  Fund  Drive,  the  Red  Cross,  the  purchase  of 
Christmas  Seals,  and  the  many  other  appeals  that  are  continually 
before  them  is  highly  commendable. 

With  the  resignation  of  Miss  Florence  Gates  as  teacher  of  home 
economics  and  manager  of  the  .school  cafeteria  it  was  necessary  for 
us  to  assign  .some  responsible  person  to  direct  the  operation  of  the 
cafeteria.  Fortunately,  we  were  able  to  have  Mrs.  Bertha  Beving- 
ton  assume  this  important  position.  Words  cannot  express  in  an 
adequate  fa.shion  the  capable  way  Mrs.  Bevington  and  her  co- 
workers have  fulfilled  their  roles.  Notwithstanding  the  challenges  of 
diminished  food  supplies  and  shortage  of  help  and  the  necessity  for 
ingenuity  and  initiative  the  school  cafeteria  continues  to  function 
as  an  invaluable  phase  of  our  regular  school  program.  Each  day's 
menu  is  well  planned  and  served  economically  to  a  majority  of  the 
pupils  who  attend  the  schools  at  the  Central  Plant. 

The  health  program  of  the  schools  has  contributed  vitally  to  the 
physical  well-being  of  the  scholars.  In  spite  of  limited  time  the 
school  doctor  has  extended  his  services  to  include  all  pupils  of  the 
high  school  besides  his  usual  routine  physical  examinations  in  other 
grades.  Increased  attention  was  given  the  eyes  of  all  children  in  the 
second,  seventh,  and  twelfth  grades  by  the  school  nurse  assisted, 
very  generously,  by  Dr.  William  Emmons.  Routine  weekly  visits 
are  now  made  to  all  schools  by  the  nur.se  to  check  on  health  condi- 
tions and  to  investigate  absentees. 

In  a  like  manner  the  dental  hygienist  has  increased  her  services 
by  conscientiously  and  capably  working  for  the  correction  and 
prevention  of  dental  defects  in  the  grades.  More  attention  has  been 
given  the  scholars'  teeth  in  the  high  school  than  in  former  years. 
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Every  pupil  has  had  his  teeth  examined  and  a  contact  made  with 
the  home  to  inform  the  parent  regarding  necessary  dental  work. 

Those  responsible  for  the  health  program  are  rendering  efficient 
service  leading  to  the  improvement  of  the  general  health  of  each 
pupil. 

The  main  objectives  of  the  physical  education  program  are  to 
give  opportunity  for  learning  and  practicing  the  fundamentals  of 
different  sports  and  at  the  same  time  learning  cooperation,  leader- 
ship, and  good  sportsmanship;  to  improve  posture;  to  teach  the 
principles  of  health  and  to  increase  physical  fitness. 

The  enthusiasm  for  the  program  in  the  elementary  grades  is 
due  in  a  large  measure,  to  the  manner  in  which  Mrs.  Louise  McXal- 
ly  has  supervised  the  various  activities.  Those  in  charge  of  the 
accelerated  program  in  the  upper  grades  report  a  very  satisfactory 
response  of  the  students. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  the  guidance  department  has 
proved  to  be  well-equipped  to  meet  the  ever-growing  emphasis 
placed  upon  guidance  by  both  federal  and  state  departments  of 
education. 

The  counselling  program  has  been  expanded  with  other  teachers 
in  the  high  school  cooperating  in  the  service. 

During  the  spring  months  courses  in  First  Aid  and  Home  Nursing 
were  inaugurated  under  the  auspices  of  the  Red  Cross  with  Mrs. 
Emma  Carter  assisting.  This  winter  Miss  Ruth  Westcott,  school 
nurse,  is  instructing  another  Home  Nursing  Course. 

In  September,  the  cumulative  record  cards  developed  by  Mr. 
Edward  Manning  and  the  superintendent  were  introduced  into  the 
seventh  grade.  These  records  are  now  serving  a  very  useful  purpose 
in  grades  one  through  seven  and  will  gradually  be  extended  up- 
wards. 

The  music  department  has  taught  the  pupils  to  sing,  to  play 
musical  instruments  and  to  listen  intelligently  to  music  performed 
by  great  artists.  In  their  various  musical  activities  the  students 
have  been  given  an  opportunity  to  build  a  musical  repertoire  which 
will  serve  as  a  background  for  greater  musical  experience  in  the 
future.  Music  has  become  a  strong  factor  throughout  the  school 
program  attempting  to  integrate  school,  home,  and  community  in 
the  lives  of  the  individual  pupils. 

The  practical  arts  work  for  boys  in  the  junior  and  senior  high 
schools  is  centered  around  woodworking.  Elements  of  other  trades 
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are  taught  when  jobs  present  themselves  but  we  have  no  metal 
working  machines  and  few  tools.  Mechanical  drawing,  reading 
blue  prints,  and  making  templates  have  been  closely  related  to 
shop  activities.  The  work  in  mechanical  drawing,  formerly  per- 
formed by  Mr.  Howard  Hennigar  before  he  entered  military  ser- 
vice, is  now  carried  on  by  the  remaining  two  teachers  by  consolidat- 
ing classes  with  no  loss  in  efficiency.  A  primary  aim  of  the  practical 
arts  course  has  been  to  conform  to  suggestions  as  prepared  for  pre- 
induction  training  according  to  War  Department  requirements. 

Needless  to  say,  the  scarcity  of  teachers  so  apparent  a  year  ago, 
is  even  more  pronounced  today.  We  have  been  fortunate  in  se- 
curing the  services  of  capable  replacements  as  the  need  for  them 
arose.  If  Andover  is  to  maintain  the  level  of  education  the  com- 
munity has  accepted  as  standard,  it  is  increasingly  necessary  that 
salaries  be  maintained.  The  teacher's  personality,  training,  vision, 
and  real  interest  in  boys  and  girls  are  essential  factors — "as  is  the 
teacher,  so  is  the  school." 

During  the  year  1943  we  have  continued  to  furnish  necessary 
materials  and  adequate  supervision  essential  for  the  direction  of 
the  effective  training  of  pupils  in  the  elementary  grades  toward 
the  desired  goals.  Efforts  are  persistently  being  made  to  install 
needed  textbooks  in  order  to  improve  the  type  and  condition  of  the 
texts  used  in  the  grades.  Since  the  last  report  we  have  introduced  a 
new  arithmetic  series  throughout  all  grades;  modern  language 
books  for  grades  five  and  six;  history  texts  in  grade  four;  and  have 
begun  to  extend  the  "World  of  Music,"  an  up-to-date  music 
series,  from  the  first  two  grades  upward.  At  the  same  time  essential 
materials  and  texts  for  reading  instruction  have  been  supplied  in 
all  grades. 

Preliminary  steps  have  already  been  taken  toward  a  revision  of 
the  elementary  course  of  study  currently  in  use  in  the  elementary 
grades. 

During  the  year  we  have  attempted  to  use  standard  test  material 
to  a  limited  extent  in  conjunction  with  regular  instructional  pro- 
cedure. Each  year  the  entering  first  grade  pupils  are  given  an  in- 
telligence test  after  being  in  attendance  a  few  weeks.  During  the 
early  fall  all  elementary  grade  pupils  were  tested  in  the  major 
subjects.  These  test  results  were  used  as  instruments  of  teaching. 
As  far  as  achievement  was  concerned  the  results  were  satisfactory 
as  may  be  seen  from  the  following  table :

It  is  our  intention  to  work  toward  the  development  of  a  definite 
testing  program — not  only  for  the  lower  grades — but  for  the  entire 
school  system. 

As  suggested  in  the  report  of  last  year— '*  future  plans  for  the 
development  of  the  practical  arts  department  should  include  work 
in  machines  and  electricity  for  the  high  school  boys  and  more 
extensive  domestic  arts  classes  for  the  older  girls." 

If  the  foregoing  statement  was  true  a  year  ago  it  is  even  more  so 
today.  If  we  are  to  offer  the  high  school  boy  and  girl  a  well-rounded 
training  it  is  essential  that  attempts  be  made  to  develop  the  high 
school  practical  arts  department.  Then,  too,  schools  are  urged  by 
the  Army  to  do  everything  in  their  power  to  give  high  school  stu- 
dents maximum  vocational  training  and  experience.  Conferences 
with  the  director  and  associate  director  of  the  vocational  depart- 
ment of  the  State  Department  of  Education  would  indicate  we  are 
falling  far  short  in  both  respects  at  the  present  time. 

This  report  would  not  be  complete  without  calling  your  attention 
to  certain  information  relative  to  the  school  budget  as  prepared  for 
1944.  Although  it  is  true  that  the  major  portion  of  the  school  bud- 
get is  allocated  to  salaries — a  comparison  with  other  towns  of  sim- 
ilar type  and  size  indicates  that  Andover  is  by  no  means  at  the  top 
of  such  a  listing.  Furthermore,  a  survey  over  a  three-year  period 
proves  that,  according  to  expenditures  under  the  main  divisions 
of  the  budget,  Andover  is  in  a  relatively  favorable  position  as  re- 
gards total  school  expenditures,  general  control,  teachers'  salaries, 
textbooks,  supplies,  operation,  and  maintenance.  It  is  shown  that 
the  per  pupil  cost  is  relatively  high.  However,  since  this  figure  is 
based  on  the  net  average  membership — which  has  dropped  consis- 
tently during  the  past  few  years  in  Andover — it  is  natural  that,  as  a 
result,  the  per  pupil  cost  should  remain  high. 
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During  the  past  year  and  continuing  as  a  policy  for  future  years 
— we  intend  to  budget  enough  each  year  to  allow  us  to  follow  a  plan 
of  general  repairs  to  the  school  plant.  With  the  increased  use  that 
our  buildings  receive  it  is  essential  that  the  allotments  for  repairs 
be  increased  to  maintain  our  plant  in  good  repair.  Last  summer 
certain  needed  painting  was  done,  on  our  buildings,  both  outside 
and  inside.  We  intend  to  continue  this  w^ork.  At  the  same  time  the 
budget  for  the  current  year  includes  an  amount  to  be  used  for  the 
complete  renovation  of  a  very  dangerous  sanitary  condition  in  the 
John  Dove  Building.  The  situation  as  it  exists  today  should  not  be 
postponed  year  after  year  as  has  been  the  custom  and  it  is  the  intent 
to  eliminate  once  and  for  all  this  disagreeable  and  unsanitary 
condition. 

The  responsibility  of  teachers  and  school  administrators  in  edu- 
cating for  the  peace  which  w^ll  follow  this  w^ar  is  to  strengthen  the 
program  of  education  so  youth  and  adults  will  be  w^ell-prepared 
for  competent  action  in  local,  state,  national,  and  w^orld  affairs. 
However,  the  educators  cannot  do  the  job  alone.  Parents  and 
citizens  have  a  huge  investment  in  the  schools  and  hence  a  tre- 
mendous responsibility.  It  is  their  duty  to  know  what  good  schools 
really  are,  to  find  out  how  w^ell  local  schools  meet  the  standard,  and 
then  to  give  full  moral  and  financial  support  to  every  movement 
which  is  likely  to  make  them  better.

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Report  of  Principal  of  Punchard  High  School 

To  the  Superitiiendent  of  Schools  and  the  Trustees 

of  the  Punchard  Free  School 
Gentlemen  : 

I  herewith  present  to  you  my  third  annual  report. 

The  enrollment  of  the  school  is  approximately  the  same  as  last 
year.  Forty-three  pupils  who  filled  out  program  cards  last  spring 
did  not  return  to  us  this  fall.  Twenty-eight  of  that  number  left  to 
go  to  work.  The  remainder  either  transferred  to  other  institutions 
or  went  into  service.  There  was  a  large  drop  in  the  membership 
of  the  Junior  and  Senior  classes  during  the  spring  and  fall  terms. 
Many  boys  are  not  interested  in  school.  They  can  hardly  wait  to 
reach  the  age  of  sixteen  when  they  are  allowed,  with  the  parents 
consent,  to  leave  and  go  to  work.  It  is  impossible  to  convince  some 
young  men  that  education  is  of  value  to  them.  The  high  wage 
offered  today  is  a  powerful  influence.  The  parent  is  often  indifferent. 

Several  new  subjects  were  added  to  our  curriculum  during  the 
past  year.  Each  has  been  well  received.  The  first  year  Spanish 
class  has  twenty-four  students.  There  are  three  classes  in  basic 
mathematics.  There  is  a  class  of  thirty-four  taking  a  course  in 
fundamentals  of  electricity  and  fundamentals  of  machines.  The 
boys  have  shown  much  interest  in  the  mathematics  and  science 
courses.  The  services  have  indicated  time  and  again  the  value  of  a 
foundation  in  these  subjects.  The  induction  courses  started  last 
year  have  been  continued.  Last  fall  we  were  able  to  offer  to  our 
students  all  of  the  subjects  that  the  army  and  navy  recommended. 
Those  interested  in  the  respective  branches  were  told  of  the  oppor- 
tunity to  elect  subjects,  which  would  benefit  them. 

The  physical  education  department  is  functioning  exceedingly 
well  this  year.  Each  student  in  high  school  has  five  periods  of 
gymnasium  work  per  week.  One  of  the  difficulties  with  this  program 
is  the  necessity  of  having  large  classes.  It  places  an  unusually  heavy 
burden  on  Mr.  E^enneth  McKiniry  and  Miss  Frances  Collins. 
Each  of  the  physical  instructors  now  handles  the  six  grades  of  the 
Senior  and  Junior  High  Schools.  More  help  and  more  gymnasium 
space  are  needed  if  this  program  is  to  be  offered  after  the  war.  It 
is  necessary  if  the  work  is  to  be  carried  out  at  the  highest  efficiency. 
The  war  has  brought  home  to  us  distinctly  the  value  of  strongs 
healthy,  and  well  co-ordinated  bodies. 
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Doctor  Philip  Blake  and  Miss  Ruth  Westcott  gave  physical 
examinations  to  our  Seniors  last  fall.  Miss  Florence  Bower  made  a 
check-up  on  the  condition  of  the  teeth  of  all  the  Senior  High  School 
pupils.  These  services  are  a  valuable  contribution  to  the  welfare  of 
our  students. 

We  were  able  to  carry  out  our  complete  program  of  athletics 
last  year.  Last  fall  the  athletic  treasury  was  low  in  funds  and  with 
an  expensive  football  season  ahead  there  was  just  cause  for  worry. 
Our  season  was  a  success  financially  however,  thanks  to  the  fine 
returns  from  the  Johnson  game  played  at  the  Lawrence  Stadium. 
The  balance  we  have  now  should  make  it  possible  for  us  to  go 
through  the  basketball  and  baseball  seasons  and  allow  us  to  start 
in  the  fall  with  a  fair  surplus. 

AVe  lost  a  valuable  member  of  our  English  and  Guidance  De- 
partments when  Mr.  Edward  Manning  left  us  to  join  the  armed 
forces.  We  are  fortunate  to  have  been  able  to  secure  Mr.  Bernard 
Kellmurray  to  replace  him.  He  has  had  broad  experience  in  both 
fields.  Much  credit  is  due  Airs.  Emma  Carter  who  carried  a  greatly 
increased  burden  for  several  weeks  while  the  vacancy  was  being 
filled. 

All  of  the  High  School  teachers  have  been  understanding  and 
patient  during  the  last  two  hard  years.  They  have  taken  on  new 
and  increased  burdens  willingly  and  cheerfully  and  at  the  same 
time  have  carried  on  their  regular  work  without  slackening  their 
efforts  in  behalf  of  the  students.

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Report  of  Principal  of  Junior  High  School

Dear  Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  the  report  of  the  Andover  Junior 
High  School  for  the  year  of  1943. 

Our  enrollment  showed  a  drop  of  over  thirty  pupils  this  year, 
349  as  opposed  to  an  enrollment  of  386  this  same  date  last  year. 

The  following  teachers:  Miss  Mary  Bailey,  Miss  Frances  Hos- 
kins,  and  Miss  Florence  Gates,  left  the  school  system  for  other 
placements.  To  the  staff  were  added  Miss  Charlotte  E.  Mothes^ 
elected  homemaking  teacher  for  the  Junior  High  School,  and  Miss 
Evelyn  R.  Robinson,  placed  as  full-time  librarian  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Memorial  Hall  Library.  The  need  of  a  full-time 
librarian  at  the  Junior  High  School  resulted  from  the  increased  use 
of  reference  material  for  class  work  and  the  desirability  of  giving 
the  pupils  more  individual  assistance  in  satisfying  reading  require- 
ments. The  recognition  of  our  needs  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  has 
been  greatly  appreciated. 

To  the  curriculum  of  grades  seven  and  eight  two  courses  were 
added  in  September,  1943.  For  seventh  grade  pupils  a  unit  (Getting 
Acquainted  with  Your  School)  was  developed  by  ^liss  Elizabeth 
Stephan  as  a  regular  part  of  the  social  studies  program,  to  help 
seventh  graders  make  an  easier  adjustment  to  a  new  school  experi- 
ence. A  class  in  library  service,  meeting  one  period  a  week,  was 
organized  by  Miss  Evelyn  Robinson  for  the  purpose  not  only  of 
giving  students  a  working  knowledge  of  the  use  of  reference  ma- 
terial but  also  of  guiding  their  required  and  leisure  reading. 

In  keeping  with  the  state  law,  instruction  in  religion  was  offered 
on  a  voluntary  basis,  with  students  of  grades  seven  and  eight  being- 
dismissed  the  last  period  on  Tuesday  to  attend  classes  in  religious 
education.  One  hundred  and  thirty-three  pupils  enrolled  in  Sep- 
tember for  this  course,  given  by  local  clergymen.  Since  the  program 
is  less  than  five  months  old,  although  it  is  too  early  to  evaluate  it, 
there  seems  sufficient  indication  to  show  that  it  will  prove  to  be  of 
continued  value  to  the  pupils  of  the  community. 
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In  grade  nine,  a  basic  course  of  English,  social  studies,  and 
science  was  arranged  for  all  students,  and  the  class  divisions 
continued  the  ability  grouping  of  grades  seven  and  eight.  Electives, 
however,  were  scheduled  according  to  the  selected  course  of  study. 
The  purpose  of  this  modified  curriculum  for  grade  nine  was  two- 
fold :  to  help  students  find  the  transition  from  the  prescribed  course 
of  grade  eight  to  the  electives  of  grade  nine  more  in  keeping  with 
their  development,  and  to  adjust  individual  needs  and  differences 
more  adequately. 

As  a  result  of  the  transfer  of  the  Special  class  to  the  John  Dove 
Building,  one  class  room  in  the  Junior  High  unit  was  left  unoc- 
cupied. By  rearrangement  of  tables  and  chairs,  this  room  was 
equipped  for  both  a  faculty  reading  room  and  a  meeting  place  for 
Council  and  committees.  A  loan  of  books  and  magazines  by  Miss 
Miriam  Putnam  from  the  Memorial  Hall  Library  served  as  a 
nucleus  of  educational  reference  material  for  teachers.  Another 
change  in  room  usage  was  that  of  the  study  room  adjoining  the 
library.  By  opening  the  folding  doors  between  the  library  and 
the  study  room  and  by  placing  the  reference  books  in  the  study 
hall,  the  library  thus  became  a  full  unit  of  the  reading — and- 
reference-arrangement  most  desirable  for  student  use. 

During  the  year,  students  took  part  in  many  activities  helpful 
to  our  country  at  war.  Upon  reaching  the  90%  quota  in  the  pur- 
chase of  war  stamps,  the  Treasury  flag  was  first  flow^n  in  October. 
The  Schools-at-War  scrapbook,  outlining  the  war  activities  of  the 
school,  received  honorable  mention  in  the  state  contest.  Although 
no  state  contest  has  been  planned  for  the  ensuing  year,  the  Council 
voted  to  keep  a  scrapbook  so  that  war  activities  might  be  recorded 
in  full.  A  donation  of  $20.50  was  made  to  the  Junior  Red  Cross. 
Many  girls  signed  up  for  surgical  dressings,  while  boys  volunteered 
for  the  tin  can  collections  and  the  scrap  drives  organized  by  the 
local  Salvage  Committee.  A  Victory  Book  campaign  resulted  in  the 
collection  of  65  books  for  army  camps.  For  Christmas  the  Student 
Council  promoted  a  homeroom  project  of  scrapbooks,  which  were 
sent  to  the  Lovell  Hospital  at  Camp  Devens. 

According  to  the  policy  of  the  Student  Council,  the  chairman 
of  every  student  activity  w^as  elected  from  this  governing  body. 
With  members  of  the  various  committees  chosen  from  the  student 
body  at  large,  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  teachers,  students 
took  an  active  part  in  all  affairs,  including  school  dances,  the 
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school  paper,  assemblies,  the  sale  of  Christmas  Seals,  intra-mural 
sports,  and  other  extracurricular  activities. 

On  behalf  of  the  students  of  the  Andover  Junior  High  School  I 
express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  the  janitors,  the  supervisors, 
and  the  teachers;  and,  in  turn,  pledge  to  you  and  the  school  com- 
mittee our  continued  loyal  cooperation.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 

To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Andover: 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  my  third  annual  report  of  the  Andover 
schools,  which  is  the  fifty-fifth  in  the  series  of  such  reports. 

At  the  writing  of  this  report  we  are  completing  this  country's 
third  year  of  war.  Since  the  war  conditions  as  they  affect  education 
are  approximately  the  same  as  a  year  ago,  their  influences  on  the 
schools  remain  virtually  unchanged. 

This  report  will  include  a  summary  of  the  progress  made  during 
the  year  1944,  together  with  other  aspects  of  the  school  system 
which  should  be  of  public  interest.  Excerpts  from  the  various 
departmental  summaries  are  included  in  the  body  of  my  report, 
while  the  reports  of  the  principals  are  published  separately. 

There  have  been  several  transfers  and  changes  in  personnel, 
other  than  the  few  mentioned  in  the  principals'  reports,  which 
should  be  brought  to  your  attention : 

Mrs.  Anna  F.  Walsh  was  assigned  to  the  duties  of  special  class 
teacher  following  the  resignation  of  Miss  Mary  Angus.  Mrs. 
Gertrude  Rushton  was  transferred  to  the  Bradlee  School  to  replace 
Miss  Fitzhenry,  who  left  to  be  married  after  serving  the  town 
faithfully  for  fifteen  years.  Miss  Mary  Collins  assumed  the  prin- 
cipalship  of  the  Bradlee  School,  while  Mrs.  Helen  Tompkins 
replaced  Mrs.  Rushton  at  the  North  School.  Mrs.  Elizabeth  C. 
Smith  w  as  hired  for  the  third  grade  room  of  the  Shawsheen  School, 
Mrs.  Dorothy  Sanborn  having  been  secured  for  the  position  of  Art 
Supervisor.  As  the  year  ended  Miss  Margaret  Bascom  was  elected 
second  grade  teacher  in  the  Jackson  School  since  Miss  Louise 
Shermian  had  accepted  a  similar  position  in  Melrose. 

The  total  enrollment  in  the  public  schools  suffered  a  further 
drop  this  year  with  the  reopening  in  September.  Sixty-one  less 
pupils  were  enrolled,  making  a  decrease  in  total  enrollment  for  the 
past  three  years  of  one  hundred  and  forty-five  pupils.  The  shrink- 
age this  year  was  due  almost  entirely  to  a  smaller  high  school 
enrollment  and  fewer  pupils  in  the  entering  first  grade.  The  follow- 
ing figures  will  show  a  comparison  of  the  grade  enrollments  for  the 
past  four  years:

It  is  remarkable  how  well  pupils  respond  to  the  many  appeals 
with  which  they  are  continually  being  confronted :  such  as,  the 
scrap  drives,  United  War  Fund,  Junior  Red  Cross,  Christmas 
Seals,  and  the  Infantile  Paralysis  drives. 

Health  is  an  important  objective  of  education.  Adequate  provi- 
sions should  be  made  for  its  preservation  and  promotion.  Services 
in  health  and  physical  education  are  accepted  as  essential  parts  of 
regular  school  programs  in  all  good  systems. 

Acceptable  provision  for  such  services  includes  the  following: 
(a)  Health  services  such  as  periodic  medical  examinations;  dis- 
covery of  physical  defects  and  their  recommendation  to  family 
attention;  dental,  nursing,  and  nutrition  services:  (b)  a  health 
instruction  program  which  provides  definite  instruction  about 
health:  (c)  maintenance  of  a  healthful  environment:  (d)  physical 
educational  and  recreational  facilities. 

We,  in  the  Andover  Schools,  are  most  fortunate.  Although  our 
health  and  physical  education  program  is  not  complete,  nor  is  it 
ideal,  the  services  rendered  by  the  persons  responsible  contribute 
vitally  to  the  physical,  mental,  emotional,  and  social  health  of  the 
pupil. 

This  is  the  second  year  that  we  have  operated  under  our  stepped- 
up  program  of  physical  education.  The  entire  high  school  student 
body  has  one  period  of  physical  education  each  day.  The  ninth 
grade  has  three  periods  each  week  and  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade 
divisions  have  two  periods  a  week  each. 

The  results  of  increasing  the  time  allotment  for  the  senior  high 
classes  have  shown  amazing  results.  To  cite  one  example  of  the 
benefits  received  from  this  additional  work — a  group  of  our  senior 
boys  recently  took  the  Army  Air  Corps  physical  examination.  The 
examining  doctor,  after  passing  the  entire  group,  remarked  that 
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the  boys  were  in  the  best  physical  condition  of  any  group  he  had 
ever  examined. 

Physical  Fitness  tests  are  used  to  evaluate  the  student  in  his 
scholastic  work  as  well  as  his  intramural  activities.  The  Navy  Step 
Test  is  also  used.  This  year  we  are  taking  posture  pictures  of  the 
boys  and  girls,  and  a  certain  amount  of  work  will  be  devoted  to 
correcting  the  defects  that  may  show  up.  Regardless  of  the  tests 
used  or  the  work  done  in  the  school,  it  is  important  that  parents 
heed  the  reports  sent  to  them  from  time  to  time  throughout  the  year. 

The  junior  high  school  program  in  intramural  activities  has  been 
capably  directed  by  Mr.  Benjamin  Dimlich  and  some  of  the  women 
teachers. 

The  elementary  physical  education  program  has  been  somewhat 
handicapped  because  of  the  failure  to  find  a  suitable  person  to  work 
as  elementary  school  supervisor.  However,  the  elementary  school 
teachers  have  directed  the  activities  with  the  help  of  Miss  Frances 
Collins. 

The  cooperation  between  the  physical  education  department  and 
the  health  department  has  been  very  noticeable  this  year.  The  two 
have  worked  hand  in  hand. 

Dr.  Philip  Blake  has  made  physical  examinations  of  the  first, 
fourth,  seventh,  and  twelfth  grade  pupils.  Chest  examinations  of 
the  tenth  and  eleventh  grade  students  participating  in  the  physical 
education  classes  were  also  made.  Diphtheria  immunization  was 
given  to  twenty-five  pupils  in  the  first  and  second  grades. 

For  the  sixth  year,  Dr.  ^Yilliam  Emmons  has  generously  con- 
tributed his  time  and  eft'orts  in  giving  vision  tests  to  the  second, 
seventh,  and  twelfth  grades,  as  well  as  other  pupils  recommended 
by  the  school  nurse. 

The  school  nurse.  Miss  Ruth  Westcott,  has  worked  diligently  to 
improve  the  health  status  of  the  pupils.  Audiometer  tests  for  hear- 
ing were  given  all  pupils  in  grades  three  through  twelve — a  total 
of  nine  hundred  and  eighty-seven  pupils  tested.  Follow-up  work 
was  done  in  this  connection.  Pre-school  registration  was  accom- 
plished under  her  direction. 

Regular  weekly  visits  are  made  to  all  schools  to  check  with  pupils 
and  teachers  on  conditions  and  to  investigate  absentees. 

A  new  health  book  was  introduced  in  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades 
in  September.  This  series  will  be  extended  downward  to  the  other 
elementary  grades. 
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As  the  year  is  brought  to  a  close  plans  are  completed  for  the 
visit  of  the  Chad  wick  Clinic  for  the  purpose  of  making  chest 
X-rays  of  all  high  school  pupils  as  well  as  the  entire  school  depart- 
ment personnel.  It  is  noteworthy  to  record  that  the  Andover 
Christmas  Seal  Committee  has  very  generously  cooperated  in  this 
endeavor  since  the  cost  of  X-rays  for  the  high  school  student  body 
will  be  borne  by  that  committee. 

Much  effort  has  been  expended  by  the  dental  hygienist,  Miss 
Florence  Bower,  as  she  has  performed  her  services  in  her  usual  fine 
and  efficient  manner.  Every  pupil  in  the  system  has  had  his  teeth 
examined  and  cleaned — the  results  being  charted  on  his  dental 
record  card.  Parents  have  been  notified  of  any  defects.  Records  are 
kept  which  show  whether  parents  have  responded  in  such  a  way 
that  private  dentists  have  completed  necessary  work. 

Under  present-day  conditions  most  parents  can  afford  to  send 
their  children  to  the  dentist.  If  the  work  of  the  dental  hygienist  is 
not  followed  up  by  the  parent  it  is  usually  because  of  parental 
neglect  and  irresponsibility. 

The  oral  health  of  our  pupils  has  been  greatly  improved  during 
the  past  two  or  three  years,  but  more  improvement  will  appear  if 
parents  will  take  necessary  steps  to  correct  defects  located  by  the 
dental  hygienist. 

Besides  her  clinic  work,  Miss  Bower  visits  the  classrooms  for 
the  purpose  of  educational  work  based  on  mouth  hygiene,  proper 
diet,  value  of  exercise  to  the  teeth  and  jaws,  and  the  necessity  of 
early  and  regular  dental  attention. 

In  spite  of  continual  challenges  of  supply  of  both  food  and  man- 
power, the  cafeteria  functions  in  an  incomparable  manner  to  serve 
well-planned  and  economical  lunches.  Many  more  pupils  of  the 
elementary  grades  of  the  central  schools  patronize  the  cafeteria 
than  ever  before.  Each  day  furnishes  ample  proof  that  the  manage- 
ment and  operation  of  this  unit  is  in  capable  hands. 

Perhaps  the  most  far-reaching  change  in  guidance  operations 
has  been  in  the  testing  field.  Iowa  Tests  of  Educational  Develop- 
ment were  administered  to  the  students  of  grades  nine,  ten,  and 
eleven  last  spring.  The  results  were  discussed  with  the  faculties  of 
the  high  and  junior  high  schools  and  made  available  to  the  guidance 
department  for  counselling  purposes.  A  follow-up  of  the  Iowa  bat- 
tery will  be  given  the  entire  high  school  plus  the  ninth  grade  early 
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in  the  spring  in  order  for  us  to  have  a  well-rounded  picture  of 
achievement  in  these  grades. 

The  services  of  the  guidance  department  have  been  used  by  the 
alumni  and  others  as  well  as  students  of  the  school.  A  number  of 
service  men  have  requested  assistance  and  information  along  edu- 
cational lines  arising  from  the  so-called  "GI  Bill  of  Rights." 

The  major  interest  of  the  guidance  work  has  been  to  endeavor 
to  aid  all  students  in  finding  their  respective  places  in  the  curricu- 
lum and  extracurriculum,  and  also  the  appropriate  vocational  and 
educational  aims  after  high  school. 

During  the  year  the  high  school  shop  course  followed  some  of 
the  pre-induction  training  in  the  fundamentals  of  shop  work  as 
outlined  by  the  War  Department  in  their  manual  PIT  103.  On 
September  5,  1944,  the  Commissioner  of  Education  requested  that 
any  support  or  expansion  in  this  type  of  work  would  be  an  aid  to 
our  armed  forces. 

Shop  work  in  the  high  school  is  planned  to  meet  these  general 
aims:  "Development  of  manipulative  skills,  a  knowledge  of  pro- 
cedure and  construction  processes,  a  knowledge  of  the  qualities  and 
characteristics  of  materials,  and  the  development  of  habits  of 
cooperation  and  good  conduct." 

At  present  shop  work  is  elective  in  high  school  with  both  boys 
and  girls  enrolled.  Ninety-one  pupils  elected  the  subject  for  five 
periods  a  week.  Although  manual  training,  mechanical  drawing, 
and  related  work  form  the  backbone  of  the  work  offered  it  is  hoped 
that  eventually  the  program  will  be  broadened  to  include  metal 
work. 

In  the  junior  high  school  shop  courses,  the  work  is  of  an  explora- 
tory nature  with  instruction  centered  on  a  variety  of  elementary 
tool  processes  used  in  several  basic  trades.  The  training  not  only 
acquaints  the  boy  with  some  of  the  different  trades  but  makes  him 
handy  with  tools  around  the  home.  All  boys  in  grades  seven  and 
eight  take  shop  two  periods  a  week,  while  the  ninth  grade  boys  may 
elect  the  subject  three  periods  a  week. 

Beginning  with  the  fall  term,  a  supervisor  once  more  began  to 
direct  the  art  program  throughout  the  system.  This  subject,  once 
regarded  as  too  costly  a  frill,  was  received  by  pupils  and  teachers 
alike  with  much  enthusiasm.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  super- 
visor's illness  has  caused  us  to  seek  the  services  of  substitutes,  art 
and  drawing  have  been  re-established  as  most  important  activities 
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of  the  system.  Many  enjoyable  and  valuable  periods  are  spent 
under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Mildred  Stevenson  in  the  elementary 
grades  and  Miss  Frances  Dalton  in  the  secondary  schools. 

Another  noticeable  undertaking  this  year  is  the  extension  of 
the  services  of  a  trained  librarian  throughout  the  first  nine  grades. 
During  the  past  several  years  the  Memorial  Hall  Library  Trustees 
furnished  the  services  of  a  full-time  librarian  in  the  junior  high 
school,  at  no  expense  to  our  department.  However,  for  the  first 
time,  we  now  have  a  librarian  on  our  payroll.  Her  work  includes 
the  same  service  in  the  junior  high  school  as  before  and,  in  addition. 
Miss  Robinson  makes  weekly  visits  to  the  lower  grades.  Her  visits 
are  a  source  of  inspiration  and  help  to  these  pupils.  The  book  talks 
and  library  instruction  decidedly  enrich  the  school  life  of  the  pupil 
and  lead  toward  the  establishment  of  desirable  habits  of  leisure 
time  good  reading  habits. 

An  opportunity  to  engage  in  vocal  and  instrumental  music  is 
available  to  all  youth  in  the  school  system.  Fundamentals  of  music 
reading  and  learning  the  pleasure  of  singing  are  the  basic  objectives 
in  the  elementary  grades.  At  the  junior  high  school  level  a  course 
in  music  appreciation  is  introduced.  Glee  clubs  for  boys  and  girls 
and  a  school  orchestra  operate  in  both  junior  and  senior  high 
schools.  Instructors  skilled  in  the  use  of  symphonic  musical  instru- 
ments offer  weekly  classes  and  draw  considerable  attendance 
from  all  ages.  The  periodic  appearances  of  the  Girls'  Band  are 
always  received  enthusiastically  by  the  townspeople.  All  in  all 
there  has  been  an  increased  interest  in  what  our  music  department 
has  to  offer  despite  the  demands  of  these  difficult  times. 

Praise  should  be  given  the  janitorial  staflP  of  the  department. 
Through  the  cooperation  of  these  men,  the  buildings  were  made 
to  be  in  the  best  possible  physical  condition.  These  workers  are 
loyal  and  faithful  in  the  performance  of  their  duties.  That  they 
have  continued  to  function  in  such  a  manner  during  this  period 
of  high  war-time  wages  in  other  lines  of  work  is  a  tribute  to  them. 
Much  extra  expense  is  saved  the  town  each  year  by  the  services 
rendered  by  these  men. 

The  program  of  repairs  and  painting  begun  a  year  ago  by  the 
school  committee  has  been  money  well  spent.  To  date  over  a  two- 
year  period,  the  list  of  work  completed  is  as  follows: 

1.  Trim  and  sash  painted  in  auditorium,  gymnasium,  high  and 
junior  high  schools. 
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2.  Ceilings  at  Bradlee. 

3.  Inside  walls  and  ceilings — Punchard. 

4.  Indian  Ridge — outside  trim  and  sash,  inside  walls  and 
ceilings. 

5.  Ceilings  whitened,  classrooms  and  corridors — Shawsheen. 

6.  Lunchrooms — Stowe  and  Jackson. 

7.  Toilets  painted — Dove,  Stowe  and  Bradlee. 

Other  jobs  completed  by  the  janitorial  staff  as  well  as  by 
private  contract: 

1.  Renovation  toilets — John  Dove  and  Bradlee. 

2.  Retaining  wall — Bradlee. 

3.  Painting  flagpoles — all  schools. 

4.  Installation  new  stage  curtain — Shawsheen. 

5.  Flameproof  auditorium  curtains. 

6.  Roof  runway  repaired  between  Punchard  and  auditorium. 

7.  Re-finished  tops  of  approximately  600  desks  and  tables — 
high  and  junior  high  schools  and  Bradlee. 

8.  Flashings  repaired — Stowe. 

9.  Porch  stringers  replaced — North  School. 

10.  Roof  runway  repaired  between  Dove  and  Jackson. 

11.  Painted  basement  runway — Punchard. 

12.  Plaster  patched — Stowe. 

13.  Re-converted  North  School — coal  to  oil. 

During  the  next  two  years,  painting  that  should  be  done  in  order 
to  complete  the  present  program  includes: 

1.  Trim  and  sash — Dove,  Stowe  and  Shawsheen. 

2.  Classrooms  and  corridor  walls — Shawsheen. 

3.  Outside — North,  West  Center,  and  Bradlee. 

4.  Inside — Stowe,  Dove,  Bradlee,  North,  and  West  Center. 

As  one  looks  ahead  to  the  future  as  it  relates  to  the  school 
department  there  are  certain  projects  which  should  be  given  atten- 
tion. These  would  include: 

1.  Modern  elementary  building  for  West  Parish. 

2.  Adequate  housing  of  elementary  pupils  at  the  central  plant. 

3.  Installation  of  new  water  pipe  in  Punchard  High  School. 

4.  Re-surfacing  parking  lot  at  central  schools. 

5.  Improvement  of  the  play  area  around  the  Shawsheen  School. 

6.  Certain  changes  in  the  heating  arrangement  of  the  central 
plant  to  make  the  system  as  efficient  as  possible.

REPORTS 


An  amount  of  $300.00  is  included  in  the  budget  for  1945  for  the 
purpose  of  engaging  the  services  of  an  architect  to  draw  preHmin- 
ary  plans  for  the  first  two  items  listed  above. 

School  housing  facilities  at  West  Center  are  most  inadequate 
at  present.  However,  with  the  erection,  in  the  near  future,  of  a 
modern  building  to  serve  the  West  Parish  and  North  sections  many 
of  the  existing  disadvantages  of  the  building  now  used  would  be 
reduced.  At  the  same  time  any  future  development  in  those  areas 
would  be  met  by  such  a  project.  It  is  the  intent  of  the  committee 
that  definite  plans  will  be  on  hand  which  will  enable  the  school 
department  to  cooperate  to  the  fullest  extent  in  the  Andover  post- 
war plan  of  things  to  come. 

Our  buildings  are  being  used  to  a  good  extent  by  public  groups — 
in  most  cases  with  no  income  derived.  School  buildings  should  be 
real  community  centers.  Far  greater  use  of  them  will  probably  be 
made  as  the  service  men  and  women  return  to  active  civic  life. 
However,  one  should  bear  in  mind  that  the  cost  of  this  usage  of 
school  property  will  mean  greater  expense  for  light,  fuel,  water, 
and  maintenance  costs.  The  added  cost  will  naturally  accompany 
the  extra  use. 

We  are  glad  to  submit  the  following  evidence  of  the  importance 
of  the  school  plant  to  various  organizations  in  the  town  which 
regularly  make  use  of  our  buildings:

It  is  regrettable  that  the  interest  in  education  of  some  of  our 
citizens  centers  solely  on  a  concern  of  the  size  of  the  school  appro- 
priation or  the  amount  of  the  per  pupil  cost.  Costs  are  very  im- 
portant. However,  it  must  not  be  a  question  of  costs  alone  but 
rather  a  measurement  of  the  values  received.  If  value  returned  for 
the  money  invested  is  proven  to  be  inadequate,  then  definite  con- 
structive steps  should  be  taken. 
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It  is  also  true  that  certain  economies,  efficiencies,  and  changes 
can  be  accompHshed  to  decrease  costs,  but  we  should  bear  in  mind 
that  progress  consists  not  so  much  in  sudden  and  complete  change 
as  in  steady  improvement.  Furthermore,  to  effect  these  economies 
the  administration  must  remain  as  realistic  as  possible  in  dealing 
with  the  many  problems  which  confront  education  today.  These 
are  trying  war  times  with  costs  continually  on  the  upswing. 

The  school  budget  for  1945  calls  for  a  slight  increase  over  the 
amount  requested  in  1944,  if  the  town  decides  to  continue  the  two 
dollar  a  week  increase  voted  last  March  for  all  town  employees.  If 
the  weekly  bonus  should  be  eliminated,  effective  April  1,  1945,  our 
budget  would  thus  be  reduced  by  $5850.  Conditions  are  such  that 
it  would  seem  unwise  to  do  away  with  this  salary  adjustment.  The 
increase  of  the  total  budget  figure  over  last  year  is  due  almost 
entirely  to  the  addition  of  an  amount  to  meet  the  weekly  bonus 
from  January  1,  1945  to  April  1,  1945. 

With  the  decrease  in  high  school  enrollment  it  has  been  possible 
to  absorb  the  duties  of  two  teachers  who  resigned  during  the  year. 
This  saving  does  not  appear  since  we  have  taken  on  additional 
services,  namely  the  art  supervisor  and  a  school  librarian.  Al- 
though we  have  shown  no  savings,  our  entire  school  program  has 
undergone  an  improvement. 

As  pointed  out  last  year,  the  major  portion  of  the  school  budget 
is  allocated  to  salaries.  The  allotments  for  other  expenditures  under 
the  main  divisions  of  the  budget  remain  about  the  same  year  after 
year.  The  increase  in  the  budget  during  the  past  few  years  has  been 
caused  by  increases  granted  at  the  annual  town  meeting  to  meet 
present  day  cost  of  living  levels. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  our  average  per  pupil  cost  decreased 
between  June  1943  and  June  1944  by  $6.16. 

A  special  sub-committee  of  the  school  committee  has  been 
formed  for  the  purpose  of  studying  the  high  school  program  of 
studies.  It  will  be  the  intention  of  this  special  committee  to  recon- 
cile the  courses  of  study  with  the  per  pupil  cost  and  enrollment. 
The  action  of  the  committee  does  in  no  way  condemn  present 
school  practices  in  the  upper  grades,  but  the  objective  is  to  examine 
the  school  program  and  costs  with  a  view  toward  building  a  better 
program  of  secondary  education.  The  best  schools  to  be  found  in 
the  nation  today  can  be  improved. 

It  must  be  our  responsibility  to  endeavor  to  plan  educational 
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programs  that  insure  to  the  greatest  possible  extent  that  our 
schools  prepare  youth  to  do  their  part  well.  We  must  be  interested 
and  alert  to  our  opportunities  in  making  this  aim  a  reality. 

As  the  war  goes  on,  and  eventually  closes  with  a  glorious  victory, 
education  will  face  a  continuing  crisis.  Many  critical  issues  are 
already  confronting  American  education;  such  as,  compulsory 
military  training,  federal  aid,  veterans'  and  adult  education,  work 
education  experience  for  youth,  universal  higher  education,  and 
many  others. 

We  spare  no  effort  or  expense  to  ready  ourselves  to  win  a  war. 
Shall  we  do  less  to  prepare  our  young  people  to  win  the  battles  of 
peace  and  to  fulfill  the  promise  of  our  country  in  the  years  to  come.^

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Report  of  Principal  of  Punchard  High  School 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the  Trustees 

of  the  Punchard  Free  School 
Gentlemen  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  my  fourth  annual  report  as  Principal 
of  the  Punchard  High  School. 

The  enrollment  of  the  high  school  in  September  was  two  hundred 
and  sixty-two.  That  number  is  fifty-one  less  than  were  enrolled  in 
September,  1943.  Forty-four  members  of  the  class  of  1945  have 
withdrawn  since  entering  two  years  ago.  Twenty-three  members 
of  the  class  of  1946  have  left  since  a  year  ago  last  September.  The 
present  tenth  grade  brought  fewer  pupils  to  us  from  the  Junior 
High  School  than  were  graduated  last  June.  We  have  had 
eight  pupils  register  from  other  schools  this  fall.  Of  the  fifty-one 
upper  classmen  who  are  not  with  us  this  year,  fourteen  entered 
other  schools,  twelve  joined  the  armed  forces,  fifteen  went  to  work, 
nine  moved  from  town,  and  one  died.  In  the  past  year  we  have  real- 
ly felt  the  impact  of  the  war  upon  our  student  enrollment. 

Twenty-one  members  of  our  graduating  class  entered  colleges, 
hospitals,  and  other  institutions  for  further  education.  Twenty 
of  these  were  girls  and  there  were  fifty  of  them  in  the  class.  Further 
education  for  the  boys  is  of  course  at  a  standstill. 

Miss  Dunn  and  Mrs.  Manning  resigned  during  the  year  and 
their  classes  have  been  absorbed.  Mr.  Kiel,  former  science  teacher 
and  coach,  resigned  to  accept  another  position.  Mr.  McDonald, 
who  taught  social  studies  and  acted  as  faculty  manager,  entered 
the  service.  Mr.  Robinson  was  appointed  to  teach  in  the  history 
department  and  to  coach  football  and  baseball.  Mrs.  Kishon  was 
obtained  to  teach  biolog\\ 

^Ye  are  fortunate  to  have  been  able  to  keep  our  faculty  members 
teaching  the  subjects  that  they  are  best  qualified  to  handle.  Many 
small  high  schools  have  been  seriously  handicapped  by  the  lack  of 
qualified  teachers  in  certain  subjects.  It  is  a  backward  step  in  edu- 
cation to  have  a  trained  science  teacher  take  over  a  class  in  history 
if  he  has  little  training  in  the  subject  and  does  not  feel  qualified  to 
teach  it. 

Our  high  school  session  is  divided  into  seven  work  periods.  Most 
of  our  teachers  have  five  classes  and  at  least  one  study  hall.  Author- 
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ities  on  education  consider  a  study  period  equivalent  to  a  class 
period.  In  a  well  organized  high  school  the  ideal  arrangement  is 
the  one  in  which  the  classroom  teacher  has  five  teaching  periods, 
a  study  room,  and  a  period  to  attend  to  the  various  other  duties 
that  beset  a  homeroom  teacher. 

Miss  Fox  acts  as  head  of  the  English  department.  She  teaches 
four  English  classes  and  has  two  study  rooms.  She  is  senior  class 
advisor,  is  school  librarian,  and  directs  the  library  club.  Mrs. 
Carter  teaches  four  classes  of  English.  She  is  guidance  counselor  for 
girls  and  has  three  periods  for  carrying  out  the  duties  made  neces- 
sary by  that  service.  She  has  recently  taken  over  the  senior  home- 
room that  Mrs.  Manning  taught.  Mr.  Kellmurray  teaches  three 
English  classes,  one  Spanish  class,  has  a  study  hall,  and  uses  two 
periods  for  guidance  work.  ^Ir.  Gregory  has  three  periods  of  U.S. 
History,  one  of  economics,  and  one  of  algebra.  He  has  a  study 
room  and  is  in  charge  of  the  main  building  during  lunch  period. 
Mr.  Robinson  teaches  two  periods  of  civil  government,  one  of 
world  history,  one  of  U.  S.  History,  has  one  study  room,  besides 
being  coach  of  football  and  baseball.  Mr.  Hart  has  two  chemistry 
classes  and  one  physics  class  with  necessary  extra  periods  during 
the  week  for  laboratory  work.  He  took  over  the  science  course  in 
fundamentals  of  electricity  and  machines  in  September  in  place  of 
aeronautics,  which  was  discontinued  due  to  the  small  size  of  the 
class.  Mr.  Hart  is  faculty  manager  of  athletics.  Mrs.  Kishon  con- 
ducts four  classes  in  biology  and  has  three  study  room  periods. 
Miss  Smith  instructs  four  classes  of  French,  one  of  Spanish,  and 
has  one  study  room.  Miss  Munroe  has  four  Latin  classes,  one 
ancient  history  class,  and  directs  a  study  hall.  She  is  the  sophomore 
class  advisor.  Mrs.  Hardy  teaches  five  classes  in  mathematics,  and 
has  a  study  room.  She  is  faculty  treasurer  of  the  activities  associa- 
tion. Mr.  Stevens  teaches  two  classes  in  stenography,  one  in  office 
practice,  one  in  business  law,  and  one  in  oral  English.  He  directs 
the  practice  office  of  the  school  and  assists  in  the  management  of 
the  cafeteria.  Miss  Dugan  has  two  classes  in  bookkeeping  and  four 
in  typewriting.  She  is  junior  class  advisor.  Mr.  Gahan  has  three 
periods  of  manual  training,  two  of  basic  math,  and  one  of  mechan- 
ical drawing.  He  is  also  director  of  the  continuation  school. 

Ten  members  of  the  faculty  act  as  homeroom  teachers  each  day. 
Mr.  Gahan,  Mr.  Hart,  and  Mr.  Kellmurray  have  other  duties 
which  require  more  than  the  ordinary  attention.  The  duties  of 
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training  the  speakers  for  Goldsmith  prize  speaking,  Barnard 
essays,  and  graduation  parts  is  distributed  among  the  members  of 
the  faculty.  Teachers  take  turns  in  afternoon  detention  periods  and 
they  are  available  afternoons  for  parent  conference  and  student 
aid. 

High  school  pupils  are  swamped  with  activities  from  every 
conceivable  quarter.  The  good  conscientious  student  still  seems 
to  get  things  done  without  lessons  suffering  much.  The  mediocre 
and  the  poor  student  lacking  discrimination  in  planning  his  activ- 
ities becomes  entangled  in  the  web  of  confusion.  For  the  normal 
student,  school  in  itself  is  a  full  time  job.  Over  forty  percent  of  our 
boys  and  girls  work  at  paying  positions.  In  spite  of  the  added  war 
time  responsibilities  on  the  high  school  youth,  organizations  out- 
side of  school  have  increased  rather  than  diminished  demands  upon 
their  time.  They  are  inundated  with  activities,  most  of  them, 
worthy.  Our  extracurricula  activities,  not  necessary  to  the  war 
effort  have  been  reduced  considerably,  but  we  are  unable  to  con- 
trol outside  influences.  The  private  secondary  schools  have  a 
decided  advantage  because  they  have  full  time  control  of  the 
student.  The  parent  in  many  instances  does  not  help  the  young 
person  pick  the  most  enriching  experiences.  We  try  to  advise  and 
guide,  but  that  is  not  enough.  I  have  been  told  by  a  few  parents 
that  pupil  time  outside  of  school  hours  is  no  business  of  the  school. 
It  is  no  wonder  that  we  have  many  tired,  sleepy,  and  sullen  pupils 
in  our  classrooms. 

Young  folks  are  not  to  be  blamed  entirely  for  the  situation. 
They  need  guidance  not  only  through  the  school  but  from  all 
youth  organizations  contacting  them,  with  careful  and  determined 
planning  in  the  home. 

As  we  return  to  normal  conditions,  if  our  secondary  schools 
are  to  educate  all  of  the  youth  of  the  community,  it  is  evident  that 
changes  or  additions  are  needed.  There  is  a  movement  spreading 
throughout  the  nation,  to  return  youth  to  the  secondary  schools. 
One  more  is  under  way  to  have  the  compulsory  age  limit  raised  to 
eighteen  in  all  the  states.  Among  the  additions  necessary  is  the 
type  of  training  needed  to  give  youth  supervised  work  experience 
as  well  as  education  in  salable  skills  and  knowledge  of  their  occu- 
pations. Equipment  for  old  and  new^  offerings  should  be  available 
and  modern.  Many  boys  and  girls  have  not  been  satisfied  by  the 
familiar  type  of  curricula  offered  in  our  high  schools.  Many  of 
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our  citizens  feel  that  the  duty  of  a  democratic  system  of  education 
is  to  train  young  people  to  meet  life's  work  whether  that  work  is 
manual  or  mental. 

Another  problem  for  the  future  is  the  one  involving  expense 
to  the  parent.  It  is  a  real  burden  for  parents  of  low  income  to  keep 
the  older  boys  and  girls  in  school,  especially  if  it  is  a  family  with 
several  children.  Statistics  show  that  it  costs  a  family  nearly 
ninety  dollars  each  year  to  keep  a  child  in  high  school.  Plans  must 
be  worked  out  so  that  the  youth  can  earn  his  own  way. 

Much  information  is  given  to  me  by  former  students  in  service 
concerning  our  preinduction  courses.  Considerable  favorable  com- 
ment is  made  regarding  our  physical  education  program,  the  science 
courses,  and  mathematics.  The  boys  appreciate  their  value  to 
them.  The  importance  of  a  high  school  diploma  is  frequently  em- 
phasized. 

I  am  thankful  for  the  loyalty  of  the  members  of  the  faculty, 
their  cooperation  in  accepting  changes  and  additions  in  duties, 
and  their  assistance  in  solving  problems. 

Miss  Helen  Dunn,  retired  teacher,  deserves  much  credit  for 
thirty  years  of  unselfish  and  devoted  service  to  the  students  of 
Punchard.  Many  of  her  former  students  are  grateful  to  her  for 
valuable  training  in  German  and  French. 

We  lost  an  efficient  teacher  in  the  retirement  of  Mrs.  Manning. 
Her  service  in  the  commercial  department  for  the  past  ten  years 
has  been  greatly  appreciated. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Erickson,  the  members  of  the 
school  committee,  and  the  trustees  for  their  patient  consideration, 
cooperation,  and  kind  support  during  these  trying  times.

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Report  of  Principal  of  Junior  High  School 

Mr.  Edward  I.  Erickson,  Superintendent  of  Schools 
Andcver,  Massachusetts 

Dear  Sir: 

The  present  war,  now  in  its  fourth  year,  has  brought  to  the  fore 
conditions  of  major  significance,  social  and  economic,  that  are 
profoundly  affecting  the  schools  of  the  nation.  In  order  to  face 
realistically  these  conditions  and  to  make  necessary  readjustments 
to  them,  a  search  for  a  broad  statement  of  our  objectives  seemed 
essential.  In  June,  1944,  the  following  goals  for  the  junior  high 
school  were  set  up  as  desirable  objectives  in  our  plans  for  improving 
educational  opportunities  and  in  our  constructive  thinking  for  the 
post-war  days: 

1.  To  develop,  in  so  far  as  possible,  the  interests,  needs,  and 
abilities  of  each  individual  pupil  of  grades  7-8-9,  and 

2.  To  secure  through  their  continuing  educational  development 
the  values  of  our  democratic  way  of  life. 

It  is  with  these  goals  in  mind  and  with  progressive  plans  for  a 
program  that  will  help  develop  independent  thinking,  improved 
social  relationships,  and  a  sense  of  civic  responsibility  that  we 
build  for  today  and  tomorrow's  youth. 

To  enrich  and  broaden  the  curriculum  for  the  362  pupils  now 
enrolled,  several  changes  were  made.  Art  was  offered  for  one 
period  every  week  to  pupils  of  grades  seven  and  eight,  and  as  an 
elective  to  grade  nine  pupils.  The  class  in  library  service  was  again 
scheduled  in  grade  seven,  whereas  in  grade  eight,  a  library  study 
period  was  assigned  instead,  in  order  that  grade  eight  pupils 
might  continue  their  use  of  reference  sources  and  develop  the 
satisfactory  individual  library  habits,  studied  as  a  group  the 
previous  year.  A  unit  in  oral  expression  was  developed  to  give 
grade  eight  pupils  training  in  oral  reading  and  an  appreciation  of 
dramatic  arts  and  self-expression.  To  the  grade  eight  program  was 
also  added  a  course  in  general  language  as  preparation  for  begin- 
ning Latin  in  the  spring  term. 

In  grade  nine  the  basic  course  of  English,  social  studies,  science 
and  physical  education  was  continued,  with  class  divisions  ar- 
ranged by  ability  grouping.  To  further  the  development  of  this 
basic  general  curriculum,  a  course  in  either  general  mathematics 
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or  elementary  algebra  required  of  all  pupils  in  grade  nine  would 
add  to  its  effectiveness.  In  this  way  each  ninth  grade  pupil  will 
have  completed  at  the  end  of  grade  nine  four  general  courses, 
English,  science,  social  studies,  and  mathematics  (or  algebra),  and 
so  have  secured  the  four  credits  necessary  for  promotion  to  grade 
ten.  A  second  recommendation  for  curriculum  change  would  be 
that  all  grade  nine  pupils  be  permitted  to  carry  one  or  more  addi- 
tional courses  in  keeping  with  their  educational  plans  and  needs: 
these  courses  to  include  Latin,  junior  business  training,  practical 
arts,  and  homemaking.  Thus  no  loss  of  time  or  of  credit  would  be 
effected  by  election  of  courses  in  grade  ten,  and  the  junior  high 
school  would  offer  the  broad,  enriched,  general  course  for  which 
reason  this  unit  was  first  established. 

In  order  to  make  possible  schedule  changes  at  the  mid-year  and 
thus  produce  a  more  flexible  program  in  keeping  with  junior  high 
school  needs,  the  last  school  year  was  divided  into  four  ranking 
periods  of  nine  weeks  each  instead  of  the  usual  five  periods.  Al- 
though marks  are  now  issued  only  for  four  terms,  special  subject 
reports  have  been  substituted  for  the  usual  fifth  ranking  period. 
These  reports  give  parents  and  pupils  a  more  detailed  subject 
record,  listing  not  only  the  purposes  of  the  courses,  but  the  desirable 
habits  of  work  as  well,  and  indicating  by  check  the  individual  pupil 
progress  to  date.  It  was  for  the  purpose  of  making  the  periodic 
reports  more  meaningful  that,  in  addition  to  adopting  this  January 
subject  record,  the  items  of  Eft'ort  and  Physical  Fitness  Score  were 
added  to  the  regular  term  reports,  and  explanatory  statements  for 
failures,  incomplete  work,  and  unsatisfactory  grades  were  in- 
cluded. 

Three  new  appointments  were  made  in  the  teaching  staff  during 
the  school  year:  Mr.  John  Brann,  shop  teacher,  succeeded  Mr.  Emil 
Keiler,  who  resigned  to  accept  a  position  in  the  Warren  Junior 
High  School,  Xewton,  Massachusetts.  As  a  result  of  the  resigna- 
tions of  Miss  Elizabeth  Stephan  and  Miss  Charlotte  Mothes,  Miss 
Alice  Bisbee  was  appointed  to  the  social  studies  department,  and 
Miss  Alice  Foster  as  homemaking  teacher. 

The  Religious  Education  program  was  extended  this  year  to 
include  students  in  Grade  9  as  well  as  those  in  Grades  7  and  8. 
Classes  for  all  these  groups  were  scheduled  for  the  last  period  on 
Wednesday.  The  response  of  those  continuing  the  instruction  was 
gratifying,  and  further  plans  are  being  made  for  curriculum  modi- 
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fications  in  keeping  with  the  progress  of  these  classes.  The  total 
enrolment  in  September  was  179  as  opposed  to  133  the  previous 
year. 

Recognizing  that  youth's  interests  are  conditioned  both  by  the 
nature  of  the  w^orld  about  him  and  by  the  understanding  of  that 
world,  the  junior  high  school  has  channeled  many  of  its  student 
activities  in  keeping  with  these  factors.  In  addition  to  the  school's 
enrolment  contribution  of  $34.03,  the  pupils  contributed  books  and 
games  to  the  Junior  Red  Cross  and  made  hospital  waste  containers 
and  utility  bags  for  the  soldiers.  To  assist  in  meeting  the  needs  of 
children  in  foreign  countries,  a  box  of  used  clothing  was  collected 
and  sent  to  Lend-Lease  Headquarters  in  Dover,  New  Hampshire. 
The  sale  of  war  stamps,  handled  by  pupils  of  the  business  classes, 
reached  a  year's  total  of  $4532.95,  with  an  average  monthly  pur- 
chase of  more  than  90  per  cent  by  the  student  body.  More  than 
25  per  cent  of  the  boys  in  the  junior  high  school  registered  as  Paper 
Troopers  and  throughout  the  year  have  served  faithfully  on  tin 
can  collections  and  scrap  paper  drives,  as  organized  by  the  local 
salvage  committee.  Through  participation  in  these  activities  youth 
is  offered  a  meaningful  opportunity  to  serve  the  community  and 
the  nation — a  step  toward  better  citizenship. 

Not  only  is  the  school  concerned  with  the  development  of  better 
citizenship,  but  also  it  is  interested  in  the  vocational  preparation  of 
young  people.  A  one-unit  course  in  vocations  is  recommended  for 
students  in  grade  nine.  Such  a  course  would  include  a  study  of  the 
requirements,  aptitudes,  interest,  and  training  necessary  for 
different  occupations  together  with  an  analysis  of  individual  pupil 
interests  and  abilities.  By  means  of  such  a  course  pupils  entering 
high  school  would  be  more  nearly  ready  for  vocational  guidance 
and  more  alert  to  the  requirements  and  abilities  necessary  for 
occupational  success  after  high  school. 

In  this  annual  report  my  purpose  has  been  twofold:  To  present 
a  statement  of  the  aims  of  the  junior  high  school,  and  to  outline 
the  progressive  steps  planned  for  meeting  these  aims.  To  you  and 
to  the  School  Committee  I  w^sh  to  express  the  continued  loyal 
cooperation  of  the  teaching  staff  and  pupils  of  Andover  Junior 
High  School.

REPORTS 
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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Andover: 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  the  Andover  School  Committee 
the  fifty-sixth  annual  report  of  the  Andover  Schools.  Although 
this  is  my  third  report  as  superintendent  of  schools  for  the  town 
of  Andover,  it  is  my  first  report  since  returning  to  my  duties  as 
your  superintendent  after  forty-five  months'  leave  of  absence  to 
serve  in  the  United  States  Navy.  Through  the  extraordinary  war- 
time period  the  school  system  was  under  the  able  direction  of  Mr. 
Edward  I.  Erickson.  Although  chronologically  interrupted,  my 
administration  has  had  a  continuous  peace-time  perspective. 
Thus  the  evaluation  of  our  school  system  and  the  consideration  of 
its  aims  and  objectives  is  possible  from  a  viewpoint  undistorted 
by  adaptation  to  the  unusual  conditions  obtaining  during  the  war. 

I  assumed  my  duties  on  September  1,  1945,  fully  cognizant  of  the 
educational  problems  of  a  post-war  world.  As  great  as  were  the 
trials  of  a  school  department  in  war  time  it  is  universally  evident 
that  the  coming  years  will  require  our  thoughtful  cooperation  if 
the  children  of  Andover  are  to  have  the  advantageous  educational 
opportunities  we  wish  for  them.  The  educational  system  at  all 
levels  is  being  inventoried  on  a  nationwide  scale.  The  concepts  of 
the  extreme  importance  of  education  in  a  Democracy,  long  ac- 
cepted by  teachers  as  a  guiding  principle,  is  now  being  widely 
popularized  by  press  and  radio.  Journals  of  education  and  con- 
ferences of  educational  leaders  are  subjecting  to  critical  examina- 
tion ultimate  goals,  methods  of  instruction,  teacher  training, 
curriculums,  guidance,  testing  and  physical  facilities.  While  every 
aspect  of  life  in  the  United  States  is  undergoing  rapid  historical 
transition  there  will  undoubtedly  be  many  accompanying  changes 
in  the  field  of  education.  It  is  our  task  to  accept  after  thoughtful 
deliberation  those  innovations  which  will  mature,  not  revolution- 
ize, our  present  basically  sound  system.  The  purpose  of  this  report 
is  to  present  a  faithful  picture  of  the  current  state  of  the  Andover 
Schools  and  suggest  the  possible  direction  for  our  future  efforts. 

The  total  school  enrollment  has  been  decreasing  for  several 
years.  In  September  there  was  a  total  of  1262  pupils  as  compared 
with  1550  in  1939.  In  view  of  these  facts  a  decrease  in  the  number 
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of  teachers  seemed  possible.  In  November  I  recommended  this 
course  to  the  Committee.  Some  retrenchment  is  indicated  if  the 
costs  of  the  system  are  to  be  balanced  with  its  size.

The  Andover  Public  School  Faculty  had  a  large  percentage  of  its 
eligible  members  in  the  armed  forces  of  our  country.  Commander 
Donald  D.  Dunn  and  Lt.  Milton  C.  Blanchard  have  already  re- 
turned to  their  duties  with  service  records  of  which  the  School 
Department  may  be  justifiably  proud.  Lt.  Com.  Joseph  B.  Do- 
herty,  Lt.  William  L.  McDonald,  Lt.  Howard  V.  Hennigar  and 
Lt.  Gwen  Armitage  are  still  on  leave  of  absence.  Our  returning 
veterans  present  temporary  personnel  problems  which  appear 
very  small  when  compared  to  the  renewed  vigor,  and  vision 
broadened  by  travel  and  experience,  with  which  they  return  to 
their  teaching. 

The  revised  salary  schedule  for  teachers  which  was  adopted  in 
December  should  ensure  the  maintenance  of  the  staff  at  its  present 
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level  of  efficiency.  The  precise  details  of  the  plan  are  well  known  to 
you;  in  its  broader  aspects  there  are  several  noteworthy  points. 
The  teachers  are  offered  added  incentive  to  continue  their  formal 
education.  Certain  disparities  which  had  become  apparent  in  the 
old  schedule  have  been  adjusted  on  a  more  equitable  basis.  The 
flexibility  of  the  salary  scale  for  hiring  new  teachers  will  permit 
us  to  engage  the  best  possible  candidate  as  the  need  for  replace- 
ment arises. 

Our  school  buildings  are  with  a  few  exceptions  adequate  and 
modern ly  equipped,  but  constant  supervision  will  be  required  to 
insure  their  maintenance  at  this  level.  In  December,  it  was  possible 
to  close  the  John  Dove  School  which  was  old  and  poorly  adapted 
for  modern  classroom  teaching.  A  certain  financial  saving  will 
result  but  the  educational  advantages  gained  are  immeasurable. 
The  Junior  High  School  shop  and  the  two  special  classes  were 
moved  to  the  Junior  High  School  building  with  a  minimum  of  dis- 
ruption. The  health  hazard  to  the  classes  in  manual  training  of 
going  outside  between  periods  has  been  eliminated.  Physical  segre- 
gation of  the  members  of  the  special  classes  is  ill-advised  except 
for  the  period  of  special  instruction.  Normal  social  contacts 
should  be  preserved  and  participation  in  routine  classes  made 
possible  for  the  pupil  when  the  subject  matter  is  such  that  he  will 
not  need  special  help  to  master  it. 

The  West  Center  School  should  next  receive  our  attention.  In 
its  present  condition  the  building  can  scarcely  be  considered 
adequate  for  more  than  a  few  years.  A  long  term  program  for 
improving  the  physical  facilities  of  our  schools  must  include  plans 
for  modernizing  the  elementary  units  at  the  central  plant.  As  this 
need  is  not  immediate,  there  is  sufficient  time  to  deliberate  on  a 
course  of  action  which  will  be  most  advantageous  to  the  whole 
school  system. 

Your  attention  is  respectfully  called  to  the  reports  of  the  princi- 
pals of  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools  which  will  be  published. 
I  have  also  received  reports  from  Mr.  Donald  D.  Dunn,  Head  of 
the  Physical  Education  and  Health  Department,  Miss  Ruth 
Westcott,  school  nurse.  Miss  Shirley  Kenney,  Dental  Hygienist, 
Mrs.  Dorothy  Sanborn,  Art  Supervisor,  Miss  Miriam  Sweeney, 
Music  Supervisor,  Mr.  Bernard  Kellmurray,  Director  of  Guidance, 
and  Mr.  Carl  M.  Gahan,  Director  of  Adult  Evening  Classes. 
These  reports  are  on  file  and  will  be  presented  to  you  in  mimeo- 
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graph  form  but  I  shall  take  the  liberty  of  summarizing  some  of  the 
salient  points  from  them. 

The  enrollment  in  the  high  school  is  still  close  to  the  relatively 
low  figure,  255,  that  has  obtained  for  the  past  several  years.  This 
condition  is  likely  to  continue  as  can  be  seen  by  an  analysis  of  the 
enrollment  figures  of  the  lower  classes.  However,  the  ending  of  the 
war  should  also  end  the  depletion  of  the  upper  classes  by  selective 
service.  A  decrease  in  attractive  employment  possibilities  will  re- 
move the  inducement  to  leave  school  before  graduation.  It  is  inter- 
esting that  membership  in  the  armed  forces  has  demonstrated  to 
many  men  the  value  of  a  high  school  diploma.  Eighty  men  have  al- 
ready applied  for  assistance  in  figuring  the  courses  they  require.  It  is 
greatly  to  Mr.  Lovely's  credit  that  through  his  careful  evaluation 
of  each  individual  case,  four  young  men  have  already  earned  their 
diplomas  and  several  more  have  nearly  fulfilled  the  requirements. 

The  excellent  training  given  in  the  high  school  commercial 
department  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  about  twenty  percent  of 
last  year's  graduating  class  is  employed  where  this  training  is 
utilized.  It  is  gratifying  that  the  sophomore  class  has  a  large  en- 
rollment in  this  department.  The  courses  are  well  planned  to 
train  the  student  in  the  skills  and  knowledge  of  Office  Practice. 
A  graduate  is  equipped  for  gainful  emplojrment  without  recourse 
to  private  commercial  schools.  The  employers  of  Andover  have 
expressed  a  preference  for  Punchard  graduates  when  they  are 
available.  About  one  fifth  of  the  seniors  go  on  to  college.  The 
remaining  eighty  percent  will  receive  their  last  formal  cultural 
training  in  the  high  school.  They  should  not  leave  without  the  best 
background  of  good  literature,  music  and  art  which  we  can  pro- 
vide. The  school  must  introduce  them  to  the  best,  that  it  may  be 
the  basis  of  selection  for  the  rest  of  their  lives. 

Because  iVIr.  Milton  C.  Blanchard  reassumed  his  duties  as 
principal  of  the  Junior  High  School  so  late  in  the  year  Miss  Evelyn 
I.  Banning,  who  had  been  serving  as  acting  principal  has  at  my 
request  written  the  report  for  that  school.  I  wish  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  commend  Miss  Banning  for  many  valuable  contri- 
butions to  our  Junior  High  School  and  for  her  helpful  suggestions 
for  its  future.  The  return  of  Mr.  Blanchard  released  Miss  Banning 
for  service  in  the  testing  program  as  well  as  in  the  guidance  work. 
She  will  continue  this  work  in  addition  to  several  English  classes 
in  Punchard  High  School  at  least  until  June  1946. 
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The  Junior  High  School  curriculum  follows  the  plan  currently- 
used  in  junior  high  schools  of  requiring  study  in  certain  basic 
subjects  and  permitting  the  student  the  choice  of  others  that 
possess  an  individual  appeal  for  him.  The  integration  of  the  junior 
and  senior  high  school  programs  which  already  exists  should  be 
expanded  to  include  all  the  departments  which  the  two  schools 
have  in  common.  In  the  fall  of  1940,  as  is  recorded  in  the  superin- 
tendent's report  for  that  year,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  re- 
vise the  course  of  study  in  English  throughout  the  system.  It 
would  be  well  to  review  this  committee's  report  and  have  similar 
studies  made  in  other  basic  subjects. 

On  returning  after  an  absence  of  several  years  I  was  impressed 
anew  with  the  devotion  of  the  elementary  school  teachers  to  their 
task.  We  are  indeed  fortunate  to  have  a  staff  with  the  excellent 
training,  experience  and  love  of  children  which  are  necessary  for 
successful  teaching  in  the  primary  grades.  The  geographical  loca- 
tion of  our  grade  school  buildings  necessitates  constant  collabora- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  teachers  if  the  pupils  are  to  reach  junior 
high  school  with  the  same  thorough  preparation.  The  integration 
of  the  reading  system  was  instituted  in  1940.  Mastery  of  the  basic 
tool  of  reading  is  an  essential  to  success  in  all  school  work.  Coordin- 
ation of  other  courses  is  highly  desirable  and  seems  an  attainable 
goal.  Since  Miss  Catherine  Barrett,  principal  of  the  Stowe  and 
Jackson  Schools,  and  Miss  Anne  Harnedy,  principal  of  the  Shaw- 
sheen  School,  have  part-time  assistants,  they  can  thus  spend  part 
of  their  school  day  in  supervision  and  correlation  work.  The  ad- 
vantage the  schools  have  gained  from  the  principals'  use  of  this 
time  will  justify  a  lightening  of  their  teaching  load  whenever  there 
is  an  opportunity. 

Health  is  so  important  that  the  means  of  assessing  and  improving 
the  student's  health  is  an  integral  part  of  every  educational  sys- 
tem. The  obvious  interrelation  of  health  and  physical  education 
is  to  be  the  basis  for  the  unified  program  which  is  now  being 
formulated  to  encompass  all  the  relevant  agencies  in  the  schools. 
We  are  fortunate  in  having  an  able  professional  staff  which  is 
generously  assisted  by  the  community.  The  Tuberculosis  Seal 
Committee  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Thaxter  Eaton  obtained 
funds  to  conduct  a  Tuberculosis  Chest  X-ray  Clinic  for  all  high 
school  students  and  teachers.  No  active  Tuberculosis  was  dis- 
covered. All  new  teachers  must  place  on  file  a  family  history  and 
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physical  examination  record.  The  school  nurse,  Miss  Ruth  West- 
cott,  has  reported  that  parents  were  often  absent  when  she  escorted 
a  sick  child  home.  Her  recommendation  that  the  parent  leave  with 
the  school  the  name  and  telephone  number  of  a  substitute  guardian 
shows  sincere  consideration  for  the  child's  welfare.  The  Dental 
Hygienist,  Miss  Shirley  Kenney,  gave  oral  prophylaxis  and  dental 
examinations  to  all  the  elementary  and  junior  high  school  pupils. 
Last  year  the  high  school  seniors  were  also  included  in  this  group 
as  a  war-time  measure.  Instruction  and  demonstration  in  the 
various  phases  of  oral  hygiene  were  included  in  the  program.  The 
school  nurse  and  dental  hygienist  attended  the  pre-school  registra- 
tion with  the  principals  and  first  grade  teachers.  Each  child  had 
his  mouth  examined  and  the  parents  were  cooperative  in  having 
the  reported  dental  defects  corrected  before  the  child  entered 
school.  Pre-school  physical  examinations  are  now  reported  for 
over  sixty  percent  of  the  entering  pupils.  The  school  physician, 
Dr.  Philip  W.  Blake,  instituted  a  diphtheria  immunization  pro- 
gram in  addition  to  his  routine  physical  examinations.  Dr.  William 
Emmons  has  again  earned  our  gratitude  for  giving  of  his  time  and 
experience  in  testing  the  vision  of  375  pupils. 

The  Physical  Education  Program,  in  the  absence  of  Mr.  Donald 
D.  Dunn,  was  administered  by  Miss  Frances  Collins,  Director  of 
Physical  Education  for  Girls.  She  is  to  be  commended  for  her  fine 
results  with  the  accelerated  program  even  when  there  were  many 
changes  in  personnel.  The  usual  interscholastic  athletics  were  con- 
tinued in  the  high  school  with  some  expansion  of  the  program  for 
girls.  In  the  junior  high  school  the  athletics  were  mainly  intra- 
mural and  commendably  included  many  different  sports.  A 
knowledge  of  the  technical  terminolog\^  of  many  sports  has  come 
to  be  almost  a  social  necessity.  It  would  be  well  to  offer  our  stu- 
dents a  wide  choice  of  activities  that  they  may  become  acquainted 
in  as  many  different  fields  as  possible.  An  expert  performance  can 
be  better  appreciated  by  an  intelligent  audience. 

Art  instruction  is  now  offered  in  every  grade  throughout  the 
system.  Mrs.  Dorothy  Sanborn  guides  the  elementary  students  in 
developing  an  accurate  sense  of  proportion  and  a  perception  of 
color  and  composition  while  illustrating  familiar  objects  and 
events.  With  this  as  a  background.  Miss  Frances  Dalton  encour- 
ages the  junior  and  senior  high  school  classes  to  create  their  indi- 
vidual forms  of  expression.  The  "Students'  Art  Competition"  and 
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the  local  exhibit  during  ''American  Art  Week"  aroused  a  keen 
interest  on  the  part  of  the  pupils.  While  few  of  our  students  will 
become  great  artists,  those  who  have  learned  to  appreciate  artistic 
beauty  have  gained  a  source  of  pleasure  and  enjoyment  that  will 
pay  life-long  dividends. 

The  regular  vocal  music  courses  culminate  in  the  boys'  and 
girls'  glee  clubs  of  the  junior  and  senior  high  schools.  Music  clubs 
in  the  elementary  schools  help  the  student  who  is  studying  a 
musical  instrument  to  develop  poise  in  playing  before  an  audience. 
There  are  orchestras  in  both  the  junior  and  senior  high  schools  in 
addition  to  the  Girls'  Band  of  seventy-five  members.  Letters  re- 
ceived from  veterans  testify  that  the  knowledge  received  from 
Miss  Sweeney's  music  appreciation  courses  have  enhanced  their 
enjoyment  of  opera  and  symphony  concerts  in  European  Capitals. 
An  appreciation  of  music  will  remain  a  source  of  pleasure  long  after 
the  binomial  theorem  is  forgotten. 

The  Guidance  Department  first  formalized  in  1939  has  in- 
creased in  scope  to  the  present  organization  administered  by  Mr. 
Bernard  Kellmurray.  We  believe  for  a  department  of  its  size  it  is 
one  of  the  best  in  the  Commonwealth.  Installation  of  the  guidance 
office  in  new  quarters  on  the  main  floor  has  provided  additional 
space  and  convenience,  and  has  made  the  office  more  accessible 
to  the  students,  parents,  prospective  students,  and  veterans. 
This  w^ork  continues  even  in  the  summer  months.  For  this  reason 
I  propose  to  accept  Mr.  Kellmurray's  recommendation  to  keep  it 
open  for  eleven  months  of  the  year  closing  during  the  month  of 
July. 

The  work  of  the  Guidance  Department  is  mainly  confined  to 
Punchard  High  School  since  guidance  activities  in  the  other 
schools  can  be  administered  to  better  advantage  by  the  principals 
and  teachers  of  those  schools.  During  the  war  nearly  all  guidance 
for  boys  was  of  a  military  nature.  The  painstaking  and  skillful 
counseling  of  Mrs.  Emma  G.  Carter  provided  the  girls  with  the 
proper  courses  and  information  to  enter  successfully  their  chosen 
fields.  The  end  of  the  war  brought  a  decided  change  in  the  type  of 
guidance  required  by  the  boys.  Here  again  was  evidenced  a  con- 
sciousness of  the  need  for  at  least  a  high  school  education  as  an 
outgrowth  of  the  war.  The  work  of  the  department  in  collaboration 
with  Mr.  Frank  Markey  of  the  Town  Veterans'  Office  has  been 
commended  throughout  the  community.  The  newest  acceptable

standard  testing  devices  are  used  as  aids  to  finding  the  field  for 
optimum  utilization  of  the  individuals  special  talents. 

On  October  3,  1945  the  And  over  Adult  Practical  Arts  Evening 
School  was  organized.  Mr.  Xorcross  Stratton,  State  Director  of 
Vocational  Education,  and  his  assistants  have  been  very  helpful 
in  establishing  these  state-aided  classes.  Mr.  Carl  M.  Gahan  was 
appointed  director  for  Andover  and  in  addition  teacher  of  furniture 
refinishing.  The  clothing  classes  of  Mrs.  Ruth  Hammond  were 
oversubscribed  showing  the  great  public  desire  for  good  instruction 
in  this  field.  The  classes  in  Foods  were  under  the  direction  of 
Miss  Angle  Dantos.  Mr.  Percy  Crosby  was  the  teacher  of  up- 
holstering. The  success  of  the  undertaking  justifies  a  recommenda- 
tion for  its  continuing  another  year. 

The  immediate  goal  for  the  efforts  of  the  School  Department  is 
better  coordination  within  the  courses  of  study.  As  the  student 
progresses  from  one  grade  to  another,  the  content  of  each  course 
should  be  part  of  a  continuum.  The  teachers  of  the  separate  sub- 
jects throughout  the  system  are  to  discuss  and  adopt  the  measures 
that  seem  advisable  to  effect  better  integration.  The  interrelation 
of  courses  is  equally  important,  but  it  is  accomplished  in  a  less 
formal  way  by  the  individual  teacher.  His  study  of  the  syllabi 
of  the  other  courses  for  concurrent  subject  matter  is  his  means  of 
locating  all  possible  points  of  correlation.  The  body  of  knowledge 
the  student  finally  possesses  should  represent  an  accretion  of 
facts  that  have  been  interrelated  to  form  a  uniform  whole. 

I  believe  the  schools  are  obligated  to  provide  the  student  with 
the  following  equipment  for  life:  the  ability  to  read  intelligently; 
to  write  correctly,  interestingly  and  forcefully;  to  speak  easily, 
clearly  and  concisely;  a  training  in  logical  reasoning;  a  cultural 
background  as  a  basis  for  critical  judgment;  an  introduction  to 
some  athletic  and  social  means  for  occupying  leisure  time. 

I  wish  to  pay  my  tribute  to  the  teachers  of  our  school  system. 
Decisions  can  be  made  but  it  is  the  individual  teacher  who  must 
produce  the  results.  We  are  indeed  fortunate  in  having  a  teaching 
staff  so  cooperative  and  so  self-sacrificing  in  doing  what  is  best  for 
the  students.  The  teachers  give  of  their  time  and  energy  in  study, 
meetings,  and  extracurricular  activities.  Much  of  the  enrichment 
of  the  curriculum  is  due  to  devotion  beyond  the  line  of  duty  by  all 
the  teachers.  Theirs  is  the  problem  of  the  practical  application  of 
theories;  theirs,  the  personal  contacts  with  the  pupils;  theirs,  the 
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burden  of  making  a  success  or  failure  of  any  program.  I  am  proud 
to  be  the  superintendent  of  such  an  exemplary  staff  of  teachers. 
Because  of  their  unswerving  cooperation  I  can  promise  the  best 
possible  education  for  the  children  of  Andover.

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Report  of  Principal  of  Punchard  High  School 

Mr.  Kenneth  L.  Sherman,  Superintendent  of  Schools 
Andover,  Massachusetts 

Dear  Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  my  fifth  annual  report  as  Principal 
of  the  Punchard  High  School. 

The  enrollment  of  the  high  school  in  September  was  256.  In 
October  and  November  it  dropped  to  251.  During  the  month  of 
December  it  increased  again  to  255.  It  is  my  belief  that  our  school 
will  not  be  much  larger  for  another  year,  because  of  the  small  size 
of  the  two  upper  classes.  The  conditions  of  employment,  changing 
as  they  are,  will  not  give  our  young  people  the  opportunity  to 
secure  work,  as  in  the  past  war  years.  They  will  be  inclined  to 
remain  in  school.  We  hope  that  none  of  our  boys  will  be  forced  to 
leave  because  of  the  Selective  Service  henceforth. 

The  trends  in  subjects  that  I  predicted  to  the  special  committee 
last  spring  have  all  been  borne  out,  except  in  one  instance.  The 
demand  for  biology  was  smaller  by  a  third  than  that  of  the  past 
four  years.  Three  divisions  were  not  necessary  because  only  a  few 
seniors  and  juniors  elected  the  subject.  The  classes  in  the  other 
sciences,  social  studies,  mathematics,  language,  and  English  are  as 
large,  except  in  a  few  cases,  as  they  should  be  in  a  high  school. 
Senior  mathematics,  Latin  and  French  classes  usually  are  not 
large  in  a  school  of  our  size.  The  State  Department  of  Education 
recommends  that  27  pupils  be  the  maximum  for  a  high  school 
class.  If  we  did  not  have  divisions  in  some  classes,  they  would  total 
from  35  to  50. 

The  upper  classes  of  our  commercial  department  have  been 
small  for  the  past  three  years.  This  has  been  due  partly  to  the 
fact  that  many  of  our  girls,  during  the  period,  chose  nursing  for  a 
career,  and  partly  to  the  fact  that  others  were  not  willing  to  work 
hard  to  meet  the  requirements  demanded  by  the  subjects  in  this 
department.  This  year  the  sophomore  class  seems  to  indicate  a 
trend  toward  commercial  work  once  more.  There  are  now  twenty- 
one  students  in  these  first  year  subjects.  Thirteen  of  our  last  year 
class  are  working  in  positions  where  they  make  use  of  a  business 
training.  During  the  past  year  we  were  unable  to  supply  the 
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demand  for  girls  in  this  type  of  work.  Employers  in  town  have 
found  that  girls  trained  in  this  department  are  efficient.  Men, 
who  use  this  type  of  help,  have  told  me  that  they  would  prefer  to 
employ  Andover  girls,  but  that  it  was  necessary  to  bring  in  help 
from  out  of  town  because  of  the  shortage.  There  are  no  dead  wood 
courses  in  this  department.  Each  one  is  planned  to  give  a  student 
the  skills  and  knowledge  required  for  an  office  position.  As  help 
becomes  more  abundant  employers  are  going  to  expect  the  same 
efficient  training  that  existed  in  the  pre-war  period.  It  is  not  neces- 
sary for  the  able  student,  who  is  willing  to  work,  to  attend  private 
commercial  schools. 

Selection  cards  are  made  out  in  May  and  the  classes  are  set  up 
by  June.  In  the  past  four  years  some  classes  had  changed  radically 
in  size  when  they  met  in  the  fall.  This  is  especially  true  of  the 
sophomore  college  division.  Some  years  as  many  as  twenty  Latin, 
French  and  Mathematics  students  who  made  out  selection  cards 
were  not  present  in  the  fall.  It  is  impossible  to  predict  this  drop 
out  unless  students  make  known  their  intentions.  Last  summer  I 
was  better  informed,  and  also  fewer  students  went  to  private 
schools.  Several  pupils  who  started,  however,  were  admitted  else- 
where after  our  school  had  been  open  a  week  or  more.  Not  many 
principals  have  this  problem  to  face.  In  most  towns  the  entering 
class  does  not  vary  much  after  it  is  scheduled  in  June. 

Twenty-seven  of  the  forty-four  girls  who  were  graduated  in 
June  are  continuing  their  education.  Ten  are  in  colleges,  seven  are 
in  training  as  nurses,  and  eleven  are  in  other  schools.  Most  of  the 
boys  are  in  the  service.  One  was  admitted  to  Dartmouth  and 
another  to  Brown,  but  they  have  since  been  taken  by  the  armed 
service. 

More  students  of  our  present  senior  class  are  planning  to  attend 
college  than  has  been  the  case  for  several  years.  Many  of  our 
students  in  the  technical  course  are  being  accepted  by  colleges. 
This  course,  as  you  know,  emphasizes  mathematics  and  science. 
Pupils  are  able  to  get  the  minimum  amount  of  foreign  language 
required  by  many  of  the  higher  institutions.  We  have  found  that 
this  course  meets  the  needs  of  a  large  group,  who  plan  to  go  on  for 
further  study. 

During  the  past  two  years  more  than  eighty  men  in  service  have 
contacted  me  concerning  diploma  credits.  Some  of  them  have  had 
no  high  school  training  and  some  have  had  three  years.  In  each 
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case  it  was  necessary  for  me  to  figure  the  number  of  credits  ob- 
tained in  school,  to  interpret  and  evaluate  educational  experiences 
in  service  in  terms  of  high  school  training,  and  to  advise  them  as 
to  the  number  and  types  of  courses  to  be  taken  to  meet  our  re- 
quirements. The  evaluation  was  carried  on  through  the  use  of  the 
guide  made  up  by  the  American  Council  on  Education.  The  guide 
is  used  by  most  of  the  high  schools  in  the  country.  It  covers  thous- 
ands of  types  of  military  experiences  and  in  each  case  the  number 
of  units  recommended  for  each  course  is  stated.  The  United 
States  Armed  Forces  Institute  has  made  it  possible  for  men  in 
service  to  complete  various  courses  in  order  to  obtain  needed 
credits.  A  good  number  of  our  young  men  signified  their  intentions 
of  completing  the  English  and  American  History  requirements 
in  order  to  qualify  for  the  diploma.  The  value  of  a  certificate  of 
high  school  graduation  became  apparent  to  many  boys,  when 
they  found  out  that  their  chances  for  future  desirable  positions 
depended  to  a  great  extent  upon  the  diploma.  Four  young  men 
have  earned  and  received  their  diplomas  since  last  June.  Several 
others  will  qualify  for  theirs  in  the  near  future. 

The  student  body  this  year,  through  its  happier  and  more  con- 
tented manner,  serves  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  the  lives  of  the 
boys  and  girls  of  high  school  age  were  profoundly  affected  by  the 
ordeal  of  the  war.  I  am  extremely  grateful  for  the  cooperation  and 
splendid  spirit  that  the  great  majority  of  our  young  men  and 
women  showed  during  the  four  years  just  ended.  The  members  of 
the  faculty,  because  of  their  loyalty,  understanding,  and  willing- 
ness to  take  on  additional  burdens,  helped  me  over  more  than  one 
discouraging  period  during  those  same  years. 

I  can  assure  you  and  the  School  Committee  that  all  of  the 
teachers  have  a  sincere  desire  to  serve  the  best  interests  of  the 
young  people  in  their  care  and,  through  them,  the  community. 
I  wish  to  thank  you  for  the  sympathetic  interest  you  have  shown 
and  the  helpful  suggestions  you  have  made  for  the  carrying  on  of 
our  work.

Dear  Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  recent  request,  I  am  submitting  my 
report  of  the  Andover  Junior  High  School  for  the  school  year, 
January  1,  1945  to  November  26,  1945,  at  which  date  Mr.  Milton 
C.  Blanch ard  resumed  his  position  as  principal  of  the  unit. 

The  enrollment  figures  have  remained  practically  constant  for 
the  last  two  years  :  362  in  1944;  366,  in  1945. 

The  following  teachers :  Miss  Mabel  Barron,  Miss  Alice  Foster, 
and  Mr.  John  Brann,  left  the  school  system  for  other  placements. 
In  addition.  Miss  Evelyn  R.  Robinson,  school  librarian,  resigned 
November  21,  to  accept  the  position  of  librarian  at  Brockton 
High  School.  Three  new  appointments  were  made  in  the  teaching 
staff:  Miss  Ansi  Angelo,  elected  to  the  English  department;  Miss 
Angle  Dantos,  appointed  teacher  of  Domestic  Science;  and  Mr. 
Owen  Hinckley,  who  succeeded  Mr.  Brann  as  shop  teacher.  The 
position  of  school  librarian  remains  to  be  filled.  As  a  result  of  the 
resignation  of  IVIrs.  Frances  Coan,  Mrs.  May  Walker  was  ap- 
pointed as  secretary  of  the  principal  of  the  junior  high  school. 

The  curriculum,  on  the  basis  of  "Constants-with- variables" 
schedule,  was  continued  throughout  the  three  grades  in  the  unit. 
In  keeping  with  the  aims  of  the  junior  high  school  curriculum; 
namely,  a  broad,  enriched  program,  flexible  enough  to  meet  in- 
dividual differences,  yet  constant  in  the  basic,  general  framework, 
the  following  program  of  studies  was  offered.

Following  the  suggestion  outlined  in  last  year's  report,  each 
pupil  in  grade  nine  was  scheduled  to  take  a  basic  course  in  general 
mathematics  or  algebra.  Thus,  regardless  of  electives,  each  ninth 
grade  pupil  who  completes  satisfactorily  the  scheduled  courses 
(English,  social  studies,  science,  and  mathematics)  will  have 
secured  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  four  credits  necessary  for  promo- 
tion to  grade  ten.  In  addition  to  these  required  basic  courses,  a 
subject  elective  was  allowed  each  pupil  in  keeping  with  his  educa- 
tional needs  and  plans :  Latin,  Junior  Business  Training,  or  Practi- 
cal Arts.  Thus  was  established  in  grades  seven,  eight,  and  nine  a 
broad  general  curriculum  of  "Constants-with-variables",  a  cur- 
riculum that  would,  it  was  felt,  best  meet  the  needs  of  youth  in 
the  present  day. 

The  testing  program  for  the  junior  high  school  included  the 
following :

Results  of  these  tests  were  recorded  on  the  cumulative  records  in 
the  individual  pupil  files  to  serve  as  measuring  guides  for  the 
teacher  and  administrator  in  planning  class  work  and  the  curri- 
culum. The  Iowa  Tests  showed  the  following  percentile  scores 
for  the  years  1944  and  1945.  These  percentiles  were  based  on 
national  norms,  with  the  50%ile  the  national  grade  average  in 
each  rating.

To  guide  the  pupils  in  their  choice  of  courses  in  high  school  and 
to  integrate  the  junior  and  senior  high  school  program,  several 
guidance  procedures  were  adopted.  A  mimeographed  handbook, 
explaining  the  program  of  studies  for  grades  nine  through  twelve, 
was  prepared;  and  in  May,  1945,  Mr.  Eugene  Lovely,  principal 
of  the  high  school,  met  with  grade  eight  pupils  to  outline  the 
entire  program  and  answer  questions  on  the  courses  in  the  senior 
high  school.  A  3-unit  course  in  Language  was  organized  by  Miss 
Ida  Grover  for  grade  eight  pupils,  this  course  to  serve  as  an  aid 
in  judging  language  interest  and  aptitude.  Homeroom  teachers  also 
continued  to  guide  pupils  not  only  in  their  school  progress  and 
activities  but  also  in  their  vocational  and  educational  plans  for 
their  future. 

During  the  school  year  the  pupils  have  taken  part  in  the  many 
activities  helpful  to  the  community  and  to  the  nation  at  war. 
The  treasury  flag  has  been  flown  throughout  the  entire  year  with 
over  90%  of  the  pupils  purchasing  defense  stamps  at  the  school 
bank.  In  November,  a  victory  rally,  sponsored  by  Mrs.  Dorothy 
Sexton  and  the  pupils  of  the  Business  classes,  resulted  in  the  sale 
of  Victory  stamps  to  the  value  of  $94.30.  An  active  group  of  paper- 
troopers  served  faithfully  in  the  many  scrap  drives  and  tin  can 
collections.  As  part  of  the  activities  of  the  Junior  Red  Cross,  the 
following  collections  were  made:  52  ashtrays,  24  utility  bags,  and 
71  wash  cloths.  Pupil  contributions  to  the  Red  Cross  totaled 
$32.72. 

The  Student  Council  has  served  the  school  well,  with  coopera- 
tion and  loyalty  at  all  times.  In  June,  1945,  a  Constitution,  drawn 
up  by  the  Council  and  approved  by  the  student  body  through  the 
homerooms,  was  formally  adopted  and  received  the  signatures  of 
the  school  officers,  the  Council  sponsor,  and  the  principal.  Through- 
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out  the  year  the  Council  supported  many  activities;  among 
them,  the  Camera  and  Dramatics  Clubs,  monthly  afternoon 
dances,  and  the  An-Ju-Hi,  a  spring  issue  of  the  school  paper, 
which  covered  the  year's  activities  in  the  junior  high  school. 

At  this  time  I  wish  to  express  to  the  School  Committee  my 
sincere  appreciation  of  the  trust  and  responsibility  that  was  placed 
in  me  during  the  last  three  war  years.  It  has  been  a  pleasure,  and 
a  privilege,  to  serve  the  boys  and  girls  of  Andover  Junior  High 
School.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Andover: 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  the  Andover  School  Committee 
the  fifty-seventh  annual  report  of  the  Andover  Schools.  From  the 
examination  of  the  reports,  which  the  members  of  the  Department 
make  to  me  at  this  time,  and  my  own  review  of  the  year's  work, 
certain  highlights  have  been  selected  for  this  unified  record. 

In  January  of  1946,  there  were  two  personnel  changes,  one  of 
which  was  of  personal  importance  to  me.  Miss  Esther  Bryant 
resigned  as  secretary  to  the  Superintendent  and  was  replaced  by 
Miss  Barbara  Greenwood.  Miss  Greenwood's  qualifications  and 
personality  are  such  that  I  experienced  no  feeling  of  interruption 
in  the  continuity  of  the  office  work.  Mrs.  Phyllis  Crane  took  the 
place  of  Mrs.  Bertha  Bevington  as  Cafeteria  manager.  The  popu- 
larity with  the  students  of  the  Federal  Lunch  Program,  adopted 
in  March,  has  been  due  to  Mrs.  Crane's  ingenuity  in  offering 
inexpensive,  attractive  and  nutritional  lunches  even  in  the  trying 
period  of  the  meat  shortage. 

During  the  spring,  much  time  was  spent  on  a  re-consideration  of 
the  teaching  of  basic  skills.  Reading  is  obviously  the  most  im- 
portant because  success  in  all  higher  education  is  at  the  present 
time  almost  wholly  dependent  on  one's  ability  to  read  with  speed 
and  comprehension.  If  we  accept  the  publicized  figures  that  one- 
third  of  all  high  school  students  throughout  the  country  not  only 
have  not  learned  to  read,  but  are  inherently  unable  to  do  so,  then 
we  must  use  methods  of  teaching  which  do  not  require  the  reading 
of  subject  matter.  However,  until  the  contention  is  incontrovertibly 
proven,  we  shall  continue  to  evaluate  and  stress  the  teaching  of 
reading.  I  believe  it  would  be  a  grave  error  to  use  any  alternative 
method  too  soon  or  to  such  an  extent  that  even  one  pupil  who 
might  have  learned  to  read  fails  to  do  so  because  a  more  effortless 
path  was  opened  to  him.  In  the  correlative  subjects  of  spelling  and 
writing,  before  the  end  of  the  spring  term,  we  adopted  new  pro- 
grams to  be  started  in  September.  The  Gates'  spelling  books, 
based  on  Dr.  Gates'  research  and  the  "Rinsland  Semantic  Study," 
are  now  in  use  in  grades  one  to  six.  It  is  still  too  early  for  a  defini- 
tive evaluation  of  the  method.  The  new  writing  system,  "The

Rinehart  Functional  Handwriting  System,"  under  the  supervision 
of  IVIiss  Claire  Andrews,  is  in  every  way  fulfilling  our  expectations. 
Our  goal  is  still  to  have  every  child  able  to  read  easily,  write 
legibly,  and  spell  accurately. 

In  observance  of  the  Three  Hundredth  Anniversary  of  the 
founding  of  the  Town  of  Andover,  the  schools  presented  An  His- 
torical Pageant  on  the  thirty-first  of  May.  It  was  a  beautiful,  sunny 
day  on  the  play  stead  and  our  pupils,  together  with  those  of  the 
other  schools  in  Andover,  gave  a  performance  that  will  long  be 
remembered  by  the  spectator  for  excellence  in  every  respect.  I 
wish  to  pay  a  special  tribute  to  all  the  teachers  and  other  members 
of  the  School  Department  who  gave  time,  labor,  and  inspiration 
during  the  weeks  of  preparation.  A  good  school  system  must  have 
good  teachers  as  a  basis.  It  is  in  the  classroom  by  the  classroom 
teacher  that  the  crucial  work  is  done.  Andover  is  fortunate  to  have 
teachers  who  are  not  only  superior  in  the  classroom  but  also  gen- 
erous with  their  talents  and  time  after  school  hours  whenever  there 
is  any  occasion  for  pleasure  or  benefit  to  their  pupils.  I  am  con- 
scious and  proud  of  the  distinction  of  being  the  head  of  such  a 
fine  group. 

At  the  end  of  the  term,  ^Ir.  Henry  Todd  retired  as  janitor  of  the 
Shawsheen  School,  the  post  he  had  held  since  the  school  was 
opened  twenty-three  years  ago.  His  devotion  to  his  work  and 
pride  in  the  appearance  of  his  school  were  a  good  example  for  the 
whole  staff.  Because  all  the  janitors  have  been  equally  assiduous 
in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  our  school  buildings  are  always 
neat  and  clean.  I  wish  to  mention  especially  the  excellent  care 
which  the  central  auditorium.  Gymnasium  and  Junior  High 
School  have  received.  This  unit  is  now  eleven  years  old  and  has 
had  no  redecoration.  It  will  be  a  poor  economy  to  delay  longer 
the  inception  of  a  definite  schedule  of  yearly  repairs.  A  minimal 
sum  to  start  this  program  is  included  in  the  budget  for  next  year. 

June  is  the  graduation  month  and  Punchard  High  School  pre- 
sented diplomas  to  ninety  students.  Every  graduate  who  wished 
to  continue  his  education  was  placed  in  the  institution  of  his 
choice.  In  a  year  when  the  centers  for  advanced  training  are  vastly 
overcrowded  such  a  record  is  direct  evidence  of  the  competent 
teaching  in  the  High  School  and  the  expertness  of  the  Guidance 
Department.  Approximately  twenty-five  percent  of  our  graduates 
chose  to  go  on  with  further  study. 
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The  High  School  building  remained  open  during  the  summer  for 
the  Veterans'  Education  Program  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Bernard  Kellmurray.  His  summary  of  its  activities  is  presented  in 
a  separate  report. 

A  new  school  year  started  in  September  with  all  but  one  of  the 
staff  members  back  from  military  duty.  It  is  interesting,  if  irrel- 
evant, to  note  that  all  had  been  officers  in  the  United  States  Navy. 
Mr.  Howard  Hennigar  is  capably  teaching  mathematics  in  the 
High  School  and  showing  an  exemplary  interest  in  all  school  activ- 
ities. The  Junior  High  School  under  the  unifying  leadership  of  Mr. 
Blanchard  is  carrying  on  an  extensive  extracurricular  program 
which  bespeaks  the  cooperative  enthusiasm  possible  in  a  happy 
school.  The  vacancy  in  the  Junior  High  School  Social  Studies 
Department,  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  George  Snyder,  is 
being  competently  filled  by  Mr.  William  McDonald.  Miss  Kath- 
erine  Sweeney  was  transferred  from  the  Stowe  School  to  be  the 
librarian  and  teacher  at  the  Junior  High  School.  She  and  Mr. 
Arthur  Weiss,  the  new  Science  teacher,  are  in  charge  of  the  guid- 
ance program. 

The  major  personnel  changes  came  with  the  addition  of  kinder- 
gartens to  the  elementary  units.  Mrs.  Sally  Donovan,  Miss  Martha 
Howe,  Mrs.  Adele  Savage,  and  Miss  Louise  Sherman  are  the 
teachers  in  the  Shawsheen,  Bradlee,  Indian  Ridge,  and  John  Dove 
Schools,  respectively.  During  the  summer  one  room  at  each  school 
was  redecorated  and  suitably  furnished.  The  manual  training 
department  has  made  blocks  and  some  of  the  townspeople  have 
donated  toys  useful  in  the  play  periods.  The  day  is  divided  into 
periods  for  music,  free  play,  lunch,  stories,  hand  work,  reading 
readiness,  games  and  rest.  The  kindergarten  is  an  important  inter- 
mediary between  the  home  and  the  school.  Its  aim  is  to  blend  home 
training  with  that  desired  by  the  first  grade  teacher.  Just  as  the 
inter-departmental  meeting  of  the  Senior  and  Junior  High  Schools, 
and  of  the  Junior  High  School  and  Elementary  Schools  have  gone  a 
long  way  to  unify  their  courses  of  study,  so  will  the  kindergartens 
work  with  the  first  grade  to  make  a  steady  progression  of  the  whole 
school  program. 

The  total  school  enrollment  all  over  the  town  remains  reasonably 
constant  from  year  to  year,  with  a  slight  increase  this  year  and  a 
large  increase  predicted  for  the  future.  But  the  geographical  dis- 
tribution was  such  this  year  that  an  additional  room  had  to  be 
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opened  at  the  Bradlee  School.  The  figures  are  303  in  the  High 
School,  392  in  the  Junior  High  School,  and  750  in  the  Elementary 
.  Schools,  of  which  80  are  in  the  kindergartens. 

A  new  Vocational  Course  was  started  in  the  ninth  grade  level 
and  will  advance  with  that  class  until  it  is  continuous  throughout 
the  High  School.  For  boys  it  prepares  them  for  entrance  to  ac- 
credited technical  schools  by  offering  appropriate  academic  sub- 
jects with  a  broader  training  in  the  practical  fields.  Nearly  every 
girl  will  some  day  need  a  knowledge  of  housekeeping  that  means 
managing  a  home  so  that  the  family  within  it  is  happy,  healthy, 
and  well-adjusted  socially.  Our  girls  will  learn  in  addition  to  sewing 
and  cooking,  the  social,  financial,  and  psychological  skills  that  are 
required  of  a  homemaker.  The  dignity  of  vocational  pursuits  has 
not  been  sufficiently  emphasized.  Seventy-five  percent  of  our  High 
School  graduates  do  not  go  on  to  study  further.  Power  in  the  hands 
is  more  valuable  than  knowledge  that  is  unproductive.  It  is  the 
workers  who  carry  the  load  of  everyday  living.  The  new  course  is 
intended  to  encourage  and  train  those  students  who  can  produce 
something  that  is  useful  to  themselves  or  to  the  community. 

In  October,  Mr.  A.  Russell  Mack,  Supervisor  of  Secondary 
Education  for  the  State,  visited  the  Senior  and  Junior  High 
Schools.  He  was  outspoken  in  his  praise  of  the  two  schools.  Mr. 
William  Earle,  head  of  the  Educational  Therapy  Committee, 
wrote  a  laudatory  letter  after  inspecting  the  therapy  classes.  Com- 
mendation from  authorities  with  wide  experience  in  their  fields  is 
gratifying. 

The  fall  sports  program  has  attracted  the  students  in  increasing 
numbers.  Intra-mural  tag  football  in  the  High  School  and  varsity 
football  in  the  Junior  High  School  gave  additional  opportunities 
for  participation.  Ideally,  every  student  would  be  playing  some 
sport,  not  to  become  a  champion,  but  to  learn  the  spirit  of  sports- 
manship, an  intangible  which  is  made  up  of  knowledge  of  rules, 
playing  ability,  good  manners  and  formality.  x\ngelo  Patri  wrote 
a  paragraph  which  so  aptly  expresses  our  aims  for  school  athletics 
that  I  shall  include  it  verbatim. 

"Opponents  should  learn  to  play  a  game  lightly,  without  the 
depth  of  anxiety  shown  by  some  players  to  win  at  all  costs.  Learn 
early  that  the  game  is  not  played  merely  for  the  victory.  It  is  also 
played  for  the  joy  in  skill,  in  companionship,  in  the  surrounding 
beauty  of  the  country,  in  the  thrill  to  be  had  out  of  play  for  play, 
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stroke  for  stroke  against  a  good  opponent.  Winning  is  i&ne,  but 
then,  too,  losing  can  be  little  less  than  gaining  victory  sometimes.'* 

The  health  of  our  students  is  a  tangential  consideration  of  the 
whole  Physical  Education  Department.  It  is  the  primary  concern 
of  Miss  Ruth  Westcott,  the  School  Nurse  whose  report  appears  in 
its  entirety.  On  behalf  of  the  School  Department,  I  wish  to  thank 
Dr.  Emmons  for  his  gratuitous  service  to  the  children  of  the  town 
during  the  past  ten  years.  His  public-spirited  work  has  received 
little  publicity  but  the  many  whose  sight  he  has  improved  surely 
join  me  in  this  expression  of  gratitude. 

In  November  it  was  voted  to  add  Mr.  Mervin  Stevens  to  the 
payroll  of  the  public  schools.  This  marks  the  end  of  the  payment  of 
teachers'  salaries  from  the  fund  of  the  Punchard  Free  School. 
Plans  are  now  being  made  to  use  the  income  for  the  enrichment  of 
the  High  School  curriculum,  one  of  the  primary  purposes  for  which 
the  Fund  was  originally  established. 

School  supplies  and  equipment  have  not  been  exempted  from 
the  price  increases  that  have  been  general  in  the  past  year.  A 
larger  budget  will  be  needed  to  operate  the  schools  for  the  next 
year.  A  comparatively  small  part  of  the  increased  costs  will  come 
from  the  salary  revisions  which  were  approved  at  one  of  the  recent 
Committee  meetings.  The  new  salary  schedule  should  insure  the 
town  of  keeping  its  outstanding  teachers  and  attracting  new  ones 
of  like  character.  A  research  carried  out  by  the  committee  on  edu- 
cation of  the  United  States  Chamber  of  Commerce,  a  group  com- 
posed entirely  of  *'hardheaded  practical  business  men,"  has 
shown  that  a  direct  relationship  exists  between  the  amount  of 
money  spent  on  schools  and  the  social  and  economic  status  of  the 
community.  Good  education  is  "good  business." 

I  wish  to  offer  the  suggestion  that,  here  in  Andover,  we  have  a 
series  of  conferences  such  as  those  recently  held  in  Michigan.  The 
educators,  after  touring  the  business  and  industrial  establishments 
of  the  vicinity,  met  in  joint  session  with  representatives  of  labor, 
industry  and  business.  In  the  discussions  it  was  agreed  that  the 
schools  should  pay  more  attention  to  group  planning,  team-work, 
social  compatability  and  democratic  procedure  and  responsibility. 
The  High  School  curriculum  should  be  adjusted  so  that  the  stu- 
dents would  receive  a  better  understanding  of  the  practical  aspects 
of  business,  labor  and  industry.  American  school  children  need  to 
be  taught  the  "industrial  facts  of  life,"  including  the  fact  that 
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there  are  a  limited  number  of  administrative  jobs.  The  labor 
spokesman  called  upon  the  schools  to  combat  the  idea  that  a 
successful  life  is  measured  in  terms  of  income  and  stated  "we  in 
the  trade  union  movement  have  a  right  to  expect  that  children 
shall  be  taught  that  it  is  no  disgrace  to  be  a  part  of  the  American 
industrial  machine."  The  recommendations  that  might  come  from 
similar  meetings  in  our  community  should  be  of  great  benefit  to 
the  seventy-five  percent  of  our  pupils  who  do  not  go  on  to  advanced 
study. 

The  three  Parent-Teachers'  Associations  in  the  town  have 
always  taken  a  keen  interest  in  the  schools.  This  year  they  have 
been  exceptionally  active  and  their  helpful  concern  is  greatly 
appreciated.  The  innovation  of  having  the  Christmas  programs 
of  the  Central  Plant  schools  given  at  the  Parent-Teachers*  Asso- 
ciation meeting,  on  Sunday  afternoon,  December  fifteenth,  gave 
a  large  audience  an  opportunity  to  see  the  delightful  entertain- 
ment. The  pageant  by  the  Stowe  School  pupils  displayed  the 
musical  proficiency  of  the  children  in  a  lovely  traditional  setting. 
The  Christmas  songs  by  Miss  Genevieve  Murray  of  the  High 
School  beautifully  expressed  the  solemnity  of  the  occasion.  The 
Junior  High  School  Christmas  play  dramatized  the  miraculous 
spirit  of  Christmas.  No  one  could  have  been  unmoved  by  the 
sincerity  with  which  the  age-old  story  was  depicted.  TSTien  both 
parents  and  teachers  collaborate  to  let  the  children  demonstrate 
their  talents  and  receive  the  applause  of  their  elders,  the  children 
are  given  evidence  of  adult  appreciation  and  respect  which  is 
essential  to  their  present  and  future  success. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  School  Committee  for 
the  cooperation  and  understanding  which  it  has  given  to  my  edu- 
cational policies.  The  town  is  greatly  benefited  when  the  knowledge 
and  experience  of  such  a  group  of  people  is  devoted  to  the  super- 
vision of  its  schools.

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Report  of  Principal  of  Punchard  High  School 

Mr.  Kenneth  L.  Sherman,  Superintendent  of  Schools 
Andover,  Massachusetts 

Dear  Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  my  sixth  annual  report  as  Principal 
of  the  Punchard  High  School. 

In  June  of  this  year  I  completed  five  years  as  headmaster.  It  is 
apparent  that  the  work  of  the  school  went  along  at  a  highly  satis- 
factory rate  of  efficiency  in  spite  of  the  many  obstacles  that  arose 
during  one  of  the  most  difficult  periods  of  our  country's  history. 

It  has  been  my  aim  to  maintain  the  high  rate  of  scholarship 
always  associated  with  this  school.  The  success  of  the  graduates 
of  our  college  course  serves  as  a  measure  of  the  type  of  work  which 
has  been  done.  In  this  group  we  have  available  the  records  of  our 
students  who  went  to  college.  Many  who  had  the  ability,  and  the 
will  to  do  the  work,  obtained  the  preparation  which  enabled  them 
to  enter  institutions  of  higher  learning  throughout  the  country. 
The  honor  rolls  of  many  schools  carry  names  of  Punchard  grad- 
uates. Harvard,  Tufts,  and  B.  U.  in  nearby  Boston  are  notable 
examples.  The  list  of  colleges  attended  by  our  young  men  and 
women  during  the  past  five  years  is  too  long  to  include  in  this 
report. 

Our  commercial  department  had  a  low  enrollment  during  the 
war  years.  Interest  in  mu*sing  was  one  reason  for  this  condition. 
There  has  been  a  decided  increase  in  the  number  of  students 
electing  these  courses  during  the  past  year.  Our  graduates  with 
commercial  training  have  found  favor  with  many  employers.  The 
demand  for  such  personnel  indicates  the  high  esteem  in  which  our 
business  training  courses  are  held.  Our  girls  have  been  located  in 
many  desirable  business  positions  in  Andover  and  elsewhere. 
if  Our  general  curriculum  has  had  the  purpose  of  giving  the  student 
the  broadest  possible  background  for  useful  living  and  good  citizen- 
ship. English,  social  studies,  and  the  sciences  are  the  basic  courses. 
Languages,  mathematics,  shop  work,  mechanical  drawing  and 
typewriting  are  other  subjects  available.  Some  of  our  students  are 
not  addicted  to  books.  More  vocational  and  homemaking  courses 
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are  needed  for  such  individuals.  These  are  being  planned  and  I 
hope  that  they  will  be  available  in  the  near  future. 

This  fall  our  school  population  showed  a  decided  rise  toward 
pre-war  figures.  At  this  writing  we  have  an  enrollment  of  311  stu- 
dents. Forty  of  these  are  veterans.  The  former  number  is  sixty 
more  than  last  year's  figure.  The  total  enrollment  this  year  is  318. 
Next  fall  there  is  prospect  of  a  study  body  of  about  335  pupils.  Our 
tenth  and  eleventh  grades  have  about  200  members  and  the 
Junior  High  School  ninth  grade  has  135.  It  is  impossible  to  predict 
the  number  of  veterans  who  may  enter  in  1947. 

In  November  1942  Punchard  had  311  students  and  sixteen  class 
room  teachers.  This  is  a  ratio  of  19.4:1.  Today  the  school  has  311 
students  and  twelve  teachers,  a  ratio  of  26:1.  This  would  not  be  too 
bad  if  the  load  could  be  evenly  distributed.  In  a  school  of  this  size 
small  classes  are  necessary  in  certain  subjects.  Senior  classes  in 
Latin,  French  and  Mathematics  are  not  large,  but  our  students 
must  have  the  opportunity  to  continue  such  studies  in  order  to 
meet  the  requirements  for  further  education.  The  result  is  a  very 
heavy  class  load  in  certain  other  subjects.  For  example,  we  have 
37:1  and  36:1  ratio  in  two  plane  geometry  classes  and  a  41:1  ratio 
in  a  Modern  History  class.  One  unfortunate  phase  of  this  matter  is 
the  fact  that  we  are  unable  to  do  any  amount  of  homogeneous 
grouping  for  mental  ability.  It  is  obviously  unfair  to  hold  back  the 
active  student  and  make  him  accept  the  pace  of  his  slower  class- 
mate. 

Our  school  day  is  divided  into  seven  class  room  periods. 
The  teachers'  daily  load  is  presented  below.

Activities  treasurer  and  assistant  coach.  Pupil  load  138. 
Mr.  Gregory — 5  periods  of  history  and  1  study  period  and  1  period 

attendance  officer.  Pupil  load  144. 
Miss  Hawkesworth — 2  periods  of  Biology,  1  period  of  history, 

2  periods  of  mathematics  and  2  study  periods.  Pupil  load  133. 
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Mr.  Hart — 2  periods  of  chemistry,  1  period  of  Physics,  1  period 

Juniors'  Science,  1  study  period,  1  lab  period.  Treasurer  and 

Faculty  Manager  of  Athletics.  Pupil  load  125. 
Mr.  Stevens — 3  periods  of  stenography,  1  period  of  law,  1  period 

of  office  practice,  3  study  periods  per  week,  1  period  of  practice 

office  instruction,  assembly  adviser.  Pupil  load  66. 
Miss  Dugan — 2  periods  of  bookkeeping,  3  periods  of  typewriting, 

2  study  periods.  Junior  class  adviser.  Pupil  load  108. 
Miss  Smith — 5  periods  of  French,  2  study  periods.  Service  club 

adviser.  Pupil  load  108. 
Miss  Munroe — 3  periods  of  Latin,  2  periods  of  Ancient  History, 

1  study  period.  Sophomore  class  adviser.  Pupil  load  91. 
^Ir.  Gahan — 4  periods  of  shop,  1  period  of  mechanical  drawing, 

1  study  period.  Continuation  school  on  Tuesday.  Evening 

classes  2  days  per  week.  Pupil  load  120. 
Mr.  McKiniry — 1  period  of  Modern  History  in  Senior  High  School, 

Athletics.  Pupil  load  in  History  29. 

Below  is  shown  the  average  amount  of  time  Punchard  teachers 
spend  on  school  work  in  hours  per  week:  Time  in  school  39.9 
hours;  time  in  preparation,  correction,  etc.  outside  of  school  hours 
20.8  hours;  total  60.7  hours.  This  does  not  include  time  spent  on 
such  items  as  professional  improvement  courses,  professional 
reading,  and  inter-school  conferences.  School  social  affairs  also 
demand  a  considerable  amount  of  time  from  the  teachers.  There 
are  dances,  entertainments,  sport  activities,  Parent-Teacher  Asso- 
ciation meetings,  teachers'  association  parties  etc. 

The  automobile  driving  course  sponsored  by  the  Parent-Teach- 
ers' Association  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Walter  Mondale  is 
proving  popular.  Fifteen  boys  and  girls  are  taking  lessons  in  driv- 
ing from  Mr.  Fanning  and  Mr.  Adams  of  the  Registry  of  Motor 
Vehicles.  Mr.  John  Murray  has  also  given  his  valuable  service. 
Mr.  Hinkley  is  conducting  a  pre-driver  course  for  the  seniors  in  the 
group.  The  juniors,  who  are  taking  the  lessons,  had  the  pre-driver 
course  last  year  in  a  class  conducted  by  Miss  Hawkesworth. 
Many  of  the  students  who  took  the  course  last  year  have  since 
obtained  their  driving  licenses.  One  of  the  requirements  that  is 
imposed  on  the  student  driver  is  that  he  take  the  pre-driver  course 
given  by  one  of  the  school  teachers. 

It  has  long  been  recognized  by  the  authorities  that  the  young 
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people  about  to  learn  to  handle  a  car  should  be  taught  the  hazards 
of  the  road,  safety  precautions,  rules  of  the  road,  etc.  as  well  as 
the  mechanics  of  driving.  The  large  number  of  accidents  with  the 
resulting  injuries  and  deaths  has  become  a  national  calamity. 
Investigation  shows  that  the  largest  percentage  of  such  accidents 
involves  those  drivers  between  the  ages  of  sixteen  and  twenty.  In 
my  opinion  driving  courses  should  be  provided  for,  and  required  of, 
students  in  all  high  schools. 

This  should  be  the  best  school  year  from  the  standpoint  of 
student  accomplishment  that  we  have  had  for  five  years.  One 
marking  period  does  not  give  us  much  real  evidence  to  judge  by. 
However,  about  twenty-five  percent  of  our  pupils  made  grades  of 
eighty  or  above  in  three  or  more  major  subjects  last  term.  The 
student  body  shows  a  marked  indication  of  being  less  high  strung 
and  excitable  than  it  has  been  for  a  number  of  years.  It  is  good  to 
see  young  people  return  to  a  normal  happy  existence  once  more. 
They  have  supported  all  school  affairs  this  fall  in  a  very  cooperative 
manner.  During  the  past  five  years  the  activities  association  has 
had  nearly  one  hundred  percent  financial  backing  from  the  mem- 
bers of  the  school. 

The  football  team  played  a  ten-game  schedule  and  had  good 
student  support.  The  band,  being  made  up  of  many  young  and 
inexperienced  players  this  year,  did  not  come  out  until  the  first 
home  game.  Plans  had  been  made  and  money  set  aside  by  the 
Athletic  Association  to  transport  the  band  to  games  away  from 
home,  but  it  was  found  impractical  for  several  reasons  to  convey 
them  over  the  road  to  Needham  and  Norwood  this  fall. 

Three  very  successful  class  dances  have  been  held  to  date. 
There  was  a  large  attendance  of  faculty  and  students  at  each  of 
them. 

The  Goldsmith  Prize  Speaking  was  held  as  a  student  assembly 
on  December  12th  and  was  very  successful.  The  teachers  did  a 
fine  piece  of  work  as  usual  in  coaching  the  contestants.  We  have 
found  it  most  satisfactory  to  hold  this  event  during  the  morning. 
There  was  a  good  audience  of  approximately  five  hundred  students 
and  parents.  During  the  last  fifteen  years,  when  this  event  was 
held  in  the  evening,  if  one  hundred  and  fifty  persons  came  it  was 
considered  a  large  attendance. 

When  the  athletic  season  started  our  treasury  balance  was 
about  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  Mr.  Hart  took  over  the 
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duties  of  treasurer  in  September.  It  is  too  early  for  his  report  but 
we  know  that  this  season  has  been  a  good  one  financially.  When 
all  the  bills  are  paid  we  can  feel  sure  that  there  is  enough  to  carry 
us  through  the  winter  and  spring  sport  seasons  at  least  with  what 
the  basketball  games  should  bring  in.  Many  items  of  equipment, 
not  available  during  the  war,  have  to  be  purchased.  Much  equip- 
ment conserved  from  former  years  is  no  longer  present  on  our 
supply  room  shelves.  I  am  proud  of  the  fact  that  for  many  years 
our  athletic  association  has  been  solvent.  We  have  not  had  to 
appeal  to  the  school  committee  or  to  take  unusual  means  to  get 
money  for  our  athletics  expenses.  Not  many  high  schools  can  boast 
of  a  record  like  that. 

It  is  my  hope  that  this  report  will  give  you,  the  School  Com- 
mittee, and  the  people  of  Andover,  a  clearer  and  more  complete 
understanding  of  my  aims,  of  the  work  of  our  teachers,  of  some  of 
the  vital  problems  caused  by  the  changing  size  of  our  student  body, 
and  of  the  need  of  patience  and  consideration  on  the  part  of  every- 
one in  getting  our  high  school  back  to  normalcy  so  that  it  can 
best  serve  the  needs  of  the  young  men  and  women  of  the  town  in 
the  post-war  world.

I  am  pleased  to  submit  the  eleventh  annual  report  of  the  An- 
dover Junior  High  School.  It  will  review  for  you  the  several  aspects 
of  our  school  during  the  past  year. 

The  school  building  is  adequately  equipped  and  has  been  well 
cared  for  by  the  excellent  janitors.  It  is  to  their  credit  that  after 
more  than  ten  years  of  use,  only  minor  repairs  and  redecorating 
are  needed.  At  the  present  time  the  school  has  a  total  enrollment 
of  three  hundred  and  eighty-eight,  an  increase  of  twenty-two  over 
that  of  last  year. 

The  teaching  staff  has  several  new  members.  I  believe  a  few 
exchanges  are  always  desirable.  The  new  surroundings  are  an  in- 
centive to  the  new  teacher  and  the  novelty  of  a  fresh  personality  is 
stimulating  to  the  rest.  In  January,  !Mrs.  Dorothy  Sexton  resigned, 
and  Mr.  Kenneth  McKiniry  came  in  to  teach  eighth  grade  mathe- 
matics. Mrs.  Alberta  Crosby's  resignation,  in  February,  made  way 
in  the  Science  Department  for  Mr.  William  McDonald  on  his 
return  from  the  Navy.  In  September,  when  Mr.  George  Snyder 
went  to  teach  in  Winchester,  Mr.  McDonald  transferred  to  the 
Social  Studies  Department.  Mr.  Arthur  Weiss  was  elected  to  com- 
plete the  Science  staff.  Miss  Mary  Donahue  was  engaged  to  replace 
IVIrs.  Louise  McQuesten  as  teacher  of  Educational  Therapy.  Miss 
Katherine  Sweeney  transferred  from  the  Stowe  School  to  fill  the 
vacancy  which  had  existed  in  the  school  library  since  November 
1945.  These  changes  have  been  effected  without  disruption  of 
teaching  efficiency  due  to  the  high  caliber  of  the  new  teachers. 

There  have  been  only  minor  changes  in  the  curriculum.  The 
course  in  typewriting  has  been  discontinued,  because  the  three- 
year  course  in  the  high  school  seems  adequate.  Also,  since  we 
are  trying  to  improve  the  penmanship  of  the  students,  it  seemed 
advisable  to  emphasize  the  practice  of  hand-writing  whenever 
possible. 

The  full  report  of  the  Practical  Arts  Department  is  presented 
separately.  In  brief,  the  tendency  is  to  broaden  the  course  to  offer 
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the  students  wider  experiences  in  this  very  important  field.  The 
seventh  grade  girls  are  studying  homemaking  which  will  include, 
in  addition  to  cooking,  instruction  and  study  of  the  manual  and 
social  requirements  of  maintaining  a  home.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
type  of  course  will  advance  with  the  present  seventh  grade  and 
finally  be  developed  as  a  continuity  through  the  high  school.  An 
additional  teacher  will  be  needed  as  the  course  expands.  The  prac- 
tical arts  course  for  boys  would  be  enhanced  by  offering  printing 
and  sheet-metal  work  in  addition  to  wood-working.  This  would 
afford  the  boys  an  introduction  to  a  wider  field  from  which  to 
choose,  if  not  a  vocation,  then  an  avocation. 

It  is  axiomatic  that  there  is  certain  subject  matter  which  must 
be  taught  in  each  grade.  Changing  the  names  of  the  courses  does 
not  alter  the  facts.  Only  when  the  student  has  the  opportunity  to 
apply  his  knowledge  in  life  situations  will  the  abstract  facts  take 
on  real  meaning  for  him.  We  offer  him  these  opportunities  both  in 
the  classroom  and  in  the  extracurricular  activities.  This  is  possible 
because  of  the  well-balanced  teaching  staff.  Every  member  of  the 
staff  capably  assumes  a  responsibility  for  at  least  one  after-school 
program  in  addition  to  the  regular  classroom  work.  In  the  past  year, 
the  eighteen  fuU-time  and  five  part-time  teachers  have  supervised 
over  fifty  regular  outside  activities  and  cheerfully  assisted  at 
numerous  special  events.  Let  me  cite  certain  examples. 

Each  student  belongs  to  the  Student  Government  Association, 
and  what  is  more  exemplary,  exercises  his  democratic  privilege  of 
voting  for  its  officers  at  the  biannual  elections.  The  Council  of  the 
Association  supervises  clubs,  traffic  squad,  dances,  the  school 
paper,  sports  events,  and  similar  activities.  It  is  empowered  to 
impose  on  the  student  body  certain  regulations,  e.g.  traffic  rules, 
and  to  punish  violators  with  proper  judicial  procedure.  This  is  a 
most  effective  means  of  impressing  the  offender  with  the  fact  that 
his  transgression  has  been  not  against  an  individual  in  the  person 
of  a  teacher  or  principal,  but  against  a  society  of  which  he  is  a 
Tnember. 

One  class  period  each  week  is  devoted  to  club  meetings  where 
the  students  group  themselves  according  to  their  interest  in  dra- 
matics, handicraft,  stamps,  photography,  and  the  like.  About 
three-quarters  of  the  student  body  is  active  in  clubs.  The  school 
paper,  published  each  June,  is  the  result  of  several  months  of  selec- 
tion and  editing  of  pupil  contributions.  Each  week,  the  Junior 
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High  School  notes  for  the  Andover  Townsman  are  prepared  by 
two  ninth  graders.  The  school  bank  operates  realistically  in  collab- 
oration with  the  Andover  Savings  Bank.  It  closed  for  the  summer 
last  June  with  deposits  totaling  more  than  fifteen  hundred  dollars. 

The  sports  program  is  extensive  for  both  boys  and  girls.  Each 
pupil  is  a  member  of  one  of  the  four  color  teams  and,  by  participat- 
ing in  competitions,  may  earn  points  to  help  his  team  win  the  cup 
which  is  awarded  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  girls  play  soft-ball, 
volley-ball,  basketball,  soccer,  shuffleboard,  and  ping-pong  in  the 
appropriate  seasons.  I  heartily  endorse  competition  of  the  type 
which  exists  between  the  Andover  and  the  Reading  girls.  Several 
teams  play  regulation  games  in  an  informal  atmosphere — then 
winners  and  losers  gather  around  the  tea  table  to  become  better 
acquainted. 

The  boys,  instead  of  playing  on  their  Color  teams  for  tag  foot- 
ball, basketball,  soft-ball,  volley-ball,  ping-pong  and  shuffleboard, 
may  become  members  of  the  representative  school  teams  in  base- 
ball, basketball,  and,  for  the  first  time  this  fall,  football.  Such 
teams  provide  an  opportunity  for  the  serious  athlete  to  compete 
with  boys  of  comparable  ability.  As  long  as  the  boys,  to  the  best 
of  their  ability,  play  the  game  as  a  game  and  win  or  lose  gracefully, 
the  all-school  teams  will  have  justified  their  existence. 

The  Girls'  Band  numbers  many  Junior  High  School  girls  in  its 
members.  For  others  who  wish  to  broaden  their  musical  education, 
there  is  a  Glee  Club,  and  Orchestra.  The  Boys'  Choir  aroused  so 
much  interest  during  its  brief  existence,  it  might  well  be  a  perman- 
ent addition  to  the  music  program.  This  is  all  in  addition  to  the 
weekly  hour  devoted  to  introducing  all  the  pupils  to  some  of  the 
classics  and  helping  them  to  appreciate  the  best  in  music. 

Students  of  the  Art  Department  have  submitted  entries  in 
several  contests.  In  the  Jordan  Marsh  Contest,  four  Gold  Keys 
and  two  Honorable  Mentions  were  awarded  to  our  students  and 
Kent  Donovan  received  a  National  Scholastic  Award.  In  the 
Students'  Art  Contest  in  June,  the  x\ndover  Junior  High  School 
entries  carried  off  five  prizes  and  nine  honorable  mentions. 

Miss  Katherine  Sweeney  and  Mr.  Arthur  Weiss  are  directing 
the  guidance  procedures  in  the  school.  They  have  tested  the  student 
body  with  a  number  of  standard  tests,  the  results  of  which  are  on 
file.  Both  teachers  are  increasing  their  theoretical  knowledge  with 
outside  study  but  their  aptitude  in  dealing  with  individual  cases 
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must  come  from  insight  and  real  desire  to  help  the  pupils  with  their 
problems. 

In  the  field  of  special  guidance,  I  wish  to  commend  Mrs.  Walsh 
for  the  program  in  Educational  Therapy  which  she  has  developed. 
My  own  high  opinion  of  her  work  was  surpassed  by  that  of  the 
president  of  the  State  Association  for  Special  Education,  Mr.  Wil- 
liam Earle,  in  his  report  of  a  visit  to  her  classes. 

The  school  dances  which  are  held  about  once  a  month  on  Friday 
afternoon,  are  becoming  increasingly  popular.  On  the  evening  of 
May  11,  1946,  the  pupils  were  hosts  to  their  parents.  The  cooking 
classes  prepared  the  supper  and  the  upper  classes  served  it  and 
otherwise  assisted.  A  style  show,  gym  exhibition,  music,  moving 
pictures  and  two  one-act  plays  were  given  as  entertainment.  The 
attendance  of  nearly  seven  hundred  was  heartening  evidence  of  the 
parents'  interest  in  their  children's  activities. 

The  Parent-Teachers  Association  cooperated  to  make  the 
Parents'  Night  a  success.  The  Association  has  been  increasingly 
active  in  its  effort  to  strengthen  the  bonds  between  the  home,  the 
child,  and  the  school.  Each  home-room  has  a  parent  as  its  Room 
Mother,  an  important  link  in  the  three-way  relationship.  We  are 
appreciative  of  the  work  the  Parent -Teachers  Association  is  doing 
for  and  in  the  school.  When  so  much  of  the  training  the  child 
formerly  received  at  home  is  now  delegated  to  the  school,  con- 
tinual collaboration  between  the  school  and  the  parents  is  needed. 
In  one  sense  the  school  belongs  to  the  pupils  and,  by  extension,  to 
the  parents  and  community.  We  welcome  cooperation  of  the  par- 
ents in  school  affairs  because  thereby  the  school  becomes  more 
closely  allied  to  the  community. 

I  like  to  think  of  the  Andover  Junior  High  School  as  a  child- 
centered  "  school.  In  our  judgment  the  subject  matter  of  the  courses 
will  supply  the  basic  knowledge  the  child  will  need  as  a  citizen  of 
the  world.  He  is  encouraged  to  use  this  knowledge  in  situations 
that  arise  in  his  present  social  environment.  When  his  scribblings 
are  to  be  accorded  the  formality  of  publication  there  is  more  in- 
centive to  write  correctly.  When  he  has  charge  of  the  finances  of  a 
school  dance,  mathematics  becomes  very  personal.  Latin  takes  on 
a  new  meaning  when  the  many  current  mythological  references  are 
recognized.  Our  Student  Council  is  one  of  forty  similar  groups  in 
the  State  of  Massachusetts  which  meet  four  times  a  year  under  the 
sponsorship  of  the  Massachusetts  Civic  League  to  review  and  dis- 
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CUSS  the  work  accomplished  by  the  State  Legislature.  The  list  of 
illustrations  could  be  extended  almost  indefinitely.  The  teachers' 
real  interest  in  the  pupils  has  made  the  school  and  its  work  enjoy- 
able. A  happy  child  will  progress  faster,  the  more  progress,  the 
happier  the  child,  and  so  on  in  an  expanding  spiral. 

The  acumen  with  which  you  and  the  School  Committee  have 
elected  versatile  teachers  has  made  our  varied  program  possible. 
Its  success  is  due  to  the  able  cooperation  of  the  teachers  to  whom  I 
express  my  sincere  appreciation.

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Report  of  Director  of  Guidance 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
Andover,  Massachusetts 

Dear  Sir: 

In  compliance  with  yout  request,  I  submit  herewith  a  summary- 
report  of  the  progress  of  Veterans'  Education,  in  so  far  as  it  has 
concerned  the  Andover  PubUc  Schools. 

In  February,  1944,  a  guidance  committee  for  Veterans'  Educa- 
tion was  formed  at  the  request  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.  The  committee  was  composed  of  representatives  from 
the  town,  Phillips  Academy,  and  the  public  schools.  The  personnel 
of  the  committee  has  changed  considerably  since  its  origin  and, 
in  fact,  it  existed  in  name  only  for  some  time,  since  very  few  vet- 
erans had  returned  to  use  its  services.  The  committee  has  been 
active  since  the  early  winter  of  1945,  and  is  now  comprised  of  the 
following  members:

The  committee  met  at  two-week  intervals  with  returning  veterans 
who  desired  to  continue  training  in  a  wide  variety  of  fields.  Its 
main  objective  was  to  confer  with  the  veterans  and  to  make  every 
attempt  possible  to  find  solutions  to  their  problems. 

As  the  work  progressed,  the  tendency  developed  for  individual 
members  of  the  committee  to  advise  the  individual  veteran,  who 
seemed  to  fall  within  their  particular  sphere  of  activity.  Thus, 
graduates  or  former  students  of  Punchard  High  School,  as  well  as 
other  residents  of  the  town  who  were  veterans,  began  to  use  the 
services  of  the  Guidance  Department  in  seeking  educational 
advice.  Although  Andover  did  not  have  many  women  veterans, 
those  who  desired  to  do  so,  consulted  with  Mrs.  Carter,  Dean  of 
Girls.  The  majority  of  veterans  wished  to  attend  school  or  colleges 
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under  the  G.I.  Bill  of  Rights  or  Public  Law  16,  and  were  concerned 
chiefly  with  obtaining  sufficient  credits  for  admission  to  all  types 
of  schools.  The  Guidance  Department  remained  in  continuous 
operation  through  the  summer  of  1945  and  was  able  to  assist  many 
of  the  veterans  during  that  time,  both  through  the  use  of  testing 
facilities  and  by  arranging  for  their  admission  to  various  institu- 
tions, 

A  testing  service  was  also  extended  to  veterans  for  nonacademic 
purposes  in  selecting  vocational  fields,  with  satisfying  results. 

By  autumn  of  1945  a  large  number  of  veterans  had  begun  to 
return  and  the  immediate  problem  of  many  of  them  was  the  com- 
pletion of  credits  for  a  high  school  diploma.  In  the  late  fall  of  that 
year,  with  the  approval  of  the  school  committee,  special  night 
classes  were  organized  at  Punchard  High  School  for  veterans  in 
Andover  who  wished  to  do  high  school  work.  The  faculty  was 
composed  of  Miss  Evelyn  Banning,  Miss  Lilian  Fox,  Mrs.  Ger- 
trude Hardy,  and  Bernard  M.  KeUmurray.  The  school  had  a  total 
enrollment  of  thirty-two  pupils,  a  number  of  whom  had  already 
graduated  from  high  school  and  were  doing  refresher  work.  Several 
others  were  studying  at  the  sophomore  and  junior  levels.  Ten  of 
the  veterans  completed  the  work  for  their  school  diplomas,  and 
were  graduated  from  Punchard  High  School  with  the  class  of  1946. 

The  demand  for  secondary  school  courses  increased  rapidly  and, 
under  the  direction  of  the  State  Department  of  Education,  a 
summer  school  was  established  known  as  the  Veterans  Education 
Center,  which  functioned  from  June  24th  to  August  16,  1946.  The 
faculty  members  were :

A  total  of  sixty-eight  students  enrolled,  the  majority  of  whom 
were  high  school  graduates  preparing  for  college.  Of  eleven  under- 
graduates eight  completed  the  necessary  work  for  high  school 
diplomas.  Thirty-three  secured  admission  to  schools  and  colleges 
of  their  choice,  and  the  remainder,  with  the  exception  of  two,  con- 
tinued their  studies  in  the  fall  either  at  Punchard  or  elsewhere. 
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When  Punchard  High  School  reopened  in  the  fall  of  1946,  a 
number  of  veterans  who  had  been  enrolled  in  the  summer  session 
entered  the  regular  session,  some  as  post-graduates,  some  as  under- 
graduates. The  original  number  has  increased  frequently  since 
September,  the  total  now  enrolled  being  forty-one. 

Generally  speaking  the  program  for  veterans  has  been  a  most 
gratifying  one.  With  few  exceptions  they  have  proved  diligent 
and  capable  students,  and  thus  far  we  have  been  fortunate  in  our 
relations  with  schools  and  colleges  in  securing  admission  for  them. 
The  present  school  year  will,  in  my  opinion,  prove  to  be  the  peak 
year  in  college  admissions.  I  also  believe  that  it  will  be  the  heaviest 
year  for  veteran  enrollment  in  the  high  school,  since  a  large  ma- 
jority of  Andover  veterans  either  will  have  completed  their  school- 
ing by  the  end  of  this  year,  or  will  be  enrolled  in  advanced  schools. 

In  the  entire  course  of  our  dealings  with  veterans'  education  we 
have  relied  very  heavily  on  the  co-operation  and  assistance  of  Mr. 
Frank  P.  Markey,  Veterans'  Agent.  Mr.  Markey's  office  referred 
to  this  office  all  veterans  seeking  educational  information,  and  the 
final  disposition  of  the  class  was  reported  back  to  his  office  to  be 
incorporated  with  his  records.  We  are  also  indebted  to  members  of 
the  faculty  of  Phillips  Academy  who,  in  addition  to  service  on  the 
guidance  committee,  have  been  generous  with  their  time  and  effort 
for  consultative  purposes. 

During  the  fall  of  1946,  by  arrangement  between  the  Veterans' 
Agent  and  the  school  committee,  Miss  Frances  Surette  was  ap- 
pointed as  clerk  in  the  office  of  the  Guidance  Department  to  assist 
in  handling  veteran  affairs.  This  has  been  an  extremely  helpful 
measure,  and  has  greatly  facilitated  the  work  of  the  department. 

As  long  as  the  need  exists,  we  shall  be  happy  to  continue  extend- 
ing any  assistance  possible  to  the  veterans  of  Andover.  It  has  been 
an  inspiration  to  work  with  them,  and  I  am  confident  that  any 
efforts  made  by  either  the  state,  the  town,  or  private  individuals 
have  paid  ample  rewards  in  the  deserved  accomplishments  of  the 
people  to  whom  they  were  directed.

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Report  of  the  School  Nurse 

Mr.  Kenneth  L.  Sherman,  Superintendent  of  Schools 
Andover,  Massachusetts 

Dear  Sir: 

I  herewith  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as  School  Nurse  in 
the  Andover  Schools. 

The  year  1946  started  with  a  continuance  of  contagious  diseases, 
mainly  scarlet  fever,  whooping  cough,  measles  and  colds.  At- 
tendance throughout  the  town,  during  the  winter  and  early  spring 
months  was  very  poor.  The  fall  term  has  shown  a  big  improvement 
over  last  year  with  only  a  mild  epidemic  of  chicken  pox  in  one 
school. 

During  the  month  of  March  the  hearing  of  all  pupils  in  the 
third  grade  through  the  Senior  class  w^as  tested  with  the  State 
audiometer.  Eight  hundred  and  forty-six  were  tested.  Twenty  or 
2.3%  were  found  to  have  a  hearing  defect.  The  majority  of  this 
number  have  had  this  condition  for  a  number  of  years.  In  most 
cases  the  loss  of  hearing  followed  a  serious  illness.  Five  of  the 
twenty  students  are  handicapped  in  their  school  work  because  of 
their  disability. 

Preschool  registration  was  scheduled  for  the  second  week  in 
May.  The  advent  of  the  four  new  kindergartens  necessitated  a 
separate  registration  the  first  week  of  June.  The  principal,  first 
grade  teacher  of  each  school,  as  well  as  the  dental  hygienist,  and 
school  nurse  were  present  to  meet  the  children  and  parents  and 
distribute  literature.  Parents  were  urged  to  have  the  children 
examined  by  their  physician  during  the  summer.  The  teeth  of 
all  children  were  examined  by  the  dental  hygienist.  It  was  recom- 
mended that  any  necessary  dental  work  be  taken  care  of  before 
September.  The  same  proceedure  was  followed  in  regard  to  the 
kindergartens. 

Approximately  70%  of  the  entering  first  graders  were  examined 
by  a  physician,  a  10%  increase  over  last  year.  Although  the 
per  cent  in  the  kindergartens  was  not  as  high,  the  response  for  the 
first  year  was  encouraging.  The  return  of  dental  certificates  in 
September  showed  that  50%  of  the  parents  had  their  children's 
teeth  taken  care  of  during  the  summer.  A  large  number  of  parents 
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are  not  fully  aware  of  the  extent  of  dental  disease  and  the  sig- 
nificance of  having  it  cared  for  early  in  childhood.  It  cannot  be 
denied  that  it  is  a  physical  defect  present  in  almost  every  child  and 
is  apt  to  be  responsible  for  a  systemic  disease  of  major  importance. 

One  of  the  main  reasons  for  requiring  a  complete  physical  exam- 
ination on  every  child  entering  school  is  to  remedy  minor  defects 
early.  Many  children  go  through  life  with  physical  handicaps  that 
are  remediable.  Although  the  school  is  not  entierly  responsible 
in  these  cases,  a  great  deal  of  w^ork  is  being  done  toward  helping 
parents  to  realize  the  need  for  good  physical  well  being. 

Dr.  Blake's  routine  physical  examinations  have  been  done  in  the 
first,  (all  children  not  examined  by  physician  before  entering 
school)  fourth,  seventh,  and  tenth  grades.  This  examination  is  a 
stripped  to  the  waist  examination  of  heart,  lungs,  general  appear- 
ance posture,  throat,  teeth  and  feet.  Hearts  and  lungs  of  all 
eleventh  and  twelfth  grade  students  participating  in  the  physical 
education  program  are  also  examined  yearly.  In  addition  all  new 
students  in  the  elementary  and  Junior  High  School  were  given  a 
physical  examination. 

In  November  the  Diphtheria  Immunization  Clinic  was  started 
by  Dr.  Blake  under  the  auspices  of  the  Board  of  Health.  This 
program  consists  of  a  series  of  3  inoculations,  and  three  weeks 
elapsing  between  injections.  Fifty-five  pupils  were  inoculated. 
Due  to  the  fact  that  the  diphtheria  death  rate  is  greatest  in  the 
first  five  years  of  life,  most  doctors  start  immunization  in  the  first 
year.  Consequently  we  have  advanced  from  58%  to  71%  of  children 
immunized  before  entering  school. 

Dr.  Emmons  is  completing  his  eighth  year  of  visual  survey  work 
in  the  school.  Each  year  the  second,  seventh  and  twelfth  grades 
plus  any  child  referred  by  a  teacher  or  the  nurse  are  completely 
checked  by  him  with  the  idea  in  mind  of  trying  to  detect  those 
children  who  are  developing  myopia  or  near  sight edness. 

Many  records  of  teacher's  tests  with  the  illiterate  E.  charts  as 
usually  given  in  the  schools  were  found  to  be  insufficient  and  un- 
reliable. The  teachers  themselves  expressed  dissatisfaction  with 
the  results,  admitting  that  faulty  procedures,  such  as  inaccurate 
measurement  of  the  20-foot  distance,  poor  lighting  and  the  oppor- 
tunity given  the  children  for  memorizing  the  charts  defeated  the 
purpose  of  the  test. 

The  present  examination  includes: 
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1.  Visual  acquity  test,  each  eye  separately  and  two  eyes 
together 

2.  External  examination  when  necessary 

3.  Ophthalmoscopic  examination  when  necessary 

4.  Retinoscopic  examination  to  determine  refractive  error 

5.  Distance  and  near  phoria  tests  to  determine  muscle  balance 

6.  Stereopsis  check-up 

7.  Color  vision  test 

Certain  criteria  were  set  up  for  determining  the  recommenda- 
tions after  each  examination  is  completed. 
One  of  the  following  notations  is  made : 

1.  O.K. 

2.  Examination  indicated  attention  necessary 

3.  Examination  indicated  if  school  work  warrants  it 

4.  Yearly  check-up 

The  Dental  Health  Program  under  the  able  direction  of  Miss 
Shirley  Kenny  includes: 

1.  Annual  prophylaxis  and  dental  examinations 

2.  Monthly  inspection  for  cleanliness 

3.  Classroom  education  by  each  room  teacher 
In  general  the  dental  program  is  built  around: 

1.  The  need  for  early  and  regular  dental  attention 

2.  Proper  diet  for  building  and  maintaining  good  teeth 

3.  Cleanliness 

The  examination  of  each  child  is  recorded  so  that  each  child  has 
a  complete  dental  history  from  kindergarten  until  graduation  from 
high  school.  These  records  enable  the  school  personnel  to  note  the 
dental  improvement. 

After  cleaning  and  examining  the  teeth  of  240  high  school  stu- 
dents, only  49  had  no  dental  defects.  This  left  a  balance  of  191  with 
dental  decay,  37  of  whom  needed  extractions  of  one  or  more  per- 
manent teeth.  The  proportion  in  all  our  schools  is  about  the  same. 

In  the  event  any  major  defects  are  found  in  regard  to  heart, 
lungs,  eyes,  ears  or  teeth,  parents  are  notified  by  telephone,  written 
notice  or  a  home  visit. 

Last  year,  for  the  first  time,  the  town  was  required  to  have  a 
visiting  teacher  available  for  any  physically  handicapped  child. 
Mrs.  Anna  Walsh  has  been  carrying  on  this  work  in  addition  to  her 
regular  classroom  teaching.  This  service  is  for  any  child  physically

and  mentally  able  to  do  school  work.  In  the  past  year  six  children 
have  been  taught  for  a  total  of  72  hours. 

Plans  for  the  revision  of  the  health  program  in  the  elementary 
schools  are  progressing  slowly.  It  is  hoped  this  new  plan  will  give 
us  a  more  unified  and  progressive  health  course 

Health  education  is  carried  on  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  High 
Schools  by  means  of  lectures  and  films  in  the  physical  education 
classes.  Miss  Collins  and  Mr.  Dunn  are  giving  a  course  in  First 
Aid  to  all  high  school  students. 

In  the  spring  we  hope  to  have  Dr.  Sidwell's  habit  clinic  visit 
the  school  to  help  any  child  with  outstanding  problems,  social 
adjustments  or  reading  difficulties.  This  is  the  first  time  since  be- 
fore the  war  that  this  service  has  been  available. 

Routine  weekly  visits  are  made  to  all  schools  to  check  conditions 
and  investigate  absentees. 

Although  a  great  many  hours  of  my  time  are  still  spent  in  trans- 
porting sick  children  home,  parents  are  beginning  to  assume  the 
responsibility.  Parents  are  being  more  co-operative  about  keeping 
at  home  children  who  have  colds,  thereby  helping  us  to  prevent 
epidemics.  Massachusetts  state  law  requires  that  any  child  absent 
with  a  contagious  disease  must  present  a  written  statement  from 
the  doctor  before  being  readmitted  to  school. 

Co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  teachers  has  been  excellent.  In 
the  past  year  they  have  taken  over  the  responsibility  of  weighing 
and  measuring  plus  the  testing  of  eyes.  This  gives  me  much  more 
opportunity  to  check  on  absentees  and  for  follow-up  work  on  chil- 
dren with  major  defects. 

Health  education  begins  with  learning  good  health  habits.  As 
a  child  grows  older,  he  needs  to  learn  the  importance  of  protection 
of  his  health  in  order  to  assume  an  increasing  share  of  the  responsi- 
bility every  individual  has — to  maintain  himself  in  the  best  possible 
health.  Only  by  the  close  co-operation  of  home,  school  and  com- 
munity can  we  hope  to  build  healthy,  well-adjusted  citizens  of 
tomorrow.

To  the  Citizens  of  And  over. 

Economy  has  been  the  watchword  of  the  School  Department 
during  the  past  year.  This  is  further  reflected  in  the  fact  that 
the  amount  asked  in  the  1948  Budget  is  practically  the  same 
as  that  for  1947.  However,  when  economy  is  stressed,  many 
things  are  allowed  to  slide  and  to  go  undone,  thus  piling  up 
upon  succeeding  years.  While  the  Department  has  been  prac- 
ticing economy,  the  system  has  lost  several  good  teachers  who 
have  gone  elsewhere  to  better  themselves.  Some  went  to  other 
states  and  others  left  school  teaching  to  enter  other  fields  of 
endeavor.  It  is  noteworthy  that  this  was  the  first  year  in  more 
than  two  decades  that  the  School  Department  has  faced  the 
problem  of  losing  teachers  other  than  those  who  retired  because 
of  marriage  and  normal  retirement.  It  is  also  interesting  to 
note  that  the  Department  is  keeping  within  its  Budget  range 
in  the  face  of  increased  school  enrollment,  which  has  shown 
a  definite  steady  increase  over  the  past  two  years  with  every 
indication  that  this  rate  of  increase  will  continue  for  several 
years.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Andover 
Ladies  and  Ge?;tlemen: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  the  Andover  School  Committee 
the  fifty-eighth  annual  report  of  the  Andover  Schools. 

In  1947  there  were  several  personnel  changes.  In  May  1947, 
Lieutenant  Commander  Joseph  B.  Doherty,  USNR,  was  re- 
leased from  Federal  service  and  returned  to  his  position  in  the 
Andover  School  Department,  yir.  Doherty's  return  completed 
the  return  of  School  Department  personnel  from  the  armed 
services.  Mr.  Howard  V.  Hennigar,  who  had  had  an  outstand- 
ing record  in  the  Navy  and  who  had  returned  to  perform 
valuable  service  as  a  teacher  in  Punchard  High  School,  re- 
signed April  first  in  order  to  accept  a  much  higher  paid  position 
in  the  industrial  field.  Mr.  William  L.  McDonald,  another 
veteran  w'ho  had  returned  to  give  the  School  Department  ex- 
cellent service,  resigned  in  May  to  accept  a  position  with  the 
Federal  Government.  Miss  Mary  E.  Raker  resigned  to  accept 
a  position  in  Portland,  Oregon,  and  Miss  Rita  Foley  resigned 
to  accept  a  position  in  Fitchburg,  Massachusetts.  Mrs.  Georgi- 
anna  Hilton  resigned  her  position  as  principal  and  teacher  at 
the  West  Center  School  because  of  ill  health. 

In  May,  Mr.  Milton  C.  Blanchard,  Principal  of  the  Andover 
Junior  High  School,  resigned  in  order  to  accept  a  position  as 
Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Charlestown,  Rhode  Island.  Mr. 
Blanchard  had  served  Andover  well  for  eleven  years  as  a 
teacher,  a  principal,  and  in  time  of  need,  as  a  naval  officer. 

After  long  and  careful  deliberation  in  choosing  Mr.  Blan- 
chard's  successor,  Mr.  Milton  H.  Nelson  was  elected  as  princi- 
pal of  the  Andover  Junior  High  School.  Mr.  Nelson  came  to 
Andover  with  an  excellent  background  of  education  and  suc- 
cessful experience. 

Mr.  Walter  C.  Roberts  was  elected  to  the  position  vacated  by 
Mr.  William  L.  McDonald  and  was  also  appointed  football  and 
baseball  coach  for  Punchard  High  School  in  place  of  Mr. 
Kenneth  K.  McKiniry  w^ho  had  asked  to  be  relieved  of  these 
duties.  Mrs.  Alma  M.  Marshall  w^as  elected  to  take  the  place 
of  Miss  Rita  Foley  and  Mrs.  Gertrude  B.  Hardy  to  the  position 
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vacated  by  ]Mr.  Howard  V.  Hennigar.  Mrs.  Betty  H.  Richard- 
son, who  had  taught  successfully  for  several  years  in  West 
Andover,  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resig- 
nation of  Miss  Mary  Raker. 

Because  of  the  importance  of  the  teaching  of  reading  and 
following  my  recoromendations  in  the  annual  report  of  a  year 
ago,  Miss  Elizabeth  Hopkins  was  elected  as  a  part-time  teacher. 
Miss  Hopkins  has  given  Andover  excellent  service  as  a  reme- 
dial reading  teacher.  Although  I  have  stressed  the  importance 
in  every  report,  I  feel  that  I  should  again  sa}'  that  we  should 
continue  to  evaluate  and  stress  the  teaching  of  reading. 

The  Rinehart  Functional  Hand\\Titing  System,  under  the 
supervision  of  IVIiss  Claire  Andrews,  is  in  every  way  fulfilling 
our  expectations.  In  June  we  held  an  exhibition  of  the  year's 
work  in  the  Goldsmith  Library.  The  display  was  well  accepted 
and  graphically  illustrated  the  excellence  of  the  work  being 
performed. 

In  ^Nlarch  because  of  salary  increases  granted  by  the  elector- 
ate and  because  of  drastic  increases  in  cost  of  materials,  the 
operating  budget  showed  increase  and  was  adopted  for 
$267,131.  However,  great  care  has  been  used  throughout  the 
year  in  order  to  operate  the  department  efficiently  and  \\ith 
great  economy. 

As  the  total  school  emollment  continues  to  increase  the 
figures  speak  for  themselves  and  are  as  follows:

At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  Miss  Anne  Harnedy, 
principal  of  the  Shawsheen  School,  was  appointed  to  the 
principalship  of  the  West  Center  School  in  addition  to  her 
other  duties.  Miss  Harnedy  has  filled  this  position  in  a  very 
able  and  commendable  manner. 

There  are  now  only  four  elementary  principals  in  the 
School  Department,  all  experienced  teachers  of  several  years' 
service  in  the  town.  It  is  gratif^dng  to  me  to  see  how  whole- 
heartedly and  enthusiastically  these  principals  carry  on  their 
teaching  duties  as  well  as  those  of  administration.  It  is  very 
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evident  that  they  are  anxious  to  have  the  elementary  schools 
serve  the  needs  of  their  pupils. 

It  is  recommended  that  consideration  be  given  a  full  time 
assistant  in  the  Central  organization  and  additional  time  for 
the  Shawsheen  School.  This  would  meet  a  long  felt  need  due 
to  ever  increasing  administrative  duties  and  would  be  grate- 
fully received  by  ^Nliss  Catherine  M.  Barrett,  Principal  of  the 
Central  Schools,  who  has  the  largest  educational  unit  in  the 
Department,  and  by  Miss  Anne  Harnedy.  whose  time  is 
divided  between  two  schools. 

The  three  Parent-Teacher  Associations  in  the  town  have 
completed  another  successful  year.  The  Central  Association, 
under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Walter  Mondale  and  Mrs. 
Harrison  E.  Brown,  continued  its  active  and  valuable  support 
of  the  school  program.  The  Shawsheen  Association,  under  the 
presidencies  of  Mrs.  Walter  C.  Caswell  and  Mrs.  Philip 
Costello,  was  very  helpful  as  usual.  The  Association  sponsored 
an  article  which  was  adopted  by  the  Town  Meeting  for  the 
improvement  of  the  Shawsheen  School  grounds.  The  Ballard- 
vale  Association,  active  as  usual,  raised  approximately  $1000 
for  visual  education  for  that  school. 

Realizing  the  importance  of  thrift  education,  steps  w^ere 
taken  in  cooperation  wdth  the  Andover  Savings  Bank  to 
establish  a  savings  system  ir  the  elementary  schools. 

The  Physical  Education  :lass  schedules  for  the  Junior  and 
Senior  High  Schools  remain  the  same  as  last  year:  namely, 
three  periods  a  week  for  the  Junior  High  and  five  periods  a 
week  for  the  Senior  High  School.  With  the  present  facilities 
the  limit  has  been  reached  as  far  as  scheduling  more  classes  is 
concerned.  There  seems  to  be  no  question  that  the  plan  of  a 
Physical  Education  period  daily  is  most  beneficial  for  the 
students.  Recognizing  this  fact,  the  intra-mural  program  in  the 
Junior  High  School  allows  those  that  care  to,  to  participate 
five  periods. 

According  to  Physical  Fitness  Test,  the  High  School  con- 
tinues to  show  above  average.  This  can  be  attributed  to  the 
fact  that  each  day  a  period  is  devoted  to  activities  which  are 
planned  for  all-round  development. 

The  intra-mural  program  in  the  Junior  High  School  was 
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particularly  successful  this  year  under  the  leadership  of  Mr. 
Benjamin  F.  Dimlich.  During  the  fall,  forty-nine  boys  par- 
ticipated in  tackle  football.  Two  intra-mural  leagues  were 
conducted.  Fifty-seven  boys  received  credit  for  participation 
in  at  least  tw^o  of  three  tag-football  games  played  and  fifty-one 
boys  participated  in  at  least  two  of  the  three  soccer  games 
played  by  each  team.  Seventy-nine  boys  participated  in  some 
phase  of  the  Junior  High  fall  sports  program. 

I  wish  again  to  thank  the  School  Committee  as  a  whole  for 
the  cooperation  and  understanding  which  it  has  given  my 
educational  problems  and  to  thank  those  individual  members 
who  have  given  so  generously  of  their  time  in  serving  with  me 
on  sub-committees  on  separate  problems.

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Report  of  Principal  of  Punchard  High  School 

Dear  Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  my  seventh  annual  report  as 
Principal  of  the  Punchard  High  School. 

The  total  enrollment  to  date  is  326.  The  November  enroll- 
ment was  320.  We  have  but  three  or  four  veterans  in  school 
this  year,  and  they  are  all  members  of  the  regular  grades. 
This  year,  indications  are  that  more  boys  and  girls  of  high 
school  age  will  remain  in  school  than  has  been  the  case  in  the 
last  five  years.  Jobs  for  teen-agers  are  not  so  plentiful  as  they 
have  been  in  the  war  years.  Many  students  are  able  to  secure 
part  time  work,  however. 

Mr.  Joseph  Doherty  has  returned  to  the  high  school  faculty 
and  has  taken  over  the  classes  in  biology  and  science.  We  are 
very  glad  to  have  him  back  with  us.  Miss  Margaret  Hawkes- 
worth  has  been  retained  to  take  over  some  of  the  classes  in 
history  and  mathematics.  Miss  Ida  Grover  has  been  teaching 
one  period  of  first  3'ear  French,  and  we  are  grateful  to  have 
an  experienced  teacher  in  so  important  a  subject.  The  enroll- 
ment in  all  of  the  above  subjects  has  been  very  heavy  this  year. 

Eleven  high  school  pupils  are  taking  homemaking  this  year 
under  the  direction  of  Miss  Angle  Dantos.  If  this  course  is 
to  be  carried  into  the  upper  classes  next  fall,  it  will  pose  a 
problem  in  teacher  time.  It  appears  that  these  classes  will  be 
small  until  the  girls  gain  confidence  in  the  values  obtained 
by  pursuing  such  a  course.  All  the  ingenuity  and  resource- 
fulness of  the  teacher  are  needed  to  make  this  course  popular 
to  more  pupils. 

Some  of  the  classes  in  American  History,  sophomore  French, 
and  plane  geometry  are  still  too  large  for  all  of  the  pupils 
enrolled  to  get  the  full  benefit  of  the  subjects. 

Mr.  Stevens  and  Miss  Dugan  of  the  commercial  department 
have  been  given  classes  in  other  courses  in  order  to  take  care 
of  the  load  in  history  and  English.  Because  of  this  fact,  about 
thirty  pupils  who  \^•ished  to  take  typewriting  as  an  elective 
were  unable  to  do  so.  and  the  class  in  oral  English,  conducted 
previously  by  Mr.  Stevens,  was  not  offered.  This  last  fact  is 
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especially  regrettable  to  me  because  there  is  no  chance,  at  the 
present  time,  for.  any  of  our  pupils  to  get  much  of  this  im- 
portant training.  There  is  a  demand  for  a  speech  class,  and  it 
is  a  subject  which  can  benefit  every  person  in  school  no  matter 
what  course  of  studies  he  pursues. 

At  the  present  \\Titing,  the  best  interests  of  om^  pupils  would 
be  served  if  we  could  add  another  teacher  to  our  present  staff. 
She  would  be  used  to  teach  French  and  English  and  thus  ease 
the  load  in  these  two  departments. 

Our  new  football  coach,  Mr.  Roberts,  with  the  able  assistance 
of  Mr.  Dunn,  did  very  good  work  in  teaching  football  to  a 
group  of  inexperienced  boys.  Every  game  except  the  first  was 
a  close  contest.  A  break  here  and  there  in  an}'  game  could 
have  changed  defeat  into  victory.  The  spirit  of  the  team  was 
excellent,  and  the  student  body  was  behind  them  one  hundred 
per  cent.  The  cheer  leaders  did  fine  work  all  season.  The  band 
was  a  credit  to  the  school  as  usual.  Many  strangers  were  im- 
pressed with  its  all-around  performance  at  the  games. 

It  is  a  Httle  early  yet  to  sa}'  just  how  much  the  profits  of 
this  football  season  ^^ill  be.  The  expenses  are  abnormally  high 
because  of  purchases  of  new  equipment,  higher  pay  to  officials, 
the  addition  of  new  obligations  to  the  payroll,  federal  taxes, 
etc.  By  careful  planning  in  our  spending,  we  may  be  able  to 
get  through  the  year  ^vithout  a  deficit. 

Even  m  our  free  public  schools  the  cost  to  the  parent  of 
keeping  a  boy  or  girl  in  high  school  is  high.  Many  fathers 
with  several  children  in  school  find  it  a  real  burden.  My  policy 
has  been  to  keep  the  expense  to  the  student  down  to  an  absolute 
minimum.  I  feel  that  it  is  unwise  to  add  to  these  pupils  costs 
by  initiating  higher  dues  and  charging  for  this  and  that  ac- 
tivity, even  though  it  be  extracurricular. 

Reports  of  the  progress  of  our  1946  graduates  in  college  last 
year  were  extremely  good.  It  is  too  early  yet  to  receive  reports 
on  the  graduates  of  last  June.  Several  of  our  former  students, 
however,  have  given  us  good  accounts  of  their  progress  this 
fall.  We  have  every  reason  to  believe  this  last  group  will 
uphold  the  standards  set  by  earlier  graduates. 

In  closing,  I  ^vish  to  thank  you  and  the  members  of  the 
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school  committee  for  their  considerate  support  during  the 
past  year.

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Report  of  the  Andover  Junior  High  School 

Mr.  Kenneth  L.  Sherman,  Superintendent  of  Schools

Dear  Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  request,  I  submit  herewith  a  report 
of  the  Andover  Junior  High  School  for  the  term  September  1, 
1947  to  December  1,  1947.  Having  assumed  the  office  of 
principal  during  the  annual  school  year,  I  have  found  it  neces- 
sary^ to  confine  the  contents  of  this  report  to  an  abbreviated 
discussion  of  those  phases  of  the  school  program  related  to  the 
fall  term  of  this  year. 

It  was  my  pleasure  to  accept  the  principalship  of  the 
Andover  Junior  High  School  in  June  1947,  following  the 
resignation  of  Mr.  Milton  C.  Blanchard,  who  recently  accepted 
the  position  of  Superintendent  of  Schools  at  Charlestown, 
Rhode  Island. 

Upon  formal  acceptance  of  duties  in  September,  I  found  the 
school  unit  had  been  adequately  prepared  for  the  commence- 
ment of  school  exercises.  The  custodians  of  the  school  should 
indeed  be  commended  for  their  excellent  services.  It  was  also 
gratifying  to  note  that  some  of  the  work  of  redecorating  the 
various  classrooms  of  the  school  had  already  been  started  ac- 
cording to  previous  arrangements.  During  the  summer  recess 
the  Educational  Therapy  room,  occupied  by  Mrs.  Walsh,  had 
been  attractively  painted  in  shades  which  were  in  keeping  with 
modern  color  dynamics.  Such  improvements  connote  the  desire 
upon  the  part  of  administration,  to  provide  more  desirable 
environments  in  which  pupils  may  be  guided  through  their 
various  experiences  and  consequently  are  wholeheartedly  ap- 
preciated by  the  pupils,  teachers,  and  principal  alike. 

The  teaching  staff  has  remained  quite  constant  during  the 
past  year.  Mr.  William  McDonald  resigned  and  was  succeeded 
by  Mr.  Walter  Roberts  in  the  Social  Studies  Department.  Mr. 
Roberts  also  serves  as  varsity  athletic  coach  in  the  high  school. 
Mr.  Arthur  Weiss  is  on  leave  of  absence  because  of  ill  health. 
His  services  in  the  fields  of  guidance  and  teaching  have  been 
a  valuable  asset  to  the  school  in  the  past. 
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It  has  been  necessary  to  alter  the  teaching  assignments  to 
meet  immediate  needs.  Miss  Katherine  Sweeney,  who  last  year 
administered  special  guidance  ser^'ices  to  girls  of  the  school, 
has  assumed  the  responsibilities  in  this  area  of  work  for  both 
girls  and  boys  this  year,  Mr.  Kenneth  McKiniry  now  teaches 
full  time  in  the  Mathematics  and  Science  Departments  of  the 
junior  high  school.  Miss  Ida  Grover,  at  the  present  time,  is 
devoting  six  periods  a  day  to  the  teaching  of  Algebra,  Latin 
and  English,  in  our  unit,  and  one  period  a  day  at  the  high 
school.  Rearranging  the  schedule  for  the  present  year's  w^ork, 
we  have  attempted  to  consider  each  pupil's  abilities,  needs,  and 
interests.  We  are  as  keenly  interested  in  the  pupil's  social, 
emotional,  and  physical  growth  as  we  are  in  his  mental  or 
intellectual  development. 

Few  major  changes  in  the  curriculum  were  instituted  this 
year.  The  curriculum,  on  the  basis  of  constants  with  variables, 
continues  to  function  advantageously  through  the  three  grades. 
The  program  of  studies  is  broad  and  flexible  enough  in  scope 
to  permit  a  wide  range  of  individual  difference  recognition. 

Since  the  curriculum  serves  the  needs  of  the  pupils  as 
various  demands  arise,  it  was  decided  that  a  handwriting 
system  might  be  employed  this  year  at  the  seventh  grade  level. 
The  William  Rinehart  Handwriting  System  has,  therefore, 
been  incorporated  into  the  program  of  that  grade.  Teachers  in 
all  three  grades  are  greatly  aware  of  the  necessity  of  better 
penmanship  in  the  school,  and  after  observing  the  Rinehart 
plan  for  a  period  of  three  months,  they  are  convinced  of  the 
value  of  reviving  this  "lost  art." 

Plans  are  in  progress,  consistent  wdth  former  policy,  to 
broaden  the  Practical  Arts  program  to  the  extent  that  even 
more  pupils'  interests  may  be  served.  It  is  our  belief  that  every 
pupil  should  have  the  right  to  develop  himself  to  the  limit  of 
his  ability  and  capacity.  We  are  firmly  aware  of  the  great 
responsibility  of  educating  all  the  pupils  of  all  people.  We  also 
realize  the  importance  of  continued  evaluation  and  research 
relative  to  the  school  program  itself,  in  order  to  locate 
strengths  and  weaknesses  and  to  make  improvements  ac- 
cordingly. 

The  guidance  procedures  of  the  school  are  being  directed 
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by  Miss  Katherine  Sweeney  in  a  most  capable  manner.  Mr. 
Bernard  Kellmurray,  Guidance  Director,  has  given  a  great 
deal  of  time  and  service  in  solving  individual  case  problems. 
He  has  also  outlined  a  carefully  planned  testing  program  for 
our  utilization  this  year.  Much  emphasis  is  being  placed  upon 
the  use  of  cumulative  records,  supplementing  the  guidance 
work.  Homeroom  and  classroom  teachers  are  emplo}dng  mul- 
tiple measures  to  permit  them  to  know  better  the  pupils  they 
are  instructing,  and  the}'  realize  their  importance  in  relation 
to  the  over-all  guidance  program. 

No  guidance  program  is  valuable  unless  supplemented  by 
ser^dces  of  the  home.  The  Parent-Teacher  Association  as  a 
group,  and  individual  parents  have  cooperated  splendidly 
\^Tith  the  school  in  furthering  the  interests  of  the  pupils.  Our 
teachers  are  continuing  to  make  home  visits  and  parents  fre- 
quently visit  the  school  to  discuss  individual  problems  with 
teachers,  guidance  workers,  and  the  principal. 

We  are  endeavoring  to  maintain  our  librar}^  as  a  central  or 
focal  acti\dty  in  the  school  curriculum.  Between  September 
and  June,  forty-one  new  books  were  added  to  our  library.  New 
magazines  are  being  added  each  month,  and  w^e  are  privileged 
in  that  our  own  library  coordinates  its  resources  with  those 
of  the  Memorial  Hall  Library. 

Our  physical  program  has  this  year  attained  its  most 
successful  record  in  the  history-  of  the  school.  One  hundred  and 
thirty  boys  are  already  enrolled  in  some  phase  of  intramural 
sports,  including  football,  volley-ball,  and  soccer.  Varsity  foot- 
ball, which  became  official  a  year  ago,  has  been  a  successful 
venture  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Benjamin  Dimlich.  An 
interested  group  of  fathers  sponsored  a  Boosters'  Day,  which  in 
turn  provided  adequate  funds  to  equip  partially  some  forty  boys 
for  this  sport.  Forty-nine  boys  participated  in  varsity  football 
during  the  past  season.  Fifty- seven  boys  received  credit  for 
participating  in  touch-football  league  games. 

Approximately  fifty  junior  high  school  girls  are  participating 
in  intramural  sports  and  game  activities,  which  involve  the 
pla^dng  of  soccer,  basketball,  volley-ball,  and  softball.  The 
number  of  participants  is  steadily  increasing. 

In  addition  to  his  regular  teaching  duties,  each  teacher  spon- 
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sors  a  special  club  activity.  There  are  some  fifteen  clubs  which 
have  become  a  part  of  the  school  schedule.  Some  of  the  clubs 
developed  largely  because  of  pupil  interest,  and  all  are  attended 
voluntarily.  Pupils  are  encouraged  to  gain  more  power  through 
expression  of  their  interests,  creative  efforts,  and  abilities. 
Many  programs  which  involve  dances,  pla3^s,  public  speaking, 
the  school  paper,  and  the  very  busy  group  of  student  secre- 
taries, trained  by  Mrs.  Walker,  have  been  planned  for  the  en- 
suing year  and  provide  opportunity  for  creative  work  and 
expression. 

The  school  gains  a  valuable  lesson  in  democratic  living 
through  the  medium  of  its  own  organization  into  a  student 
government  body.  This  Student  Government  Association,  as  it 
is  known,  skillfully  manages  its  affairs  by  means  of  a  Student 
Council  which  is  a  representative  group  having  been  elected  by 
various  homeroom  organizations.  This  Student  Council,  under 
careful  guidance,  is  granted  a  great  deal  of  responsibility  in  the 
business  and  social  conduct  of  school  life. 

The  work  accomplished  by  our  Educational  Therapy 
teachers  deserves  a  great  deal  of  commendation.  A  record  of 
the  services  of  Mrs.  Anna  Walsh  and  Miss  Mary  Donahue 
might  well  constitute  a  full  length  report. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you  and  the  Andover 
School  Committee  for  the  kindnesses  you  have  so  generously 
afforded  me.  It  is  indeed  a  pleasure  to  be  associated  with  the 
Andover  School  System,  and  it  is  my  sincere  desire  to  con- 
tribute something  of  value  to  the  Andover  Junior  High 
School  educational  endeavors. 

I  feel  that  I  should  report  to  you  concerning  the  outstanding 
services  of  Mr.  Benjamin  Dimlich  and  my  secretary,  Mrs. 
Mary  V.  Walker.  Their  assistance  during  this  term  has  en- 
abled the  school  to  function  normally  in  all  respects  from  the 
administrative  standpoint.

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Report  of  Director  of  Guidance

Andover.  Massachusetts 

Dear  Sir: 

I  submit  herewith  my  fourth  annual  report  as  Director  of 
Guidance  in  the  Andover  Public  Schools. 

The  most  satisfactory  achievement  in  guidance  during  the 
past  year  has  been,  to  my  mind,  the  coordination  of  the  pro- 
gram throughout  the  various  branches  of  the  school  system. 
This  has  made  possible  the  extension  of  a  unified  service  to  all 
children  of  the  public  schools  and  has  brought  uniformly  re- 
warding results.  A  decrease  in  the  number  of  requests  for 
assistance  to  veterans,  combined  with  additional  personnel  in 
the  elementary  and  junior  high  schools,  has  placed  the  central 
gmdance  office  in  a  better  position  to  remain  in  close  touch 
with  all  of  the  work. 

Aliss  Elizabeth  Hopkins,  the  teacher  of  corrective  reading,  is 
also  qualified,  both  b}'  training  and  experience,  to  perform 
testing  and  counseling  duties.  In  the  very  nature  of  her  reading 
work,  she  naturally  encounters  many  of  the  cases  w-hich  re- 
quire special  treatment;  in  each  such  instance,  she  brings  the 
matter  to  the  attention  of  those  in  the  best  position  to  effec- 
tuate a  remedy  (teachers,  principals,  parents,  or  guidance 
officers).  As  a  result,  we  are  now  able,  many  times,  to  fore- 
stall possibly  much  graver  difficulties  in  the  future.  Miss 
Hopkins  has  also  conducted  the  routine  group  testing  of  intelli- 
gence in  all  of  the  elementary  schools  this  year,  thereby  con- 
siderably decreasing  the  burden  on  the  classroomi  teachers  and 
the  Guidance  Department. 

While  the  work  done  by  the  so-called  "special  classes"  is  vir- 
tualh'  a  department  in  itself,  there  has  been  close  cooperation 
with  the  Guidance  Department.  We  have  worked  on  a  num- 
ber of  special  cases  which  are  actually  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
Mrs.  Walsh  and  Miss  Donohue.  and  have,  in  turn,  received 
invaluable  assistance  from  both  teachers,  particularly  in  the 
individual  administration  of  the  Stanford-Binet  tests,  where 
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such  procedure  seemed  advisable.  The  teachers  of  the  special 
classes  actually  carry  on  a  full  time  guidance  program  of  their 
own,  since  so  much  of  their  work  must  be  done  wholly  on  an 
individual  basis.  Home  visits,  special  testing,  and  much  diag- 
nostic work  are  among  their  contributions  to  the  public  school 
guidance  program  as  a  whole. 

In  all  instances  vvhere  problems  of  guidance  and  health  ap- 
peared to  be  interwoven,  we  have  relied  heavily  on  the  assis- 
tance of  Miss  Ruth  Westcott,  School  Nurse,  who  has  been  of 
great  assistance  on  mmierous  occasions.  Her  work  ^^■ith  the 
Mental  Health  Clinic,  in  w^hich  Mrs.  Walsh  and  Miss  Donohue 
also  participated,  was  of  great  value,  and  it  is  my  urgent 
recommendation  that  the  work  be  continued  annually.  It  serves 
to  get  at  the  root  of  some  of  the  most  involved  personal  difficul- 
ties of  some  of  the  school  children.  It  is  important  to  note,  how- 
ever, that  continuation  of  the  sei^^'ice  is  dependent  upon  the 
cooperation  of  the  school  authorities  in  carrying  out  the  recom- 
mendations made  by  the  Clinic. 

In  the  Junior  High  School,  the  assignment  of  Miss  Kathryn 
Sweeney  and  Mr.  Arthur  Weiss  to  guidance  duties  assured  that 
school  of  a  well-rounded  and  carefully  executed  program  of 
testing  and  counseling.  Unfortunately.  Mr.  Weiss'  illness  and 
consequent  leave  of  absence  has  thrown  the  burden  of  the 
whole  structure  on  Miss  Sweeney,  who  deserves  special  com- 
mendation for  the  excellent  quality  of  her  greatly  increased 
work.  Mr.  Weiss,  prior  to  his  illness,  had  already  proved  him- 
self a  capable  guidance  officer,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  he  will 
resume  his  duties  when  he  recovers.  A  complete  counseling 
service  is  carried  on.  with  all  students  being  interviewed  and 
given  all  possible  assistance  in  choice  of  courses,  in  raising 
lagging  marks  or  effort,  and  in  general  improvement.  Miss 
Sweeny  has  already  administered  the  Otis  Intelligence  Tests 
for  this  year,  and  they  be  supplemented  with  tests  of 

mechanical  and  other  aptitudes,  and  with  the  Iowa  Tests  of 
Educational  Development  which  have  proved  so  useful  in  the 
ninth  grade  in  former  years.  Since  I  usually  send  you  a  sepa- 
rate report  on  these  tests.  I  shall  not  discuss  them  here  beyond 
stating  that  they  have,  in  general,  shown  that  our  students  at 
that  level  consistently  compare  most  favorably  with,  those  of 
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Other  schools  and  sections,  and  the  tests  have  indicated  to  us 
where,  and  in  what  manner,  we  can  strive  for  improvement. 

In  Punchard  High  School,  the  past  two  years  have  ^vitnessed 
a  very  sharp  increase  in  the  nimiber  of  students  w^ho  wish  to 
study  beyond  high  school.  Coincident  with  this  have  been  two 
factors  which  may  be,  to  some  extent,  contributory:  1)  the 
relatively  large  number  of  college  preparatory  veterans  w-ho 
returned  last  year,  and  2)  the  unusual  good  fortune  which  we 
experienced  in  placing  both  veterans  and  non-veterans  in 
schools  of  their  choice.  In  any  event,  it  is  my  belief  that  the 
trend  is  a  trifle  too  marked  to  be  entirely  desirable.  Both  cur- 
ricular  and  vocational  problems  are  presented  by  some  stu- 
dents, who  might  well  do  better  in  some  other  course,  when 
they  insist  on  enrolling  in  the  college  preparatory  courses.  Vve 
are  using  both  interest  and  aptitude  testing  on  an  increased 
scale,  as  well  as  extensive  personal  counseling,  to  use  every 
accepted  method  of  pointing  out  to  the  students  where  the  best 
possibilities  lie  for  them.  It  is,  of  course,  gratif}dng  that  so 
many  of  our  graduates  enter  and  do  well  in  advanced  schools; 
but  I  am  referring  here  to  those  who  elect  high  school  work 
incompatible  \\ith  their  talents,  and,  as  a  result,  finish  high 
school  w-ith.  no  aims  and  virtually  no  skills.  There  is  available 
a  great  wealth  of  vocational  material,  visual  aid  programs, 
books  and  pamphlets  w^hich  might  be  calculated  to  arouse  the 
interest  of  some  of  the  students.  Most  of  this  material  is  very 
expensive,  and  I  have  hesitated  to  request  much  of  it  because 
of  prohibitive  costs.  The  condition  may  right  itself  in  time,  but 
I  feel  it  best  to  call  it  to  your  attention  now. 

I  believe  that  our  testing  facilities  throughout  the  school  sys- 
tem are  considerably  greater  than  those  offered  in  most  schools 
of  comparable  size.  In  fact,  they  compare  very  favorably  with 
those  in  use  at  only  the  very  large  schools.  This  program  is 
not  unduly  costly,  however,  and  the  results  have  already 
proved  worth-while.  Intelligence  Tests  are  given  in  the  kinder- 
gartens, first,  second,  fourth,  sixth,  eighth,  tenth,  and  twelfth 
grades.  Achievement  tests  are  used  throughout  the  elementary 
schools  and  where  requested  by  individual  subject-matter 
teachers  in  the  high  school.  The  aforementioned  Iowa  Tests 
measure  achievement  in  the  Junior  High  School.  In  all  cases, 
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a  wide  variety  of  the  most  reputable  and  valid  objective  tests 
is  used.  The  Kuder  and  Cleeton  interest  tests  are  administered 
widely  in  the  high  school. 

Both  the  Dean  of  Girls  and  I  have  felt  that,  in  recent  times 
more  than  ever,  it  has  been  important  for  us  to  maintain  the 
most  cordial  relations  possible  with  schools  and  colleges  gen- 
erally. We  have  worked  carefully  on  this  plan,  both  by  visiting 
other  institutions  and  by  having  their  representatives  call  on 
us.  The  results  have  been  most  satisfactory,  as  may  be  wit- 
nessed by  the  placement  record  of  Punchard  students  in  the 
last  two  years. 

Mrs.  Carter,  dividing  her  time  between  her  duties  in  guid- 
ance and  those  in  the  English  Department,  interviews  all  girls, 
makes  all  arrangements  for  their  applications  to  be  submitted, 
and  maintains  a  constant  check  on  their  progress  or  failure 
during  high  school.  She  does  so,  I  may  say,  with  great  success 
in  her  personal  relations  with  students.  My  own  efforts  are 
directed  along  the  same  line  tow^ard  the  boys  in  Punchard, 
while  generally  supervising  guidance  activities  throughout  the 
school  system. 

The  principals  and  teachers  have  cooperated  greatly.  For 
that  I  am  grateful,  as  well  as  to  you  and  the  School  Committee 
for  the  unfailing  support  you  have  given  us.

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Report  of  the  School  Nurse

Dear  Sir: 

I  am  pleased  to  present  my  fifth  amiual  report  as  School 
Nurse  in  the  Andover  Schools. 

Health  education  is  the  joint  responsibility  of  the  home,  the 
school,  and  the  community.  The  school  does  not  expect  to 
supplant  the  home,  but  rather  to  allow  the  child  to  find  at 
school  support  for  the  program  of  healthful  living  which  is 
taught  at  home. 

The  objects  of  the  school  health  program  are: 

1.  The  correction  of  physical  defects. 

2.  The  reduction  of  communicable  disease. 

3.  The  interpretation  of  the  school  health  policies  to 
parents  and  the  development  of  home  and  school  co- 
operation. 

4.  The  development  and  maintenance  of  desirable  health 
habits. 

5.  The  development  of  healthful  school  living. 

6.  The  development  of  health  knowledge. 

7.  The  development  of  desirable  mental  attitudes  toward 
health,  health  practices,  and  life  situations. 

Andover  is  fortunate  in  having  a  very  healthy  school  popu- 
lation. Very  few  children  are  found  to  have  major  defects 
which  cannot  be  corrected. 

Contagious  Diseases  have  been  at  a  minimum  during  the 
year  1947.  Chicken  pox  was  the  most  prevalent  during  the 
winter  and  early  spring  terms.  The  fall  term  has  brought 
forth  several  cases  of  whooping  cough.  This  is  one  of  the  most 
serious  of  all  the  contagious  diseases.  Due  to  the  difficulty  in 
early  diagnosis,  and  because  of  the  immunization  which  most 
children  have  in  the  first  year  of  life,  we  find  it  neccessary 
to  send  home  any  children  with  suspicious  coughs. 

For  the  first  time  since  before  the  war.  Dr.  Sidwell's 
traveling  clinic  w^as  in  Andover  for  ten  days  during  the  month 
of  April.  The  clinic  is  mainly  for  children  ^^dth  outstanding

problems,  social  adjustments,  or  reading  difficulties.  Forty- one 
pupils  were  tested.  Recommendations  are  made  to  the  super- 
intendent as  to  the  handling  of  these  children. 

Plans  are  being  made  to  have  the  clinic  return  in  January. 

Pre-school  registrations  for  the  kindergartens  were  held 
the  first  week  in  June.  The  principal,  kindergarten  teacher, 
dental  hygienist,  and  school  nm^se  were  present  to  greet  the 
parents  and  children.  Each  child  had  his  teeth  examined  by 
the  dental  hygienist.  Health  cards  and  booklets  describing  the 
health  policies  and  facilities  available  through  the  school  were 
distributed. 

Approximately  80%  of  all  children  entering  the  kinder- 
garten have  been  examined  by  their  physicians,  a  10%  in- 
crease over  last  year. 

Dr.  Blake,  school  physician,  is  giving  physical  examinations 
to  all  the  children  in  the  fourth,  seventh,  and  tenth  grades,  and, 
in  addition,  all  children  in  the  first  grade  not  examined  before 
entering  school,  and  all  new  students  in  the  school  system. 
This  examination  is  a  stripped-to-the-waist  examination  of 
heart,  lungs,  throat,  general  appearance,  posture,  and  feet. 
Hearts  and  lungs  of  all  eleventh  and  twelfth  grade  students 
participating  in  the  physical  education  program  are  also  ex- 
amined yearly. 

The  smallest  Diphtheria  Immunization  Clinic  since  the 
beginning  of  this  service  is  now  under  way.  88%  of  the 
children  in  the  first  grade  had  been  immunized  before  entering 
school. 

Dr.  Emmons  is  volunteering  his  time  for  the  ninth  consecu- 
tive 3'ear  in  visual  sm^vey  work.  Each  year  the  children  in  the 
second,  seventh,  and  twelfth  grades  and  any  child  referred  by 
a  teacher  or  the  nurse  are  examined  to  detect  those  children 
who  are  developing  myopia  or  nearsightedness. 

Mrs.  Anna  ^^'alsh  and  Miss  Mary  Donahue  are  serving  as 
visiting  home  teachers  for  physically  handicapped  children. 
This  service  is  available  to  children  physically  and  mentally 
able  to  do  school  work,  but  unable  to  attend  school  because  of 
illness.  Most  prominent  cases  this  year  have  been  rheumatic 
fever,  poliomyelitis,  and  bronchial  asthma  patients. 

The  hearing  of  all  children  in  the  school  system  will  be 
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tested  in  the  near  future.  The  new  pure  tone  test  will  be  used. 
This  is  the  fiist  time  we  have  had  the  opportunity  to  use  this 
test.  We  should  be  able  to  screen  out  many  more  youngsters 
^^ith  minor  hearing  defects. 

Plans  are  being  made  to  have  the  entire  high  school  student 
body  tested  for  Tuberculosis  in  January.  The  Patch  Test  will 
be  used.  All  positive  reactors  will  be  x-rayed.  At  the  same  time 
it  is  hoped  that  the  entire  school  personnel  will  be  x-rayed, 
including  teachers,  janitors,  bus  drivers,  and  cafeteria  workers. 

The  Health  Education  program  has  been  greatly  augmented 
by  the  use  of  films  and  numerous  visual  aids  which  are  once 
more  available.  The  health  department  has  sponsored  six 
assemblies  on  various  phases  of  health  education. 

Routine  visits  are  made  to  all  the  schools  to  check  conditions 
and  investigate  reasons  for  absenteeism.  I  make  an  average  of 
six  home  visits  a  week  to  discuss  physical  defects  and  other 
major  problems. 

Cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  teachers  has  been  excellent. 
In  spite  of  their  busy  programs,  they  are  continuing  to  carry 
on  the  testing  of  eyes  and  the  weighing  and  measuring  of  their 
pupils. 

Each  year,  by  enriching  the  health  program,  we  feel  that  our 
work  is  becoming  more  closely  integrated  with  the  school 
program,  thereby  more  nearly  arriving  at  our  aims  and  ob- 
jectives.

She  had  also  taught  in  Maiden,  Massachusetts, 
for  several  years.  Mss  Eunice  O'Donnell,  formerly  of  Reading, 
came  to  Andover  directly  from  Portland,  Oregon,  to  take  the  place 
of  Mrs.  Adele  Savage  as  teacher  of  the  kindergartens  in  the  Shaw- 
sheen  School.  Miss  Margaret  Hawkesworth  who  for  several  years 
had  served  Andover  well  as  a  military  substitute  was  elected  to  take 
the  place  of  ]VIr.  Doherty.  Miss  Hawkesworth  had  taught  in  An- 
dover while  Mr.  Doherty  served  us  in  the  United  States  Navy. 

In  several  of  my  annual  reports  I  have  stressed  the  importance 
of  the  teaching  of  reading.  In  January  1947,  Miss  Elizabeth  L. 
Hopkins  was  elected  as  a  part-time  teacher.  Miss  Hopkins  has  given 
Andover  excellent  service  for  two  years  as  a  part-time  teacher  of 
remedial  reading.  It  is  a  source  of  great  satisfaction  that  she  has 
now  been  placed  on  a  full-time  status  as  a  reading  specialist. 

In  my  last  few  reports  I  have  stressed  the  impending  increases  in 
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enrollment,  and  it  still  appears  that  we  are  faced  with  a  steady 
increase.  The  following  are  significant  figures: 


The  1949  estimated  figure  includes  the  estimate  of  the  number 
of  pupils  that  are  expected  to  attend  from  Boxford  because  of  the 
action  of  the  School  Committee  which  admits  Boxford  Junior  and 
Senior  High  School  pupils  for  one  school  year. 

The  driver-training  course  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Owen 
Hinckley  has  been  an  outstanding  success  this  year.  We  have  re- 
ceived complimentary  and  commendatory  letters  from  the  Registry 
of  Motor  Vehicles.  We  have  been  very  fortunate  in  having  the  use 
of  a  new  Ford  dual  control  car  furnished  through  the  courtesy  of 
the  Shawsheen  Motor  Mart.  Approximately  105  pupils  have  re- 
ceived training  this  year. 

The  Physical  Education  Department  continues  successfully  in 
the  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools.  It  is  my  belief  that  the  ele- 
mentary school  program  could  well  be  re-organized,  and  in  ac- 
cordance with  this  recommendation  the  School  Committee  has 
included  funds  in  the  budget  for  a  part-time  elementary  school 
physical  education  teacher.  I  beheve  that  this  will  help  us  to  show 
real  progress  in  an  adequate  elementary  school  program. 

The  Cafeteria  continued  this  year  under  the  Federal  Lunch 
Program.  Because  of  increased  cost  it  was  necessary  to  increase  the 
prices  of  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  School  lunch  from  twenty  to 
twenty-five  cents.  The  Cafeteria  maintained  its  eligibility  for  the 
maximum  Federal  subsidy  by  continuing  its  policy  of  not  offering 
candy,  carbonated  beverages  and  other  foods  of  little  nutritional 
value  which  tend  to  reduce  sales  of  hot  lunches.  Through  the 
Federal  Lunch  Program  the  Cafeteria  was  able  also  to  obtain 
without  charge  the  following  equipment :

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This  equipment  has  added  much  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Cafeteria. 
At  the  present  time  there  is  a  larger  group  taking  advantage  of  the 
complete  hot  meal  than  last  year,  and  I  would  Hke  to  commend 
at  this  time  Mrs.  Crane  and  the  other  workers  in  the  school  Cafe- 
teria. 

For  many  years  the  people  of  Andover  have  been  fortunate  in 
having  a  good  athletic  program.  Our  teams  over  a  long  period  of 
years  have  been  very  successful.  Athletics  need  careful  supervision 
at  all  times.  This  year  during  the  football  season  a  Committee  of 
interested  citizens  under  the  name  of  the  "Boosters  Committee'* 
raised  approximately  $4500  to  help  out  athletics  in  Punchard  High 
School.  Not  only  did  this  money  add  greatly  to  the  efficiency  of  our 
athletic  program,  but  the  large  area  of  interest  showTi  was  a  tre- 
mendous "boost"  to  the  general  morale  of  the  school.  I  would  like 
to  take  this  opportunity  of  publicly  thanking  the  "Boosters  Com- 
mittee" for  the  interest  they  have  shown  in  the  boys  and  girls  in 
our  schools. 

Space  does  not  permit  me  to  report  on  every  department.  How- 
ever, the  special  activities  of  the  English  Department  this  year  are 
worthy  of  recognition.  The  English  Department  of  the  Junior  and 
Senior  High  Schools  under  the  leadership  of  Miss  Lihan  Fox  have 
welded  themselves  together,  through  departmental  meetings  and 
many  conferences,  into  a  very  effective  group. 

Re-estabHshment  of  mid-year  and  final  examinations  in  the  ninth 
through  twelfth  grades  was  the  subject  of  much  careful  study  and 
deliberation  by  the  Committee  during  the  fall.  In  the  early  years 
of  the  war  such  tests  were  discontinued  in  Andover,  as  in  many 
other  school  systems.  Examinations  have  tangible  value,  not  only 
in  preparing  students  for  more  advanced  study,  but  also  the  in- 
tegrating course  material  by  means  of  review.  It  was  finally  de- 
cided to  have  the  faculty  of  these  grades  give  their  own  examina- 
tions at  mid-year  (January  26-28).  For  the  final  examination  in 
June,  standard  tests  will  be  used,  since  they  provide  a  broader 
basis  for  comparison  of  achievement.  The  Cooperative  Achieve- 
ment Tests  of  the  American  Council  on  Education  have  been 
chosen  for  this  purpose,  and  it  is  our  belief  that  the  revived  program 
will  stimulate  the  work  of  our  upper  grades  to  a  really  superior 
standard. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  School  Committee  for  the  tremendous 
amoimt  of  help  that  they  have  given  me  this  year.  During  this 
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year  with  its  tremendous  problems,  we  have  all  worked  together 
and  have  shown  some  real  accomplishment.

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Report  of  Principal  of  Punchard  High  School 

Mr.  Kenneth  L.  Sherman,  Superintendent  of  Schools

Dear  Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  my  eighth  annual  report  as  Principal 
of  the  Punchard  High  School. 

The  total  enrollment  to  date  is  333.  The  November  enrollment 
was  320.  A  number  of  boys  who  were  expected  back  this  fall  did  not 
appear  because  of  enlistment  in  the  service. 

Miss  Dunning  has  taken  over  the  place  of  Mrs.  Carter  in  the 
English  department.  Mr.  ]McKiniry  has  been  given  the  history 
classes  of  Miss  Hawkesworth.  The  latter  is  now  teaching  the  science 
courses  formerly  taught  by  Mr.  Doherty. 

Over  eighty  pupils  have  been  taking  first  year  typewriting  this 
year.  About  forty  pupils  enrolled  in  the  driving  course  this  fall. 
Fifteen  have  taken  the  tests  and  received  their  driver's  license.  The 
others  will  be  tested  when  they  are  sixteen  years  of  age. 

Just  as  was  the  case  last  year,  we  have  classes  in  French,  Geom- 
etry, EngHsh,  and  History  that  are  rather  large  to  function  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  pupils  in  them.  At  least  four  of  our  twelve 
classroom  teachers  have  vital  duties  which  consume  so  much  time, 
together  with  their  classroom  teaching,  that  in  my  opinion  it  is  not 
possible  for  them  to  do  a  thorough  job  in  all  categories.  Pupils  who 
make  a  real  effort  should  be  able  to  pass,  with  extra  help  from  the 
teachers.  It  is  hard  for  a  teacher  having  a  large  number  of  pupils 
to  give  all  of  the  slow  students  the  time  needed  to  master  the 
subjects  that  are  troublesome.  In  the  case  of  those  teachers  who 
are  loaded  with  other  duties,  taking  up  their  time  during  morning 
and  afternoon,  the  amount  of  extra  help  that  worthy  pupils  get  is 
necessarily  limited.  Our  English  department  is  a  good  example 
of  this  conflict  of  duties.  I  believe  all  of  the  guidance  work  should 
be  placed  in  the  hands  of  one  person,  and  that  the  EngUsh  teachers 
should  be  able  to  put  all  of  their  efforts  into  teaching  that  vital 
subject.  That  would  mean  another  English  teacher. 

The  first  function  of  the  school  is  to  give  our  students  the  best 
possible  training  in  their  courses.  Our  school  has  a  good  record.  I 
am  sure  we  cannot  maintain  that  record  unless  we  reinforce  our 
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service  along  certain  lines  that  seem  to  be  slipping  below  our 
former  standard. 

The  school  has  not  had  much  new  equipment  in  certain  depart- 
ments during  the  past  eight  years.  Some  of  the  apparatus  in  our 
commercial  laboratory,  for  example,  should  be  replaced.  It  is  my 
hope  that  this  condition  may  be  remedied  in  the  near  future. 

Most  of  the  money  given  to  the  school  by  the  graduating  classes 
has  been  used  to  purchase  devices  needed  in  a  modern  high  school. 
A  Bell-Howell  motion  picture  projector,  a  Sound  Mirror  ribbon 
recorder  and  reproducer,  and  a  modern  phonograph  have  been  pur- 
chased recently.  These  machines,  together  with  accessories,  came 
to  about  eight  hundred  dollars. 

I  w^ish  to  thank  you,  Mr.  Sherman,  for  your  courteous  support 
and  understanding  during  the  past  year.

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Report  of  Principal  of  Junior  High  School

Dear  Mr.  Sherman: 

I  submit  herewith  my  second  annual  report  as  Principal  of 
Andover  Junior  High  School. 

The  faculty  of  the  junior  high  school  has  uniformly  endeavored 
during  the  past  year  to  achieve  that  basic  philosophy  which  under- 
lies not  only  its  own  curriculum,  but  education  in  a  larger  sense, 
namely;  '*That  every  pupil  has  the  right  to  the  best  education 
possible,  and  the  opportunity  to  develop  himself  to  the  fullest  of 
his  capacity  to  his  own  satisfaction  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  others 
in  his  community." 

The  following  goals  have  been  set  forth  as  desirable  objectives 
relative  to  our  plans  for  improving  the  educational  opportunities 
within  the  unit  which  in  turn  would  be  instrumental  in  realizing 
our  basal  philosophy. 

1.  To  explore  to  the  utmost  the  needs,  interests,  abilities,  and 
capacities  of  each  individual  pupil  of  grades  7-8-9. 

2.  To  personalize  educational  procedure  and  actually  know  the 
pupils  who  are  being  taught. 

3.  To  develop,  direct,  and  guide  pupil-growth  mentally,  phys- 
ically, socially,  and  emtotionally. 

4.  To  provide  the  pupil  with  knowledges,  appreciations,  and 
understandings  of  his  environment  that  will  enable  him  to 
live  happily  and  successfully  in  a  complex  society. 

The  entire  curriculum  was  evaluated  in  consideration  of  the 
foregoing  objectives  and  some  alterations  were  made  which  would 
ultimately  improve  the  educational  opportunities  of  our  pupils. 
Such  improvements  in  procedure  and  presentation  as  were  accom- 
plished were  aimed  directly  at  easing  the  adjustment  problem  of 
pupils  entering  junior  high  school  from  the  elementary  schools  and 
again  those  who  were  to  enter  high  school  from  grade  nine. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  entire  junior  high  school  faculty 
has,  through  various  types  of  meetings,  carried  on  continual  eval- 
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uation  and  re-evaluation  of  the  various  courses  of  study.  Miss 
Alice  Bisbee  has,  with  the  aid  of  many  teachers  in  the  school  de- 
partment, completed  an  interesting  and  revealing  survey  of  the 
social  science  field  and  has  submitted  plans  and  recommendations 
which  will  improve  the  instruction  in  this  field.  Her  report  was 
announced  at  a  meeting  of  the  School  Committee. 

During  the  past  year,  several  clubs,  evolving  from  the  interests 
of  various  groups  of  pupils,  functioned  in  a  manner  which  provided 
further  exploration  of  pupil  abihty  and  interest  and  an  extended 
opportunity  for  expression.  Still  other  organizations  succeeded  in 
performing  valuable  service  to  the  community  through  the  medium 
of  the  school.  Some  of  the  clubs  sponsored  by  various  faculty  mem- 
bers are  the  Red  Cross,  Banking,  Library,  Poetry,  Dramatic, 
School  Paper,  Talent,  Projector  Camera,  and  Handicraft. 

We  have  continued  in  our  endeavors  to  make  for  better  citizen- 
ship through  our  student  government  association  and  council.  By 
careful  guidance  of  our  student  association  through  experiences  and 
actual  life  situations,  we  have  attempted  to  secure  in  our  pupils 
some  of  the  ideals  of  our  modern  democratic  society. 

Our  school  library  which  was  supervised  largely  through  the 
efforts  of  Miss  Katherine  Sweeney  has  an  interesting  record  to 
report.  During  the  school  year,  a  total  of  5,066  books  were  bor- 
rowed. Some  46  new  books  were  added  to  our  collection.  We  are 
much  indebted  to  the  Memorial  Hall  Library  for  the  kind  coopera- 
tion we  have  received  relative  to  loaning  of  books  for  school  use. 
We  are  making  every  effort  possible  to  have  our  library  become 
the  focal  point  of  our  curriculum  in  keeping  with  modern  education- 
al theory. 

Our  intra-mural  sports  program  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Donald  Dunn  and  Miss  Francis  Collins  is  continuing  to  supple- 
ment a  well  rounded  physical  education  program  within  the  school. 
Varsity  athletics  at  grade  nine  level  under  Mr.  Benjamin  Dimlich 
have  been  successful  and  well  supported.  Results  in  high  school 
varsity  athletics  are  often  determined  by  a  good  intra-mural  and 
varsity  program  in  the  junior  high  wherein  fundamentals  are 
taught. 

Some  progress  has  already  been  made  along  the  line  of  making 
our  marking  procedure  more  meaningful.  I  am  also  recommending 
the  organization  of  a  committee  to  study  further  the  problem  of 
grading  as  related  to  pupil  growth  and  to  develop,  if  possible,  a 
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better  type  of  report  which  will  point  out  more  specifically  the 
strengths  and  weaknesses  of  individual  pupil  growth. 

The  Religious  Education  program  which  includes  grades  7-8-9 
was  scheduled  for  the  last  period  Wednesday  similar  to  the  pre- 
ceeding  year.  Approximately  120  members  were  participating  in 
these  exercises  while  others  preferred  using  this  period  for  study 
purposes. 

Instrumental,  choral,  and  varied  types  of  musical  abilities  of 
boys  and  girls  are  being  discovered  and  explored  as  a  part  of  the 
music  program.  Mrs.  McArdle  has  provided  us  with  a  well-rounded 
course  including  music  appreciation,  group  singing,  band,  orches- 
tra, and  glee  club  phases  of  this  valuable  work.  Thirty  girls  of  the 
jimior  high  school  were  enrolled  in  the  Punchard  Girls'  Band  during 
the  year.  Plans  for  more  extensive  glee  club  work  with  boys  are  in 
the  offing. 

By  September  of  1949  our  anticipated  enrollment  will  be  close 
to  380  pupils.  In  order  to  ease  the  load  of  various  teachers  and  to 
prevent  over-crowded  conditions,  I  have  recommended  the  services 
of  an  additional  teacher  for  the  coming  year.  x\n  adequate  staff 
is  essential  to  good  program  building  and  curriculum  flexibility. 

Our  school  plant  and  grounds  have  been  maintained  unusually 
well  by  excellent  custodial  service.  The  facihties  of  the  junior  high 
school  building  are  in  constant  use  both  days  and  evenings  which, 
of  course,  necessitates  a  great  amount  of  care  on  the  part  of  the 
janitorial  staff  to  whom  we  are  in  turn  greatly  indebted. 

The  purpose  of  this  report  has  been  twofold :  To  present  a  state- 
ment of  the  philosophy,  aims,  and  objectives  of  the  junior  high 
school,  and  to  report  briefly  what  is  being  done  to  accompHsh  our 
goals  as  set  forth.  I  have  included  in  my  report  as  well  some  recom- 
mendations which  I  believe  will  improve  the  teacher — learning 
situation  in  the  Andover  Junior  High  School  in  view  of  present 
needs.  To  you  and  the  School  Committee  I  wish  to  express  the  con- 
tinued loyal  cooperation  of  the  teaching  staff  and  pupils  of  An- 
dover Jimior  High  School.

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Report  of  Director  of  Guidance 

Superintendent  of  Schools 
Andover,  Massachusetts 
Dear  Sir: 

I  submit  herewith  my  fifth  annual  report  as  Director  of  Guidance 
in  the  Andover  Pubhc  Schools. 

The  integration  of  guidance  services  throughout  the  system, 
referred  to  in  its  developmental  stages  in  my  last  report  to  you,  is 
continuing  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  Unified  objectives,  which 
are  of  greatest  importance  to  this  condition,  seem  nearer  attain- 
ment. The  principals  and  teachers  of  the  elementry  grades  are 
utilizing  guidance  techniques  of  a  highly  professional  quality,  cal- 
culated to  assure  greater  continuity  in  the  departmental  function 
as  a  whole.  There  is  frequent  consultation  between  them  and  this 
office,  and  we  have  tried  to  employ  every  available  means  of  pre- 
serving and  promoting  the  welfare  of  the  children  in  the  elementary 
schools,  within  the  scope  of  a  guidance  program.  I  believe  that 
relatively  few  people  outside  of  the  school  authorities  are  aware  of 
the  fact  that  guidance  is  extended  into  the  lower  grades,  and  it  is 
greatly  to  the  credit  of  the  staffs  of  these  schools  that  they  have 
quietly  but  efficiently  introduced  the  younger  pupils  into  a  service 
from  which  they  can  derive  much  benefit.  The  remedial  reading 
program,  which  has  been  closely  interwoven  with  guidance,  has 
been  an  important  factor  in  the  complete  process;  the  work  of  the 
health  and  medical  staff  has  also  been  of  great  help.  Both  Miss 
Hopkins  and  Miss  Westcott  have  extended  valuable  assistance  to 
this  department,  as  well  as  to  the  pupils.  The  recently  acquired 
services  of  a  remedial  speech  instructor  should  add  materially  to  a 
well-rounded  coverage.  We  have  tried  to  implement  the  sugges- 
tions of  the  psychiatric  chnic  which  the  state  provides  each  year, 
and  we  have  found  them  to  be  of  considerable  value.  There  is  con- 
tinued cooperation  between  this  office  and  the  special  class  teach- 
ers, and  we  are  grateful  to  Mrs.  Walsh  and  Miss  Donohue  for  their 
skillful  and  understanding  approach  to  many  of  the  problems  which 
the  department  encounters. 

In  the  Junior  High  School  the  counseling  and  guidance  activities 
are  somewhat  curtailed  by  the  heavy  teaching  schedules  of  Miss 
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Sweeney  and  Mr.  Weiss,  to  which  I  shall  refer  later  in  a  brief  dis- 
cussion of  the  time  factor.  The  most  important  decision  which  a 
student  of  the  Junior  High  School  must  reach  is  the  choice  of  course 
made  at  the  end  of  the  eighth  year.  For  this  reason,  a  definite  plan 
for  information  and  counsehng  is  carried  on  each  year,  and  is  re- 
peated for  the  students  in  the  ninth  grade,  for  whom  some  adjust- 
ments are  possible  before  entering  senior  high  school.  In  this 
undertaking  we  are  constantly  faced  with  two  formidable  obstacles, 
which  have  a  direct  bearing  on  the  future  welfare  of  the  student: 
1)  the  insistence  of  many  parents  that  their  children  pursue  courses 
of  proved  unsuitability  to  them, — particularly  the  college  prepara- 
tory course;  and  2)  our  serious  lack  of  adequate  material  for  voca- 
tional information.  In  the  first  of  these  two  difficulties  there  is 
little  we  can  do  beyond  explanation  and  advice  to  parents  and 
students,  and  subsequently  rendering  whatever  assistance  we  can 
in  the  student's  adjustment  to  the  course  he  elects.  In  the  second 
case  (vocational  materials),  the  Trustees  of  Punchard  Free  School 
have  under  consideration  at  the  present  time  a  series  of  mono- 
graphs which  would  amply  fill  the  need.  If  these  become  available, 
a  complete  program  in  group  and  individual  vocational  guidance 
will  be  possible. 

The  students  in  Punchard  High  School  make  wider  use  of  the 
guidance  program  than  those  of  any  other  group.  At  that  stage 
the  end  results  of  an  inclusive  plan  of  guidance  can  be  viewed  with 
greater  clarity.  Of  the  seventy-five  members  of  the  graduating 
class  of  1948,  thirty-five  continued  their  studies  in  college,  tech- 
nical, and  professional  schools  beyond  high  school,  and  schools  of 
nursing.  Seven  have  now  enlisted  in  the  armed  forces,  while 
several  others  are  preparing  to  do  so.  All  the  remaining  graduates 
who  did  not  plan  further  study  are  now  suitably  employed,  accord- 
ing to  our  most  recent  information. 

The  alumni,  many  of  them  veterans,  make  frequent  use  of 
the  department.  Last  year,  seventeen  of  this  group  were  admitted 
to  college,  thus  placing  virtually  all  of  the  veterans  in  college  who 
so  desired.  There  are  still  occasional  veterans  being  discharged 
whom  we  try  to  serve  when  they  are  sent  here  by  the  Veterans' 
Agent,  or  come  of  their  own  volition;  the  peak  in  this  work,  how- 
ever, is  now  passed,  unless  the  new  Selective  Service  Act  revives  it 
at  a  later  date. 

The  testing  program  has  not  undergone  any  important  altera- 
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tions  since  last  year.  The  intelligence  and  achievement  tests  are 
administered  throughout  the  elementary  grades.  Intelligence  test- 
ing continues  at  two-year  intervals  to  the  twelfth  grade.  We  again 
used  the  Iowa  Tests  of  Educational  Development  at  the  end  of  the 
ninth  year,  and,  as  usual,  obtained  the  informative  results  which  I 
have  already  reported  to  you.  Individual  and  clinical  testing  is 
carried  on  by  means  of  the  Stanford-Binet  revised  scale,  where 
need  is  indicated  through  the  ninth  grade,  and  the  Wechsler- 
Bellevue  Measurement  of  Adult  Intelligence  in  similar  cases  above 
that  level.  The  planned  resumption  of  mid-year  and  final  examina- 
tions in  the  four  highest  grades  will  probably  result  in  some  re- 
vision of  our  testing  program, — most  likely  with  the  use  of  the 
Iowa  battery;  however,  this  must  await  final  administrative  plans 
for  the  examinations  at  the  end  of  the  school  year. 

It  seems  advisable  to  call  to  your  attention  in  this  report  the 
time  allotted  for  guidance  purposes  in  the  junior  and  senior  high 
schools.  I  am  not  doing  so  with  the  request  that  the  present  ar- 
rangement be  changed,  since  I  am  firmly  of  the  belief  that  the 
guidance  program  should  never  be  projected  beyond  the  limits 
which  the  school  authorities  designate. 

Changes  in  enrollment  figures  and  in  teaching  personnel  unques- 
tionably necessitate  recurrent  alterations  in  the  school  schedule. 
Teachers  who  are  engaged  in  part-time  teaching  and  part-time 
guidance  work  are  affected  accordingly.  This  has  produced  the 
following  situation:  three  years  ago  (1945-1946)  no  teacher  in  the 
Junior  High  School  was  assigned  guidance  duties.  The  next  year 
(1946-1947)  Miss  Sweeney  and  Mr.  Weiss  carried  a  total  of  approxi- 
mately fifteen  hours  per  week  for  these  duties.  Last  year  Mr.  Weiss 
was  on  leave  of  absence,  while  Miss  Sweeney  retained  her  original 
schedule  in  guidance,  which  she  has  to  combine  with  Hbrary  super- 
vision. This  year,  approximately  six  hours  per  week  are  shared  by 
both  of  these  teachers  for  guidance  purposes.  In  the  same  period  of 
time  in  Punchard  High  School,  where  the  director  of  guidance  also 
acts  as  boys'  counselor,  the  following  are  the  combined  time  al- 
lowances for  the  two  teachers  in  the  guidance  office:  1945-1946, 
five  periods  per  day;  1946-1947,  seven  periods  per  day;  1947-1948, 
six  periods  per  day,  while  this  year  we  are  back  to  five  periods  per 
day.  In  the  meantime  enrollment  has  increased.  After-school  time 
is  consumed  largely  by  clerical  work,  alumni,  and  veterans'  guid- 
ance, since  the  majority  of  the  high  school  students  are  not  fre- 
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quently  available  at  such  times.  No  guidance  officer  has  two  con- 
secutive periods  for  such  work,  which  is  a  serious  handicap  in  the 
use  of  clinical  tests  requiring  more  than  one  period.  Moreover,  it 
is  extremely  difficult  to  maintain  a  balanced  program  from  year 
to  year,  when  in  no  two  years  of  the  last  five  has  the  total  time 
allowance  in  both  schools  been  remotely  similar. 

The  loss  which  this  department  sustained  in  the  retirement  of 
Mrs.  Emma  G.  Carter  as  Dean  of  Girls  was  felt  keenly.  Her  serv- 
ices in  the  inception  and  development  of  guidance  in  the  Andover 
schools  were  a  significant  and  lasting  contribution.  The  selection 
of  her  successor  was  most  fortunate,  however,  as  Miss  Dunning 
has  already  given  much  concrete  evidence  of  a  high  degree  of  suit- 
ability for  her  assignment. 

My  thanks  are  extended  to  all  school  department  personnel,  as 
well  as  to  you  and  the  School  Committee  for  the  courteous  cooper- 
ation and  encouragement  which  we  have  received.

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Report  of  the  School  Nurse 

Mr.  Kenneth  L.  Sherman,  Superintendent  of  Schools 
Andover,  Massachusetts 
Dear  Sir: 

I  submit  herewith  my  sixth  amiual  report  as  School  Nurse  in  the 
Andover  Schools. 

The  school  nurse  is  no  longer  employed  merely  to  administer 
first  aid  or  to  see  that  sick  children  are  transported  home.  She 
works  intimately  with  the  teacher  in  solving  the  problems  of  in- 
dividual children.  She  is  a  close  link  between  the  classroom  and  the 
home.  She  is  often  called  upon  to  act  as  the  interpreter  of  the 
school  program  in  individual  homes  and  to  acquaint  the  school 
personnel  with  conditions  in  the  homes. 

The  added  school  population  and  the  additional  services  in  the 
health  program  leaves  less  time  each  year  for  long  classroom  visits. 

In  February  the  Tuberculosis  Patch  Test  was  given  in  the  entire 
high  school.  There  was  only  one  student  who  refused  the  test. 
Individuals  with  a  positive  reaction  were  x-rayed.  The  entire  school 
personnel  were  also  x-rayed.  No  active  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were 
found  in  either  group. 

Dr.  Sidwell's  travelling  school  clinic  was  in  Andover  for  the 
second  consecutive  year.  Twenty-seven  pupils  were  tested.  The 
Clinic  is  mainly  for  children  with  outstanding  problems — such  as 
inability  to  progress  in  school,  emotional  problems  or  social  adjust- 
ments. Recommendations  as  to  the  placement  of  these  children  are 
made  to  the  superintendent. 

The  hearing  testing  was  done  this  year  with  the  pure  tone  audio- 
meter. The  children  are  tested  in  groups  of  forty.  Re  testing  is  done 
on  all  failures  and  an  individual  test  is  done  on  all  who  fail  the 
retest.  An  audiogram  is  made  of  each  individual  test.  The  audio- 
gram is  sent  home  and  should  be  taken  to  an  ear  specialist.  The 
medical  profession  does  not  always  understand  the  testing  methods 
carried  on  in  the  schools  and  we  hope  in  this  way  to  procure  earlier 
treatment  of  hearing  defects. 

Pre-school  registration  for  the  kindergartens  was  held  the  first 
week  in  June.  The  principal,  kindergarten  teacher,  dental  hygien- 
ist,  and  school  nurse  were  present  to  meet  the  parents  and  children.

Health  histories  were  taken  and  health  cards  distributed  to  be 
filled  in  by  the  family  physician.  Booklets  describing  the  health 
program  of  the  school  (printed  by  the  Junior  High  School  Printing 
Shop)  were  also  distributed. 

Dr.  Blake,  school  physician,  is  again  doing  physical  examinations 
on  all  fourth,  seventh  and  tenth  grade  students,  and  in  addition  all 
new  students  in  the  system.  This  examination  is  a  stripped  to  the 
waist  examination  of  heart,  lungs,  throat  general  appearance,  pos- 
ture and  feet.  The  hearts  and  lungs  of  all  eleventh  and  twelfth 
grade  students  participating  in  the  physical  education  program  are 
examined  yearly. 

The  Diphtheria  Immunization  Clinic  is  now  in  progress  with  only 
twenty-two  pupils  to  be  immunized. 

Dr.  Emmons  is  again  volunteering  his  time  for  visual  survey 
work.  The  children  in  the  second,  seventh,  and  twelfth  grades  are 
tested.  Any  child  referred  by  a  teacher  or  the  nurse  is  also  tested. 

Mrs.  Anna  Walsh  and  Miss  Mary  Donahue  are  serving  as  visit- 
ing home  teachers.  This  service  is  available  to  children  physically 
and  mentally  able  to  do  school  work,  but  unable  to  attend  school 
because  of  illness. 

We  are  conducting  a  corrective  speech  clinic  twice  a  month  on 
Saturday  morning.  Miss  Agnes  Reardon,  a  full  time  speech  teacher 
in  the  Lynn  Public  Schools,  is  the  Teacher.  The  clinic  is  for  any 
child  with  any  speech  defect  such  as  stuttering,  lisping  or  baby 
talk.  At  the  present  time  there  are  twenty  pupils  enrolled,  and  at 
least  fifteen  more  who  need  to  attend.  I  hope  to  be  able  to  add  a  lip 
reading  class  after  the  first  of  January. 

Routine  visits  are  made  to  all  the  schools  to  check  conditions 
and  investigate  the  reasons  for  absenteeism.  I  make  an  average  of 
six  home  visits  a  week  to  discuss  physical  defects  and  other  major 
problems. 

Cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  teachers  is  excellent.  In  spite  of 
their  busy  programs  they  are  continuing  to  carry  on  the  testing  of 
vision  and  the  weighing  and  measuring  of  their  pupils. 

The  Health  Education  program  has  been  greatly  augmented  by 
the  use  of  visual  aids  and  a  few  health  films.  The  health  depart- 
ment has  sponsored  four  assemblies  on  various  phases  of  health 
education. 

We  try  to  enrich  our  program  each  year.  It  is  impossible  to  eval- 
uate the  many  values  arising  from  the  school  health  program.  The 
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benefits  of  the  program  are  often  felt  by  the  individual  throughout 
his  whole  life.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Andover: 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  the  Andover  School  Committee  the 
sixtieth  annual  report  of  the  Andover  Schools. 

Personnel  changes  were  relatively  few  in  number  for  1949.  Miss 
Olive  Eldridge,  who  had  taught  very  successfully  in  the  Samuel 
Jackson  school  for  several  years,  resigned  as  of  April  first  to  accept 
a  position  in  the  Newton  Public  Schools.  Mrs.  Marjorie  Jones  was 
appointed  as  a  temporary  substitute  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Because  of 
increased  enrollment  it  became  necessary  to  add  another  classroom 
to  the  central  elementary  school  system,  as  of  September  first.  To  take 
care  of  this  situation,  Mrs.  Helen  Phillips,  at  her  request,  was  trans- 
ferred from  the  West  Center  school  to  the  Jackson  school,  and  Mrs.  M. 
Rita  Cronin  was  elected  as  a  regular  teacher  and  was  assigned  to 
the  West  Center  school. 

In  August,  Mr.  Milton  H.  Nelson  resigned  as  principal  of  the  Junior 
High  school  and  a  few  days  before  school  opened  Mr.  Eugene  V. 
LK)vely,  the  principal  of  the  High  School,  was  taken  seriously  ill. 
To  meet  these  emergencies  Mr.  Benjamin  F.  Dimlich  and  Mr.  Charles 
A.  Gregory  were  appointed  as  acting  principals.  Both  men  have  per- 
formed their  duties  in  an  extremely  commendable  manner. 

In  November,  Mr.  James  Hart  asked  for  a  leave  of  absence  to 
take  place  January  1,  1950  and  to  terminate  June  30,  1950.  The 
leave  was  granted  and  Mr.  G.  Arthur  Danforth  was  appointed  to  take 
his  place  as  substitute.  In  December,  Mr.  Arthur  T.  Weiss  resigned 
to  accept  a  position  as  a  principal  in  Bar  Harbor,  Maine.  Mr.  Weiss's 
resignation  was  accepted  with  great  regret.  He  had  been  a  valuable 
member  of  the  teaching  staff.  Mr.  Arthur  L.  Moore  was  elected  to  fill 
the  vacancy. 

In  my  1948  report  I  stressed  the  impending  increase  in  enrollment. 
The  forecasts  have  proved  accurate  so  far.  The  following  are  signi- 
ficant figures:

The  Town  Meeting  appropriated  $1,500  in  March  and  authorized 
the  School  Committee  to  carry  on  a  school  building  survey.  This 
was  done  by  Dr.  Jesse  B.  Davis  and  Dr.  Cyril  G.  Sargent.  The  survey 
report  has  been  published  elsewhere;  therefore,  I  will  not  take  space 
here  to  enlarge  upon  it. 

The  restoration  of  mid-year  and  final  examinations  in  the  ninth, 
tenth,  eleventh  and  twelfth  grades  had  a  two-fold  purpose.  The  first 
aim  was  improvement;  the  second,  information.  Examinations,  as 
such,  are  not  an  end  in  themselves.  As  a  means  of  focusing  the  stud- 
ents' attention  on  a  given  course  as  an  integral  unit  instead  of  a  day- 
to-day  procession  of  events,  they  served  their  purpose  admirably. 
Pupils  have  learned  the  value  of  note-taking  and  assembling  of  facts 
and  the  nature  of  review  of  a  semester's  or  year's  work;  and  gained 
experience  which  may  be  of  great  use  to  them  in  later  study.  In  fact, 
many  of  our  graduates  now  in  college  had  expressed  need  for  such  a 
program.  Both  the  mid-year  examinations,  which  were  devised  by 
the  teachers,  and  the  final  standard  tests  served  equally  in  this  fashion. 

The  information  we  sought  was  the  relative  accomplishment  of  the 
four  high  school  grades  as  compared  with  similar  grades  and  schools 
throughout  the  country.  For  this  information,  standard  testing  was 
necessary,  since  it  provided  us  with  national  norms  on  which  to  base 
final  conculsions.  The  Cooperative  Achievement  Tests,  which  were 
used  as  final  examinations,  are  among  the  most  reputable  published, 
since  they  are  released  through  the  American  Council  on  Education, 
and  come  from  the  same  source  as  the  tests  of  the  College  Entrance 
Examination  Board. 

During  the  past  summer  an  analysis  of  the  test  results  was  com- 
pleted, which  showed  that  the  grades  and  subjects  tested  compared 
very  favorably  with  their  counterparts  throughout  the  East,  Middle 
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and  Far  West.  Certain  areas  of  weakness  had  been  indicated  in  the 
findings  of  the  mid-year  examinations;  others  were  discovered  in  the 
study  of  the  Cooperative  Test  results.  In  all  cases  of  this  nature  the 
teachers  concerned  have  taken  whatever  measures  seemed  indicated 
to  eliminate  the  difficulty. 

This  is  not  to  say  that  all  students  do  well  on  the  examinations. 
There  are  some,  inevitably,  whose  unsatisfactory  work  during  the 
school  year  is  reflected  by  equally  unsatisfactory  test  results.  With 
even  this  group,  however,  an  examination  schedule  seems  to  provide 
motivation  for  some  greater  effort.  The  good  student  who,  by  nature 
or  temperament,  finds  examinations  very  difficult,  suffers  little,  since 
term  marks  greatly  outweigh  those  of  any  test. 

Inclusion  of  the  ninth  grade  wdth  the  senior  high  school  in  this 
plan  proved  fortunate.  Confirming,  as  it  did,  the  academic  continuity 
of  the  junior-senior  high  school  programs,  it  helped  prepare  the  young- 
er pupils  for  their  more  advanced  work. 

The  examinations  were  conducted  in  an  orderly  and  efficient  man- 
ner; the  serious  attitude  of  the  students  w^as  evident  at  all  times.  In 
every  respect  I  should  say  that  we  are  justified  in  being  pleased  with 
the  revival  of  this  important  phase  of  secondary  education.  It  is  our 
purpose,  henceforth,  to  continue  it  as  a  regular  part  of  the  year's  work. 

Mr.  Eugene  V.  Lovely's  illness  was  cause  for  great  concern  by 
all.  There  is  little  need  to  point  out  his  long  and  successful  career 
in  the  Andover  schools,  and  needless  to  say,  he  has  been  greatly 
missed. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Committee  for  the  help  and  understanding  they 
have  given  me  this  year.

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Report  of  Principal  of  Punchard  High  School

Dear  Mr.  Sherman: 

The  following  report  is  being  submitted  herewith  in  the  name  of 
our  principal,  Eugene  V.  Lovely, — a  report  which  would  be  his  ninth 
annual  report  of  Punchard  High  School. 

School  opened  on  the  seventh  of  September  under  a  cloud  of  con- 
cern and  sorrow  because  of  the  misfortune  suffered  by  our  princi- 
pal the  previous  week.  We  anxiously  and  sincerely  await  his  recovery 
and  return  to  us. 

Punchard  opened  with  an  enrollment  of  310  pupils,  which  includes 
15  fine  young  people  from  Boxford.  The  Boxford  pupils  constitute  a 
most  desirable  addition  to  our  student  body,  for  thej  seem  to  have 
entered  into  our  work  and  play  in  a  manner  which  is  both  a  credit 
to  themselves  and  a  satisfaction  to  us. 

In  the  field  of  play,  which  is  generally  referred  to  as  extra-curri- 
cular, there  has  been  a  marked  improvement  with  a  corresponding 
increase  in  concomitant  learnings  and  a  lifting  of  school  morale.  Our 
basketball  team  won  a  state  championship  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
McKiniry,  while  the  records  of  Punchard's  baseball  and  football 
teams  begin  to  compare  favorably  with  those  of  eight  or  ten  years 
back.  We  are  fortunate  to  have  a  man  of  Mr.  Roberts'  ability  and 
standards  as  coach. 

The  fame  of  Andover  High  School's  all  girl  band  is  spreading  far 
beyond  the  boundaries  of  our  community,  thanks  to  the  long  hours 
of  work  under  Mrs.  McArdle  and  the  generosity  of  the  Andover  Boost- 
ers' Club. 

This  picture  cannot  be  complete  without  mention  of  the  cheerleaders 
corps,  which  is  so  beautifully  costumed  and  trained.  Much  credit  is 
due  Miss  Collins  for  her  work  with  these  young  people. 

The  Guidance  Department  is  functioning  smoothly,  with  an  ever 
increasing  value  to  the  individual  pupils  and  to  the  community,  under 
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the  able  leadership  of  our  Director  of  Guidance,  Mr.  Bernard  Kell- 
murray  and  his  assistant  Miss  Dunning.  Andover  is  fortunate  in  hav- 
ing one  of  the  best  prepared  and  experienced  directors  of  guidance  in 
the  state.  The  record  of  this  department  speaks  for  itself,  and  many 
of  our  people  are  fully  aware  of  its  accomplishments. 

The  effectiveness  of  our  school  has  been  vastly  increased  by  the 
offering  of  speech  training,  which  has  been  added  to  the  English  De- 
partment by  the  transfer  of  Mr.  Stevens  to  this  department.  This 
action  of  our  School  Committee  is  in  line  with  the  most  approved  edu- 
cational policies. 

This  transfer,  and  the  absence  of  our  Principal,  has  necessitated 
the  addition  of  two  new  members  to  our  teaching  staff.  A  fortunate 
selection  was  made  in  this  instance  as  Mrs.  Douglass  and  Miss  Bern- 
ardin  are  well-trained  in  their  subject  matter,  good  disciplinarians, 
and  intensely  interested  in  young  people  and  their  problems. 

Biology  has  had  additional  interest  injected  into  it  by  Miss  Hawkes- 
worth  through  field  trips  and  the  introduction  of  living  materials 
into  the  laboratory  work.  Every  encouragement  should  be  extended 
to  this  teacher  in  her  efforts  to  lift  this  subject  to  its  proper  place  in 
our  curriculum. 

There  has  been  no  intention  to  belittle  or  obscure  the  importance  of 
established  prepared  classroom  work,  but  it  seems  appropriate  to  call 
attention  to  the  work  done  outside  the  recitation  periods;  for  here 
character  is  built  and  personal  initiative  developed,  thus  enhancing 
the  effectiveness  of  the  individual. 

Speaking  for  the  pupils  of  Punchard,  I  wish  to  thank  you,  the 
School  Committee  and  the  people  of  Andover  for  the  opportunities 
and  facilities  which  have  been  provided  so  generously;  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Punchard  faculty  I  wish  to  extend  my  most  sincere 
appreciation  for  the  wholehearted  cooperation  they  have  given  me  in 
this,  a  somewhat  difficult  and  troubled  situation.

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Report  of  Principal  of  Junior  High  School

Dear  Mr.  Sherman: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  first  amiual  report  as  acting  princi- 
pal of  Andover  Junior  High  School. 

The  enrollment  this  year  shows  a  marked  increase  over  last  year  and 
for  the  first  time  in  several  years  has  passed  the  four  hundred  mark. 
At  the  present  time  four  hundred  and  seven  pupils  are  attending  the 
school,  and  twenty-nine  of  these  people  are  Boxford  residents.  Al- 
though there  is  still  room  for  expansion,  we  should  be  looking  ahead 
a  few  years  to  the  time  when  our  enrollment  will  pass  the  five 
hundred  mark.  Some  of  our  laboratory-type  rooms  will  have  to  be 
furnished  to  permit  seat-work.  At  certain  periods  of  the  day  at  the 
present  time,  every  one  of  our  classrooms  is  in  use,  and  a  small  increase 
in  enrollment  will  now  cause  a  new  division  to  be  added  in  both  the 
seventh  and  eighth  grades. 

A  physical  problem  of  serious  concern  to  us  is  the  condition  of  the 
parking  area  south  of  our  school.  This  area  is  used  as  a  school  bus 
terminal,  and  as  an  area  of  recreation  during  the  lunch  period.  A 
boy  or  girl  who  spends  six  to  eight  hours  within  a  school  building 
benefits  by  a  few  minutes  of  walking  out-of-doors.  This  area  is  usually 
a  sea  of  mud  and  water  during  several  weeks  in  the  spring,  and  again 
in  late  fall.  During  very  dry  spells,  the  dust  nuisance  is  great.  The 
cost  of  this  condition  to  the  people  is  great  in  the  form  of  extra  wear 
on  shoes,  damage  to  school  corridors,  wear  and  tear  on  seeded  areas, 
and  possible  injury  to  health.  Since  several  hundred  elementary  school 
children  also  must  pass  through  this  area,  the  investment  per  child 
to  eliminate  this  whole  problem  by  hot-topping  the  area  would  return 
huge  dividends. 

The  educational  status  of  our  student  body  seems  good.  The  re- 
sults of  the  Cooperative  Achievement  tests  given  to  the  ninth  grade 
last  June,  and  the  Standard  Achievement  tests  given  the  eighth  grade 
show  a  high  general  level  of  accomplishment.  However,  our  teachers 
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are  not  lulled  into  a  false  sense  of  security  by  averages  since  we  know 
that  averages  in  themselves  do  not  show  that  there  are  low  scores  as 
well  as  high.  We  have  always  been  striving  to  have  the  best  students 
do  even  better  work,  to  raise  the  level  of  achievement  of  the  large  group 
of  so  called  "average  students"  and  to  remedy  some  of  the  serious 
problems  of  learning  faced  by  the  student  low  in  academic  standing. 
The  junior  high  school  teachers  will  continue  to  treat  each  boy  and 
girl  as  an  individual,  and  will  make  use  of  the  valuable  information 
being  gathered  by  our  guidance  department. 

I  am  exceedingly  grateful  to  you,  to  Mr.  Gregory,  and  Mr.  Kell- 
murray,  for  the  help  given  whenever  it  was  needed.  The  entire  stafif 
of  personnel  which  has  worked  in  the  junior  high  school,  or  assisted 
in  the  education  of  the  junior  high  school  students,  has  my  deepest 
thanks  for  the  loyal  cooperation  I  have  received.  I  would  also  like 
to  express  my  thanks  to  the  host  of  parents  who  have  assisted  in  many 
of  our  school  activities.  The  team  work  displayed  in  our  school  com- 
munity is  reflected  in  the  fine  spirit  of  the  whole  student  body.

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Report  of  Director  of  Guidance 

Mr.  Kenneth  L.  Sherman,  Superintendent  of  Schools 
Andover,  Massachusetts 

Dear  Sir: 

I  submit  herewith  my  sixth  annual  report  as  Director  of  Guidance 
in  the  Andover  Public  Schools. 

The  purely  educational  aspects  of  guidance  do  not  undergo  any 
unusual  or  drastic  alterations  from  year  to  year.  Within  the  scope  of 
the  curriculum  they  must  render  a  flexible  service  and  remain  alert 
to  the  changing  needs  of  the  individuals  student.  Since  curriculum- 
building  lies  more  directly  in  the  province  of  the  administrative  staff, 
the  part  which  the  Guidance  Department  may  properly  take  in  it  at 
any  time  must  be  consultive  or  advisory.  In  the  routine  operation  of 
our  work  there  occasionally  come  to  light  definite  indications  of  a 
shifting  emphasis  in  needs  and  objectives.  There  are  various  underlying 
causes  for  this,  the  more  prominent  ones  being  change  in  economic 
trends,  growth  of  student  population,  increase  or  decrease  in  the  de- 
mand for  higher  education,  and  the  effect  of  the  latter  on  enrollment  in 
terminal  courses  in  the  public  schools.  There  is  some  evidence  at  the 
present  time  that  certain  revisions  in  the  curricula  of  the  junior  and 
senior  high  schools  might  render  them  more  serviceable  to  the  com- 
munity as  a  whole.  This  is  especially  applicable  to  the  courses  pur- 
sued by  students  who  have  no  plans  for  further  study.  Some  discus- 
sion of  this  matter  has  already  been  held  with  the  acting  principals  and 
some  of  the  faculty  of  both  schools.  It  is  hoped  that  some  tangible 
recommendations  may  be  made  in  this  respect  in  the  near  future. 

Forty-two  percent  of  the  graduates  of  the  class  of  1949  of  Punchard 
High  School  enrolled  in  colleges  or  in  schools  for  advanced  study  of  a 
technical  nature.  This  represented  the  total  number  applying  for  ad- 
mission. Most  of  the  remaining  members  of  the  class  have  obtained 
employment;  very  few  have  enlisted  in  the  armed  services.  The  de- 
cline in  enlistments  of  graduates,  as  well  as  of  students  leaving  school 
for  that  purpose,  is  more  marked  than  at  any  time  since  the  termina- 
tion of  the  war.  I  believe  that  this  is  primarily  attributed  to  two  fac- 
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tors:  the  dormant  operation  of  the  Selective  Service  law,  and  the  unex- 
pected continuance  of  available  employment  in  this  region.  It  is  re- 
grettable, however,  that  most  of  this  employment  is  unskilled  and 
offers  little  opportunity  for  advancement  or  improvement  within  an 
industry.  Placement  in  occupations  of  this  sort  is  rather  tenuous  in 
character  and  offers  little  incentive  to  the  high  school  graduate.  It 
can  logically  be  expected  to  produce  a  resurgence  in  enrollment  in  the 
high  school  commercial  course,  and  possibly  in  any  other  technical 
training  which  we  may  be  able  to  offer.  Moreover,  the  financing  of 
higher  education  is  extending  beyond  feasible  limits  for  many  of  our 
high  school  students.  As  a  result,  we  may  face  some  serious  problems 
in  permanent  vocational  placement  and  in  provision  for  more  ade- 
quate training  of  the  high  school  students  in  specific  skills.  The 
Lawrence  Division  of  the  Employment  Security  Office  is  to  assign  a 
representative  to  the  Guidance  Department  officer  for  several  days  in 
the  spring,  to  register  all  of  the  seniors  who  so  desire.  Definite  plans 
have  been  prepared  for  placing  the  employable  graduates  in  suitable 
positions,  insofar  as  possible. 

Our  own  testing  and  counseling  program  for  the  seniors  and  for 
the  underclassmen  is  proceeding  according  to  the  regularly  established 
schedule.  The  difficulties  in  the  time  allotment  which  I  outlined  in 
my  last  annual  report  have  been  considerably  alleviated,  and  in 
Punchard  High  School  we  have  been  able  to  make  much  more  satis- 
factory progress,  as  a  consequence. 

The  guidance  work  in  the  Junior  High  School  is  still  handicapped 
by  insufficient  time  for  the  counselors  to  conduct  their  interviews,  and 
by  the  lack  of  any  suitable  space  reserved  for  the  purpose.  Miss 
Sweeney  and  Mr.  Weiss  have  had  the  responsibility  of  conducting 
several  testing  programs  each  year  in  addition  to  the  personal  coun- 
seling with  pupils  and  parents.  Mr.  Dimlich  has  been  seeking  to  rem- 
edy the  situation,  and  has  already  made  some  progress.  It  is  certainly 
desirable  to  have  adequate  time  allowance  made  for  this  work,  as 
there  is  not,  in  my  belief,  any  level  of  study  where  greater  need  for 
guidance  exists  than  in  a  junior  high  school.  This  is  especially  true 
of  the  eighth  grade,  where  the  future  high  school  course  is  chosen. 
The  recently  completed  School  Building  Survey  contains  a  recom- 
mendation for  guidance  conference  space  in  the  Junior  High  School, 
and  I  can  only  echo  the  sentiments  expressed  in  that  Report. 
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The  principals  and  teachers  of  the  elementary  grades  carry  on  the 
greatest  part  of  the  guidance  v/ork  in  their  respective  schools.  They 
do  this  with  great  success,  and  with  an  understanding  of  the  problems 
of  the  smaller  children  which  I  could  not  possibly  hope  to  approach. 
I  do  confer  with  them  on  all  occasions  when  they  wish  me  to  do  so, 
and  usually  arrange  their  testing  programs.  In  the  latter.  Miss  Hopkins 
gives  invaluable  assistance  in  the  administration  and  scoring  of  intel- 
ligence tests,  while  the  classroom  teachers  do  similar  work  in  the 
achievement  testing  each  spring. 

Perhaps  less  is  known,  and  more  could  be  said  about  the  work  of 
the  Special  Classes  than  of  any  other  unit  of  the  system.  Those  who 
know  about  them  vaguely  generally  regard  these  classes  as  a  kind 
of  limbo  into  which  a  chronic  failure  is  placed,  and  thereafter  kept 
for  an  indefinite  period.  That  is,  in  fact,  neither  the  purpose  nor  the 
nature  of  this  work.  It  consists  of  therapeutic  treatment  of  cases  re- 
quiring remedial  measures.  Mrs.  Walsh  and  Miss  Donohue  perform 
their  duties  with  consummate  skill.  Frequently  children  who  are  com- 
pletely unable  to  progress  in  school  have  their  difficulties  corrected 
in  the  special  class  to  which  they  are  assigned,  and  are  then  in  a  positon 
to  resume  their  regular  places  in  the  graded  classes.  Unfortunately 
a  substantially  larger  number  could  receive  such  help  if  the  popular 
misunderstanding  of  the  classes  did  not  result  in  prejudicial  attitudes. 
For  example,  there  is  at  present  one  student  in  these  classes  of  greater 
than  average  intelligence,  who  was  placed  there  to  correct  a  chronic 
reading  defect.  He  will  be  able,  eventually,  to  resume  regular  school 
work  without  an  insurmountable  handicap.  Another  pupil  has  been 
referred  to  the  Judge  Baker  Guidance  Clinic  for  psychiatric  help. 
The  Children's  hospital  recommended  permanent  placement  in  Special 
Class  of  a  child  suffering  from  a  mild  case  of  epilepsy.  Although  he 
tested  as  normally  intelligent,  damaged  brain  tissue  resulted  in  very 
poor  memory.  All  of  the  pupils  in  these  sections  are  pre-tested  by  the 
clinic  of  the  State  Department  of  Mental  Health. 

The  two  teachers  assigned  to  this  work  carry  the  full  responsibility 
for  it.  They  receive  cooperation  from  several  of  the  other  faculty  mem- 
bers since  Mr.  Dimlich  has  arranged  for  some  assistance  from  Mrs. 
Econ,  Mr.  Hinckley,  Mrs.  McArdle,  Miss  Hopkins,  Mrs.  Sanborn,  and 
Mr.  Dunn.  The  more  they  can  participate  in  even  some  slight  amount 
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of  the  work  of  the  regular  classes,  the  more  readily  these  pupils  seem 
to  respond  to  treatment.  Mrs.  Walsh  and  Miss  Donohue  recommend 
that  some  of  their  charges  be  permitted  to  take  the  driving  course,  if 
that  should  become  possible  at  a  later  date. 

The  testing  program  throughout  the  school  system  may  be  a  source 
of  considerable  satisfaction.  Since  I  have  previously  reported  to  you  the 
results  of  the  mid-year  and  final  examinations,  I  shall  omit  them  from 
consideration  in  this  report.  Our  regular  plan  of  intelligence  and 
achievement  testing  is  followed  each  fall  and  spring.  In  clinical  testing 
we  receive  great  help  from  the  special  teachers,  from  Miss  Hopkins, 
and  Miss  Angelo.  Miss  Sherman  also  does  this  testing  with  the  kinder- 
garten pupils.  Tests  of  apptitude,  vocational  interest,  and  personal  in- 
ventory are  used  throughout  the  high  school  grades.  In  my  opinion, 
the  most  disturbing  by-product  of  objective  testing  is  the  enourmous 
weight  which  far  too  many  people,  both  in  and  out  of  educational 
circles,  place  on  the  intelligence  quotient  as  a  measurement  of  the  en- 
tire learning  potential.  It  happens  not  infrequently  that  a  pupil  has 
a  low  I.  Q.  on  his  record  simply  because  he  has  never  learned  to  read 
properly,  and  therefore  cannot  interpret  a  printed  test.  The  clinical 
tests  for  individuals,  of  course,  remedy  this  fault;  but  they  are  too 
time-consuming  to  administer  to  more  than  a  small  percentage  of  stu- 
dents each  year.  In  addition,  only  a  few  teachers  in  each  school  system 
are  prepared  to  administer  them.  There  are  some  tests  which  recognize 
intelligence  of  other  types  than  the  purely  linguistic,  and  I  am  using 
two  of  them  at  the  present  time.  These  are  the  California  Test  of 
Mental  Maturity,  for  the  grade  schools,  and  the  American  Council 
Psychological  Examination  in  the  high  school.  I  hope  to  extend  the 
use  of  these  tests  next  year,  and  to  introduce  a  prognostic  language  test 
in  the  eighth  grade  for  students  contemplating  the  study  of  foreign 
languages.  Until  the  fallacy  of  the  intelligence  quotient  as  an  exact 
measurement  is  generaly  accepted,  however,  inaccurate  judgements  will 
frequently  prevail.  This  condition  is,  of  course,  almost  universal,  and  I 
mention  it  as  it  affects  local  conditions  as  well. 

The  guidance  program  as  it  now  stands  embodies  the  functions  of 
a  service  department  to  the  schools  in  the  system,  to  their  officers  and 
teachers.  We  hope  to  strengthen  the  vocational  planning  phases  of  the 
work,  if  possible  re-introducing  a  semester  unit  of  Occupations,  prob- 
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ably  in  the  ninth  grade.  As  far  as  time  and  facilities  permit,  the  Guid- 
ance Department  should  undertake  constructive  research  into  the  prob- 
lems of  the  public  schools. 

Miss  Dunning  has  assumed  the  full  duties  of  Counselor  for  Girls 
this  year.  She  carries  on  her  work  in  an  extremely  conscientious  and 
cooperative  manner.  I  should  like  to  acknowledge  particularly  the  un- 
failing assistance  which  Mr.  Gregory  has  extended  this  department 
in  all  the  details  of  its  work  in  Punchard  High  School.  Mr.  Dimlich 
has  likewise  been  most  helpful  with  the  program  in  the  Junior  High 
School. 

I  am,  as  always,  grateful  for  the  continuous  support  which  I  have 
received  from  you  and  the  School  Committee.

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Report  of  School  Nurse 

Mr.  Kenneth  L.  Sherman^  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Andover,  Massachusetts 

Dear  Sir: 

I  herewith  submit  my  seventh  annual  report  as  School  Nurse  in 
the  Andover  School  System. 

The  World  Health  Organization  has  recently  adopted  a  definition 
for  health:  "health  is  the  state  of  complete  physical,  mental,  and  social 
well  being,  and  not  merely  freedom  from  disease  or  infirmity."  Each 
year  we  are  finding  more  children  who  can  not  measure  up  to  this 
definition.  It  takes  infinite  patience  and  cooperation  for  the  child,  par- 
ent, teacher,  nurse  and  often  the  family  physician  to  minimize  the 
serious  problems  of  adjustment  with  which  the  child  is  confronted. 

Doctor  Blake,  School  Physician,  is  again  doing  physical  examina- 
tions on  all  pupils  in  the  fourth,  seventh,  and  tenth  grades,  and  all 
new  pupils  in  the  system.  Hearts  and  lungs  are  examined  on  all  high 
school  students  participating  in  the  physical  education  program.  85% 
of  all  children  entering  the  first  grade  had  been  examined  by  their  own 
physician  this  year,  thereby  eliminating  the  need  for  examining  the 
first  grade  in  its  entirety. 

The  school  examination  is  never  a  complete  examination.  At  the 
present  time  the  school  physician  uses  only  the  stethescope  as  a  mech- 
anical accessory  plus  his  vision,  hearing  and  sense  of  touch.  In  spite 
of  the  inadequacy  of  school  examinations,  we  are  far  ahead  of  many 
communities  because  we  do  a  stripped  to  the  waist  examination.  We 
are  fortunate  that  most  of  our  children  are  under  the  care  of  a  family 
physician  and  few  of  our  children  are  suffering  from  untreated  major 
defects.  If  we  find  only  one  case  of  diseased  tonsils  we  feel  that  our 
annual  physicals  are  worthwhile. 

Doctor  Emmons  is  again  volunteering  his  time  for  visual  survey 
work  in  the  second,  seventh,  and  twelfth  grades.  In  addition  any  child 
referred  by  a  teacher  or  the  nurse  is  checked  by  him.  The  survey  work 
is  done  with  the  idea  in  mind  of  trying  to  detect  those  children  who 
are  developing  myopia  or  nearsightedness. 
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Last  fall  for  the  first  time  Andover  offered  a  corrective  speech  clinic 
under  the  able  teaching  of  Miss  Agnes  Reardon,  a  full  time  speech 
teacher  in  the  Lynn  Public  Schools,  Included  in  this  class  were  children 
handicapped  by  stuttering,  baby  talk,  tongue  muscle  defects  and  lispers. 
We  hope  to  start  the  class  again  in  January — meeting  twice  a  month 
on  Saturday  morning. 

Pre-school  registration  was  held  in  May  for  the  kindergarten.  The 
principal,  kindergarten  teacher,  dental  hygienist  and  school  nurse  were 
present  to  meet  the  parents  and  children.  Health  histories  were  taken 
and  health  cards  distributed  to  be  filled  in  by  the  family  physician. 
87%  of  all  children  entering  kindergarten  had  a  physical  before  enter- 
ing school  in  September. 

Our  Dental  Program  includes  annual  cleaning  and  examination  of 
all  students  from  kindergarten  through  high  school.  In  all  the  elementary 
grades  the  parents  were  notified  by  note,  telephone,  or  a  home  visit 
of  any  defects  that  need  correction.  The  success  of  any  health  program 
is  largely  dependent  upon  the  parents.  The  child  may  be  interested, 
but  unless  encouraged  and  aided  by  the  parents,  he  is  unable  to  secure 
the  proper  food  for  good  health  and  good  teeth.  Unless  the  parent 
will  make  an  appointment  with  the  dentist  and  be  sure  that  the  child 
keeps  it  and  also  that  the  child  visits  the  dentist  every  six  months,  our 
dental  program  will  not  be  a  success. 

Our  preventive  program  is  based  upon  the  flourine  treatment.  The 
American  Dental  Association  recommends  that  this  treatment  be  made 
available  to  all  school  children.  With  this  recommendation  in  mind, 
sodium  flouride  treatments  are  now  being  given  to  the  children  in 
grades  two,  five  and  eight  in  a  series  of  four  treatments  a  week  apart. 
This  age  interval  is  used  so  that  all  permanent  teeth  are  treated  shortly 
after  they  erupt. 

Topical  application  of  sodium  fluoride  does  not  prevent  all  decay;  it 
is  only  a  partial  preventive.  Tooth  decay  is  caused  primarily  by  acids 
which  are  formed  on  the  teeth  in  the  presence  of  sugars.  The  treatment 
will  not  halt  decay  once  it  has  started  but  it  will  help  to  prevent  new 
decay. 

Dr.  Sidwell's  travelling  school  clinic  was  in  Andover  in  June.  Thirty 
pupils  were  tested.  The  clinic  is  mainly  for  children  with  outstanding 
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problems,  such  as  inability  to  progress  in  school,  emotional  or  social 
problems  of  adjustment.  Recommendations  as  to  placement  of  these 
children  are  made  to  the  superintendent. 

The  hearing  testing  program  was  again  done  with  the  State  owned 
pure  tone  audiometer.  Children  in  the  first,  third,  six,  and  ninth  grades 
are  tested  each  year.  It  is  difficult  to  carry  this  program  through  thor- 
oughly as  we  have  the  machine  only  for  two  weeks  during  the  year. 

Routine  visits  are  made  to  all  the  schools  to  check  conditions  and 
investigate  the  reasons  for  absenteeism.  Attendence  was  poor  during 
the  fall  and  winter  terms  due  to  an  epidemic  of  communicable  diseases. 

Cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  teachers  is  excellent.  In  addition  to 
their  health  teaching  classes,  they  do  the  vision  testing  and  all  weigh- 
ing and  measuring  of  their  pupils  twice  a  year. 

Health  Education  begins  with  the  learning  of  good  health  habits. 
As  a  child  grows  older,  he  needs  to  learn  the  importance  of  protection 
to  his  health  in  order  to  assume  an  increasing  share  of  the  responsibilty 
every  individual  has,  to  maintain  himself  the  best  possible  health. 
Only  by  the  close  cooperation  of  home,  school,  and  the  community 
can  we  hope  to  build  healthy,  well-adjusted  citizens  of  tomorrow.
